The remarkable increase in the number of 
deaths from pneumonia in recent years is 
attracting no little attention among medical 
men. And well it may, for in 1860 there 
were 1,326 deaths from this cause in New 
York City; in 1865, 1,706; in 1869, 2,100; 
in 1875, 2,802; and in 1882, 3,472. In other 
words, while the population has increased 
since 1860 a little less than 50 per cent, the 
deaths from pneumonia have increased 
neariy 200 per cent. The New York Herald 
has lately printed the views of several prom- 
inent doctors, so far as they had any to offer. 
Their general idea is that the increase of 
deathsrom this cause is probably due to 
the habit of living in warmer houses, and to 
a want of care in properly protecting the 
chest arfd head when going. out in the cold, 
Two circumstances appear to confirm thie 
view, The first is that the principal months 
for pneumonia are the first four of the year. 
Another point is, that this disease is partic- 
ularly fatal to men, and especially to men 
past middle life.

London Exeited Over the Schemes 
of the Dynamite War- | 
riers. 


Discovery of a Fenian Nitro-Glyoer- 


ine Factory at Bir- 
mingham, 


Three Arrests Made by the Police— 
Half a Ton of Explosives 
Seized. 


Discovery at Moscow of a Large Mine 
Consecting Directly with the 
Kremlin. 


The Nihilist Trials—important Developments 
Expected — Pleas of Guilty 
Entered. 


DISCOVERY. 
SEIZURE OF A DYNAMITE FACTORY AT 
BIRMINGHAM, EN@LAND. 
BrerMINGHAM, April 5.—The city police 
made araid upon a snspected locality in 
Ledsom street, Lady wood, and discovered a 
Fenian nitro-glycerine factory in full opera- 
tion. They discovered an apparatus for pre- 
paring. and mixing explosive compounds, 
constructed on scientific principles, and with 
all the cunning craft which clearly showed 
its inventor to be not only a thorough schol- 
ar in chemistry and machinery, but also an 
adept for avoiding notoriety and preventing 
discovery. Among- the noteworthy features 
of the place was a shrewdly-devised method 
for carrying the fumes up the chimney and 
consuming the odors. It is learne t the 
premises in Ledsom street were taken 
two months ago by a man named White- 
head, an Irish-American, who had a sign 
ont in front of his place indicating his busi- 
ness as that of a paper-hanger. Whitehead 
himself was taken into custody when the po- 
lice made the descent on the den, and is now 
in close confinement. A considerable quan- 
tity of nitro-glycerine was seized by the ofli- 
cers at the same time. Information now in 
the hands of the detectives tends to demon- 
strate that this place is the central manufac- 
tory of explosives, and the most important 
depot of all the infernal contrivances in the 
Kingdom. Whitehead, whois described as 
aman about 3 years of age, of dark com- 
plexion, and with marked American accent, 
has been in the habit of purchasing supplies 
of nitro-glycerine and acids which are nec- 
essary to run the business. 
5 p. m.—Whitehead’s examination this atft- 
ernoon developed nothing startling. 
THE PRISONER ARRAIGNED. 
BIRMINGHAM, April 5.—LatTer—In accord- 
ance with the request of the Home Office 
Whitehead was remanded for one week. 
The charge against him is having in his pos- 
session explosive compounds and materials 
in violation of law. At the examination evi- 
dence was given showing that police detect- 
ives had followed Norman, who was arresi- 
edin London, from Whitehead’s house in 
this city. He took away from Whitehead’s 
a box. Among other material seized at the 
paper-hanger’s were eight gallons of a mys- 
terious liquid in tins, some sulphuric acid, 
and a quantity of nitro-glycerine. The pris- 
oner when arraigned assuimed,an air of in- 
difference, and also refused to answer any 
questions. 
A SUSPICIOUS CHARACTER. 
Lonpon, April 5.—A semi-weekly news- 
paper called, the City Press, in its edition 
published yesterday evening, announced that 
it had received a letter without a signature 
in which the writer threatened to blow up 
the Government offices. The affair was re- 
ferred to the police, and late last night 
English detectives, assisted by members of 
the Lrish secret service, succeeded in arrest- 


ing aman who had in his possession a quan- 
tity of stuff supposed to be dynamite. The 
arrest has caused adecided sensation. De- 
tectives had followed the prisoner from Man- 
chester, as he appeared to be a suspicious 


-character.and when the ietter appeared he was 


at once arrested, being thenin the vicinity of 
Heis now at Bow Street Sta- 
tion to await the report of the army officials 
at Woolwich, who are engaged ina chemical 

yzation of the material. The police re- 
gate the arrest as a most important one. 

It ts hinted that the whole conspiracy here 
and in America will be exposed. 

PRECAUTIONS. 

This is evidenced by the fact that since the 
arrest was made precautionary measures 
have been renew Especial attention is 
now being given to the protection of the 
buildings in which are located the offices of 
the Ministry and of all the public officials. 
Extra sentinels are posted at Windsor Castle 
and at the post-office. Policemen and detect- 
ives are Keeping close watch ir suspicious 
localities. 

ADDITIONAL ARRESTS. 

LATER—The Irish police here have made 
two further arresis in the suburbs of Lam- 
beth in connection with the man arrested 
lastnight. The latter is now said to be’ an 
Ameriean. Nearly half a ton of nitro-glycer- 
ine has been seized in Loneton already. 

ALARM AT NEWRY, IRELAND. 

There is renewed excitement in Govern- 
ment circles this afternoon because of a. re- 
port which comes from Newry, Ireland, 
where are situated large Government in- 
fantry barracks, that a sentinel standing 
guard over the powder magazine last night 
challenged a man who was discovered 
scaling the wall. The sentry fired a shot and 
gave alarm. Search for the intruder was 
truitless, but the guard was doubled and or- 
ders issued to take every precaution to pre- 
vent surprise. 

LOADED DOWN WITH EXPLOSIVES. 

Lonpown, April5.—-The rubber bags found 
in Norman’s quarters contained nitro-glycer- 
ine in sufficient quantity to blow up any town 
in the kingdom. ‘The police believe that Nor- 
nan was engagedin a plan to carry out the 
dynamite doctrines which are particularly 
fostered by O'Donovan Russa. 

lienry Dalton is a man of short stature and 
pock-marked. He wasan occasional caller 
at Bowles’ American Reading Room, 14’ 
Strand. His arrest was effected owing to 
information derived from papers found on 
other prisoners. It is believed by the author- 
ities that Dalton is the emissary of the dyna- 
mite faction in America. The man arrested 
with Wilson at Lambeth is named Gallagher. 
Papers found upon him prove his connection 
with Whitehead. ‘ 

GENUINE NITRO-GLYCERINE. 

The Woolwich authorities pronounce the 
compound found at Lambeth nitro-zlycerine, 
and identical with that found in Norman’s 
quarters. Gallagher’s portmanteau was 
packed with explosives. 

SUSPICIONS. | 

Lonpon, April 6.—Dalton is suspected of 
being the perpetrator of the outrage at the 
otiice of the locai Government Board at 
Westminster. The prisonefs were not ar- 

raigned Thursday because, in view of the 
documents seized, the police decided to make 
several other arrests, which they thought 
might be frustrated if the evidence in their 
possession was made public. © Norman 
describes himself as a coachman, Wilson 
claims to be a clerk, and Gallagher a pbysi- 
cian. 

IT IS BELIEVED. 

The police believe the Birmingham factory 
is one of a series which exist in the great 
towns. Evidence will be forthcoming that 
— rsons arrested were connected with 

nvinciblies. The dynamite used in the 
Seemtbanter explosion was undoubtedly 
made at one of the factorfws of the society.

TERROR. 
LATE RUMORS. 

»wpoN, April 6—3 a. m.—[Special.]— 
fren are rumors of terrtle dynamite out- 
rages to be perpetrated in various parts of 
the city and also at Windsor. in 
consequence a large force of police have 
been stationed at Windsor, and vigilant po- 
lice patrols establisned inside and outside 
the castle. The royal news and post offices 
have also been especially protected by extra 


guards of police. 

The soldiers are under arms. There is 
great excitement, and the mysterious move- 
ments of the police are causing some alarm, 
from the fact that nobody has any idea as to 
the form of outrage expected or the point at 
which the stroke may fall. 

The news is kept from the Queen, as it is 
thought any sudden fright may in her en- 
feebied condition cause fatal results. Late 
last night it was rumored that the Queen was 
to be frightened to death by 
threats, and that in the event 
of her holding out, more 
effective measures were to be taken. Wind- 
sor Castle, which is now the residence of the 
Queen, appears to be the objective point of 
the next dynamite outrage, but the pulice 
say they are prepared. Nearly half a ton of 
dynamite has been seized already in London. 

SUMMING UP. 

Lonpon, April 5.—The excitine events of 
the day crowded each othersp fast that their 
importance could searcely be realized until 
the later hours at night admitted of a com- 
plete summing up. The surprises include 
the unearthing of the most important dyna- 
mite factory ever discovered; the arrest of 
four ruin-breeders in London and one in 
Birmingham; the attempt the Govern- 
ment magazine in Ireland: rection of 
an incendiary letter in London; and the dis- 
covery of the astounding and audacious 
scheme of the Nihilists to blow up the Czar’s 
residence at Moscow. The. excitement over 
these affairs was not contined to the Govern- 
ment offices, but it was apparent on the street 
to even the most casual observer. The 
prompt action of the Government officers 
was highly commended. 

ADDITIONAL GUARDS. 

The post-office and the neighboring Gov- 
ernment property was placed under an in- 
creased guard, and the royal residence at 
Windsor was given alarge force of sentinels, 
sent thither in a private manner. This pre- 
caution was made necessary, because the 
Government officers learned late last night 
that in connection with the discovery of the 
dynamite factory in Birmingham some con- 
spirators were already on their way to 
Windsor from Birmingham. It is stated in 
official circles that there is reason to believe 
the whole incendiary-and dynamite con- 
spiracy here and in America will now be laid 
bare, and the number of arrests will shortly 
increase. ‘The man first arrested last night, 
near Fleet street, had engaged rooms on 
Southampton street, corner of the Strand, 
giving his name as Ormund, and stating that 
he was a medical student. Subsequently he 
said his correct name was Norman. 

The first inquiry for rooms was made by 
an elderly man. he box of explosives was 

taken t0 Norman’s lodgings by a-person of a 
rakish appearance, who looked more like a 
tramp or street idler than a porter or friend 
of a student. It is believed this individual 
and the elderly man have been captured in 
the persons of the two men arrested at Lam- 
beth today. One of these men had in his 
pockets and sewed up in his clothing a large 
sum of money, a portion of which was in 
American coin. 

THE IRISH-AMERICANS. 

Street rumor made free use of the Ameri- 
can name, and connected many Irish-Ameri- 
cans with the plots. One of the Lambeth 
prisoners had secured lodgings in the name 
ot Wilson. His movements excited so mach 
suspicion among his neighbors that he left 
his room yesterday, saying it was his inten- 
tion to go to Wolverhampton. When he re- 
turned at noon today he was surprised to 
find five detectives awaiting him. Norman 
undoubtedly came direct from Birminghatn. 
The place where he was stopping was just 
over the office where is printed the Court 
Circular. ‘The proprietor of the sheet re- 
cently received letters contajning dire threats, 
the origin of which he has now no difticulty 
in tracing to the prisoner. 

The fourth arrest was that of Henry Dal- 
ton, taken into custody tonight. He came 
from the United . States two weeks ago. He 
was found at the rooms of the American Ex- 
change. He made vo resistance. Dalton 
was confined in jail at Scotland Yard. 

IN THE COMMONS. 

There was no less sensation in the Com- 
mons when the arrests were announced 
than elsewhere. Sir William Harcourt, the 
Home Secretary, in a brief speech outlining 
the facts, confirmed what had up 
to this time been merely rumor, 
that Norman had been arrested. He added 
that 150 pounds of highly-explosive liquid 
had been found in Norman’s quarters, stored 
in skilfully-devised rubber bags. He also 
confirmed the discovery of the dynamite man- 
ufactory at Birmingham, and gave particu- 
lars of the affair substantially as related in 
these dispatches. 

He said further that a considerable amount 
of the same kind of expiosives bad been dis- 
covered in the rooms ot the Lambeth pris- 
oners, and thata part of the money on one 
of these men was in American bank notes. 

That there was a connection between the 
arrests at Birmingham and London is shown 
by the incident just come to light. The 

Home Secretary during the afternoon sent a 
dispatch to Birmingham asking the authori- 
ties to remand Whitehead fora week. The 
same aciop will be taken here under the 
same directions in the case of Norman. 

The magistrate at Bow street waited until 
late in the afternoon for instructions in re- 
gard to Norman and his two Lambeth ac- 
complices, and finally, receiving a telegram 
from the Home Secretary, announced that 
no tormal charge would be brought against 
the three prisoners ‘aes They were ac- 
cordingly remanded.

A MINE TO BLOW UP THE KREMLIN.

By the 
term ‘we,’”? added Most, “I include all the 
revolutionists without distinction of nation- 
ality.” 

At this juncture Herr Schwab exhibit- 
ed a large roll of manuscript, saying:

To the 
latter class belong three out of four at least 
of the people of Russia. ‘They cannot arrest 
and hang the whole people. If nothing else 
will do, we expect a general uprising against 
the coronation. ‘Thousands are prepared and 
sworn to sacrifice | their lives—and 
if they fail they die anyway—to prevent the 
coronation. This coronation is the grand 
turning point’in the revolutionary move- 
ment, and will be fraught with the gravest 
consequences to Europe. If we don’t suc- 
ceed it will not be through lack of self- 
sacrifice,”’

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 5.—[Special.]—The 
move of the iron manufacturers at the meet- 
ing yesterday for a reduction of wages was 
almost the sole topic diseussed in labor cir- 
cles today. Workers seem to be of one 
mind, that there is no necessity for the step 
proposed. Secretary Martin, of the Amal- 
gamated Association, said: “There is no 
reason for the proposed reduction, and there 
is reason for maintaining the present scale of 
wages. Rents are higher this year than they 
were last, and provisions remain at about 
the same price. The workingmen must live, 
and they cannot purchase the necessities of 
life if their pay is reduced. What the result 
will be I cannot tell.” 

Among the manufacturers every person 
was close-mouthed and seemed to be not at 
all pleased that their action had been made 
public. It was freely stated that they had 
arranged a scale, but what itis could not be 
ascertained any nearer than the figures 
given yesterday, save that it is intended to 
ask puddlers t work for $5 ton on a two 
cent basis for bar-iron. ther classes of 
workingmen will be called upon to aecept a 
propo ate reduction. The manufacturers 
were also silent when the probability of t.. 
strike was suggested. butin one office a ge 
tleman said: “Last summer’s strike po 
money into the pockets of manu ur- 
ers, and unless the Beer gg of trade im- 
proves, & strike would not be objected to 
this year.”

Hereley this morning introduced a copy of the 
Haines Sieeping-Car bill, now ou second reading 
in the House. Practically the same bill Was re- 
ported back@favorably a few weeks ago by the 
Committee 6n Mungcipalities, but Senator Con- 
dee bad it referred to and probably tied up in 
the Committee on Railroads. The bill itself de- 
clares slceping-car companies common carriers, 
and proceeds to fix reduced rates, as follows: 
Lower berth, $1.50; upper, $1: section, $2.00; 
siateroom, $3.50. The declaration, of course, is 
ratber unnecessary, now that the Supreme 
Court itself bus made it. The measuré was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Municipalities. 

“sPpouTED ” STOCK. 

Senator Merritt introduced a copy of the sub- 
stitute bill, prepared by the House Judiciary 
Committee, amending the act fo regard to judg- 
ments and decrees and the manner of enforcing 
the same by execution, and to provide for the 
redemption of real estate sold under execution 
or decree. This bill is the measure for which 
John M. Rountree, of Chicago, representing the 
Chicago Stock Buard, has been here several 
times during the session, and for which he is 
alsohere now. lt amends Sec. 52 of the act in 
question so as to read as follows: 

“ The share or interest of a stockholder in any 
corporation may be taken on execution and sold 
as hereinafter provided; but in all cases where 
such sbare Or interest has been sold or pledged 
in good faith fora valuabie consideration, and 
the certificate thereon has been delivered on 
such sale or piedge, such share or interest shall 
not be liable to be taken on execution against 
the vencor or viedgor except for the excess of 
Me vulue thereof over and above the sum for 
which the same may bave been piedged and the 
certificate thereof delivered.” 

DRAINAGE. 

Senator Rogers introuced a bill to provide for 
the election of commissioners to fil vacancies 
in special drainage aistricts organized under the 
actof 1879. 

TWO BOARDS OR ONE? 


A number of bills, none of any special im- 
portance, were easily wafted along to third read- 
ing, and everything ran on smoothly until the 
Senate struck Senator Gillham’s biil, providing 
for the consolidation of the two boards of Pen- 
itentiary Commissioners and overhauling ind 
revising the present law governing the maoage- 
meut of the penitentiaries. The Democrats and 
afew Republican allies, with whom ttis pur- 
ticular form of consolidation is a cardinal doc- 
trine, tried to make the measure a special order 
for next Thursday. This was voted down. The 
bill was then reada second time and another 
attempt to make it a special order knocked out 
of time. The opponents of the mensure sailed 
in to throw it over, and, after a wordy skirmish 
with its friends, the bill was finally temporarily 


postponed. 


SWAPPED PLACES. 

Farmer Whiting, who bas long desired to sit 
with the Committee on Drainage in the capacity 
of a member, succeeded in fixing up atrade 
by which he and Senator Sunderiand swapped 

laces, Whiting taking Drainage and Sunder- 
and Expenses of General Assembly. The trade 
was formally carried out by a resolution wbicb 
went through with ufanimous consent. 

PRIMARY ELECTIONS. 

Senator White calied up his Primarv-Elec tion 
bill, ano had it amended by a concluding proviso 
and sent to third reading. Ina its amended shape 
the bill reads as follows: 

A BIL. for an act to define the powers and duties 
of judges, and prescribe the rights of electors 
at primary elections. 

Buc. 1. Be it enacted,ctc., That primary elec- 
tions shali bereafter be beild in this Stato under 
the rollowing conditions: All judwesof primary 
elections shall be éeiccted by the regularly or- 
ganized district or central committee of any po- 
litical party or association, and shall receive their 
authority or commission toact as such judves 
from the Secretary of such District or Central 
Oommittee. Such judges snall, before enter ing 
upon their duties, severally be sworn before a 
Justice of the Peace or Notary Public, ia man- 
ner and form as is now required of judges or in- 
spectors at general elections. 

“Sec. 2% Atter qualification as aforesaid, such 
judges of the primary election shall be the 
judges of the qualiiications of primary electors, 
and shall bave the power to administer oaths to 
electors, and examine the same under oath, in 
order to determine the right of any person to 
vote at such primary election. 

“Sc. 3. No person shall be entitled to vote 
at a primary election in this State unless he is 
a citizen of the United States, of the age of 21 
years or over, and has been an actual resident 
of the State one year, ofthe county ninety 
days, and of the township, ward, or election 
district in which such primary election) is heid 
thirty days; and any person nota citizen of the 
United States, and neither a resident of this 
State nor of the. county, township, ward, or 
election district in which such primary eicction 
is held, wno shall falsely make oath before such 
elecnon judges that he is a citizen and resident 
of such State, county, township, ward, or eiec- 
tion district, shall be deemed pale of perjury; 
and upon conviction thereof shall be senteaced 
to imprisonment in the bridewell, work-bouse, 
or buuse of correcnon for a term not less than 
six nor more than twelve months, or shall be 
subjected to a fi of not less than $100 nor 
more than $500; and upon a second conviction 
for the like offense shail be sentenced to impris- 
onment in the penitentiary foraterm not less 
than one nor more than tbree years; provided, 
that the decision of such judges at any primary 
election in all cases shall be tinal, and they shall 
not be beld liable to an action at law or other- 
wise for any decision or judgment rendered 
while in the discharge of their duties.” 


ALDERMEN, 


The House bill amending the law in relation to 
the election of Aldermen on the plan of ovnor- 
ity representation by providing for biennial in- 
stead of annual elections was sent to third read- 
ing without amendment. . 

THE PUBLISHING GRAB. 

Senator Laning called up the cheeky Rokker’s 
statute-publishing scheme and moved to make 
it the special order on second reading for tomor- 
row morning at haif-past 10 o'clock. Even most 
of those who are opposing the grab seemed to 
think it would be just as well to fix the fight for 
a definit time and have it out then and there, 
and the motion accordingly prevailed. 

MUNICIPAI-APPEAL BONDS. 

Senator Clark jumped on Senator Needles’ bill 
requiring cities, villages, and towns to file ap- 
peal bonds like private individuais, and moved 
to knock out the enacting clause. The move 
was unsuccessful, however, and the bill went to 
third reading intact. . 

LAW REFORM RECEIVES A SET-BACK. 

Senator Ray's bill allowing Judges discretion 
to grant or refuse applications for chauges uf 
venue where such qualiilicauions are based on 
tne alleged prejudice of said Judges was read a 
second time and some formal amendments to 
the title recommended by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee adopted. Senator Clark made@a charac- 
teristic drive at the bill as a dangerous lnpnova- 
tion, and argued that a Judge to whom 
prejudice was imputed was the last 
man in the world tp pass n the 

uestion of bis own prejudice. Senator 

y retorted that the bill needed very little ex- 
lanation. Everybody knew that the present 
law simply atforded vupportunities for menu to 
perjure themselves by swearing the Judges were 
prejudiced. The latter, having no discretion in 
the matter, were coi peiied to grant the change. 
In this way the cusé was delayed, witnesses 
spirited away, and justice thwarted. -In this 
connection he referred to the memworuble appli- 
cation for a change of vente made before 
Judge Hawes, of Chicago, some time ago, and 
the Judge's remarks at the time from the bench 
—Viz.: he had never seen or beard of the 
parties who swore to bis alleged prejudice. But 
the Senate refused to take this view of the 
matter. The criminal-lawyers’ union was two 
strong, and several frienis of the bill, incidding 
Senators Campbell and Conder, were absent. 
By a vote of yeas 15, nays 17, the Senate refused 
toorder the bill to third reading. It therefore 
remains bung up on second reading. A motion 
to reconsider will be made in a day or two, how- 
ever, and the matter set for a spociat order. in 
sbort, the biil at give the crimiinal-law- 
yers’ union a goon Loi tvoubie.

The first one read was the General Appropria- 
tion biil, which consumed nearly all day.

MANUFACTURERS’ FREIGHT RATES ON RAW 

MATERIAL. 

Morrison’s bill to amend Secs. 3 and § of the 
law to prevent extortions by railroads in the in- 
terest of manufacturers occasioned a struggzie, 
and a number of motuons were mwude 
to kill it, but it was finally 
ordered to a third reading. This is 
the bill Judge Caton and other representatives 
of the mauufacturing interests are urging, dnd 
to which Tue TRIBUNE [irst called attendon sev- 
eral weeks ago. It is designed to enable the rail- 
roads to offer special rates to manutacturers on 
the shiitpment of raw material, and is based on 
the alleged discriminations between Illinois 
manufacturers buying at one place and those 
buying xt another, under the present freight 
eciedules. it is claimed, for instance, that the 
rate fromm Chicago to Aurora on a certain class 
of raw material is greater tban that from Mil- 
waukee to Aurora.and that from Unbicago to 
Ottawa greater thun that from Cincinnati to 
Chicavo. lo order to secure what the manu- 
facturers claim is a much-needed and just re- 
tief, they have introduced this bill, which sub- 
stitutes for the present law a section copied 
from the Iowa statutes. The bill had seveaty- 
two votes today in a stim House, and its backers 
conlidently expect to paas it. 


A TRIPLE MURDER. 

A Terrible Tragedy in. West Virginia 
Which Promises to Engage the Serv- 
ices of Judge Lynch. 

CLARKsBURG, W. Va., April 5.—[Special.] 
—Barney Doyle and his two little girls, aged 
5 and 7 respectively, were found murdered in 
Doyle’s grocery at West Union, Voddridge 
County, at midnight last night. The murders 
were committed with a hatchet, which was 
found lying near by smeared with blood, 
hair, and brains. The house of. Doyle is re- 
moved some distance from the other build- 
ings in the village, and as no outery warned 
the people it was some time before the mur- 
ders were discovered. Doyle was shockingly 
mutilated. More than a score of gashes mark 
his person. Several of them were on his 
head, through which the brains were oozing. 

Near Doyle lay the bodies of the children, 
who-had been in bed and had been awakened 
by the attack on their father only to be 
killed by the murderer for the purpose of 
concealing his identity. One of the children 
was dead when found, but the elder of the 
two exhibited signs of animation, and by 


sciousuess long enough to identify the mur- 
derer, James Harper, a worthless fellow, who 
lives near the scene of. the tragedy. Har- 
per performed day’s work for a livelihood and 
at night fiddled for: country-dances. The 
motive for the murder could readily be 
detected in the room in which it was com- 
mitted. An old-fashioned hatr-covered chest 
with its lid shivered to kindling-wood was 
found in a corner, its contents scattered about 
the room. Many silver coins were found 
which the robber had dropped in his flight. 
Doyle was a widower, and keptalow grocery 
as a blind for dome an illicit liquor business. 
This he earried on for years, and it 
was thought that he had accumulated 
a large sum of money, which 
he boasted he would not trust to the banks, 
but kept under his own eve. The robber 
eertainly must have obtained several thou- 
sand dollars, if the lowest estimate of the 
eontents of the chest is atall accurate. It is 
thought that Harper had assi@tance in his 
crime, and a man named McKindley has 
been arrested as an accessory. Another man

The citizens of the town and country: are 
greatly excited and hundreds are thronging 
to the town today. Threats of lynching are 
rife, and in the event that others besides Har- 
per are connected with the tragedy lynching 
certainly will result.

Late this evening Harper, McKin- 
ley, and Weekly were arrested and lodged in 
jail.

THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 


Conclusion of the Arguménts in the 
lowa Constitutional Amend- 
ment Rehearing. 


Be Declared Unconstitu- 
tional and Iavalid.

Iowa Amendment Rehearing. 

DAVENPORT, la., April 5.—[{Special.]—The 
third day’s session of the lowa Supreme 
Court convened at 9 a, m., and the arguments 
in thejrehearing of the prohibitory amend- 
ment to the Constitution case were imimedi- 
ately begun. Although it was raining hard, 
as it had been during the night, the court 
chamber was crowded upon the opening of 
the doors. The ladies, who at the former 
terms of the Supreme Court have been con- 
spicuous by their absence, were prompt in 
their attendance. It was ex pect- 
ed that ex-United States Senator 
George G. Wright would begin the 
concluding constitutional argument for 
the opposition to the amendment. He argued 
in the District Court here when the case first 
came up, also at the Des Moines rehearing of 
the case, and has been the senior counsel! all 
through, but a severe cold prevented him 
discussing the case today. The Hon. John 
C, Bills continued his argument from yester- 
day, with an elaboration and illustration of 
the proposition already laid down. Ue urged 
that the legitimate conclusion of the logic of 
the opposing counsel! is, that if this court de- 
cides that the Legislatures may make any 
material deviation from the constitutional 
requisits, and that the same would 
cured by the subsequent’ popular vote, th 
the Legislatures may disregard all these re- 
quirements entirely, and.as a result Cuonsti- 
tutions would be made or unmade without 
that very deliberation intended. Mr. Bills 
warned the court thatif the Legislature and 
Governor may by proclamation declare cer- 
tain laws to exist, then their successor 
may do just the opposit, and come 
to results to which the counsel on 
the other side would be very slow 
to submit. This decision of the law ques- 
tions by political bodies is fraught with the 
utinost danger, and should not be tolerate: 
foramoment. All this matter of reference 
to be made by the first Assembly to the next 
is very simple. The matter must be spread 
on the records of the first Assembly, and 
there it stands to be read. Mr. bills closed 
at 10:20, having occupied in his argument 
three hours and twenty minutes. 

United States Senator James F. Wilson at 
once began the closing argument in the case, 
advocating the validity and constitution- 
ality of the amendment. He gave an 
outline of the history. otf the case 
now on trial, designating it as a 
made-up case, and these made-up cases, he 
said, are the plague-spots in law. Of all 
cases manufactured Ones were the more dan- 
gerous. Senator Wilson stated that his pur- 
pose would be to discuss three principal 
points, and in proceeding methodically in the 
discussion he would take up such sugges- 
tions of opposing counsel as seemed to re- 
guire notice. These were thus submitted: 
First, that the Nineteenth General Assembly 
had jurisdiction of the subject embraced 
in the joint resolution of the LEigit- 
eenth General Assembly, proposing the 
amendment to the Constitution drawn in con- 
troversy in this case, including the regu- 
larity of4ts passage, and its judgment thereon 
is conclusive and cannot be reviewed, Sec- 
ond, the enrolled joint resolution of the 
Nineteenth General Assembly, in the cus- 
tody of the Secretary of State, is conclusive 
evidenve of the judgment upon the regularity 
of the action of the Eighteenth General As- 
sembly relative to the amendment involved 
in this case and of its own action thereon. 
‘Third, the judicial department of the State 
has no jurisdiction over political questions, 
and cannot review acts of the Assembly and 
of the people in the matter of 
the adoption or ameniment of the Constitu- 
tion of the State. Each of these provositions 
was amplified and iliustrated by citations at 
considerable length. After the noon ad- 
journment Sentor Wilson. continued his ar- 
guiment until the closing hour, 

Something of a sensation was created 
when Mr. Wilson came to discuss the exist- 
ence of the original resolution as it was of- 
ferea in the Senate, and the absence of which 
has created more controversy than any other 
fact in the case. Mr. Wilson used these 
words: | ** The original resolution exists in 
the office of the Secretary of State.” The 
following dialog between the bench and bar 
foliowed: 

Justice Seevers—There has been a report 
published today of a discovery of this kind. 

Chief-Justice Day—Can the Attorney-Gen- 
eral give us an explanation of these reports 
with which his name has been connected ? 

Attorney-General McPherson—The orig- 
inal resolution has been handed to me and [ 
gave it to the Secretary of State, in whose 
officeit belongs. It was given to me three 
or four weeks ago, The disclosure of the 
name of the person who gave it to me would 
add no light to the matter. I affixed the affi- 
davitstoit. I woutd advise your Honors 
that the affidavits and indorsements are facts. 

Justice Seevers—Have any other papers 
been found purporting to be genuine? 

+ Attorney-General McPherson—No, sir. 

Mr. Bills—Do I understand that the Attor- 
ney-Geueral declines to answer from whoin 
he received the pretended resolution ?_ 

Chief-Justice Day—The Attorney-General 
has not answered by.disclosing the name 
asked for. 

Senator Wilson continued his argument, 
when a question came from the bench. 

Chief-Justice Day—We are requested to 
take judicial notice of this mutter. 

Mr. Nourse, of counsei for amendment—It 
is not the resolution Senator Hemingway 
offered, but a copy made by the Secretary of 
the Senate. er 

Cnief-Justice Daly—These affidavits were 
put there fora purpose. it so, it is in order 
for new evidence to be introduced, : 

Mr. Bills, counsel against the amendment 
—If this court is going to examine that pur- 
ported document I wish you would give us 
notice. 

The argument of. Senator Wilson, the final 
one in the case, was concluded at exactly 5 
o'clock this afternoon, when the Chief 
Justice said formally: ‘“*The case is finally 
submitted.”’ 

During the afternoon the hall has been 
crowded and the debate listened to with 
marked attention. ‘The probable outcome is 
speculative altogether, but many attorneys 
who have heard the arguments through 
have stated their belief that the Supreme 
Court will reaffirm their Des Moines decis- 
ion, declaring the prohibitory amendment 
to the Constitution invalid and unconstitu- 
tional. 

The Attorney-General delivered a eulogy 
on the recent death of| ex-Attorney-General 
Jenkins, to which the Chief Justice respond- 
ed and ordered that the submitted resolutions 
be spread upon the record. ‘The court was 
then adjourned until 9 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. 


Ambiguities in the New Wisconsin 
Liquor Law. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 5.—[Special.]— 
The near approach of the day fey issuing li- 
censes to saloonkeepers in this city leads to 
much discussion~and no little excitement. 
A great diversity of opinion exists as to the 
manner in which the Legislature dealt with 
the license question, and as to how the law 
now stands. The State law regulatmg the 
sale of liquor in force heretofore fixes the 
minimum for licenses at $75. As al- 
ready shown in these dispatches, how- 
ever, Milwaukee, owing to a pro- 
vision of the, charter fixing the win- 
imum at $530, was virtually exempted 
from the requirements of the State law. Ap 
effort was made in the Assembly during the 
last session to lower the minimum rate to 
$30 by the introduction of a bill to revise and 
amend the charter of the city, in which ap- 
peared the following clause: “ Provided 
that the amount charged for such license

license shall be issued for a less period than 
two months nor be transferable. ‘There is 
really no maximum rate provided for, that 
matter being leftto the discretion of local 
boards. Accordingly a much higher rate, 
than $200 could be charged. Mayor Stowell 
says he canlhardly say whether the license 
had been increased or not, but thinks it has. 
He will refuse to issue liceuses until he 
ascertains exactly what the law is. 
‘The information relative to the 
new law was obtained from members of the 
Legislature, and there is no doubt about the 
charter beiug so changed that saloon licenses 
will hereafter cost 375. A numoer of the 
more respectable saloonkeepers were talked 
with, all of whom derided the small advance. 
They advocated an increase to $200. ‘* Some- 
thing like that would have been sensible and 
effective.” said one, “but a mere increase of 
$25 will do no good towards thin- 
ning out the little hell-holes, where 
the only claim to a saloon is a 
beer sign that serves as a cloak 
to a disreputable business. The pfoprietors 
of such places can about a8 easily vay $75 as 
$50, while it would be impossible for two or 
three hundred of these disreputable 
groggerykeepers to paya license of $500 and 
survive. The present action is nothing more 
than acontemptible farce, and that is the 
way all the respeetable saloonkeevers louk 
atit.”” The little fellows claim they are as 
good in their way as the big ones, and say 
they are discriminated against only for the 
reason that the larger keepers do not want 
to divide tne business with them. They 
claim the Inerease to. be an unwarranted im- 
position, and say*that the miserly $50 license 
was high enough. 
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Indiana Prohibitiontsts in Connell. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April &.—| Special. |— 
The Christian Temperance Union today re- 
solyed to incorporate the union, with $100,- 
000 capital, in shares of $10 apiece, to be paid 
for at the rate of $1 per year. It was re- 
solved that members who are voters shall 
hereafter vote for only known Prohibition- 
ists, and it was determined to cut gdrift from 
party affiliation. A suggestion that ex-Senator 
Windom ought to be the next President was 
read with cheers. This afternoon the 
grand mperance council, representing 
all the temperance organizations 
in the State, met. Dr. J. -W. F. 
Gerrish, the President, advised continuing 
the struggle for prohibition on practically 
the saine line as heretofore. He did not ad- 
vise the formation of a district prohibition 
party, but recommended that the temperance 
people hold themselves ready to vote for any 
candidate who might prociaim himself in 
favor of constituuional prohibition. When 
no Such candidate was put forward by any 
of the old parties he advised that a Prohibi- 
tionist be nominated. The Hon. J. N. 
Huston, of Fayette County, leader of the 
Prohibitionists in the jast House, made ‘a 
short speech advising that the war against 
the liquor traffic be prosecuted with new 
vigor. Resolutions were passed outlining 
the policy to be pursued in accordance with 
these remarks. 
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OBITUARY. 


Benjamin Wright Baymond. 

Benjamin Wright Raymond, one of Chica- 
go’s videst and most honored citizens, died 
yesterday morning at his residence, corner 
of Calumet avenue and Twenty-third street, 
in the 82d year of his age. 

Deceased was the lineal descendent, 
through a long list of ancestors, of the Hu- 
guenots, who were driven out of France into 
England in the seventeenth century, and 
was. born at Rome, Oneida County, 
al Ba in 1801. When he be- 
came of age, Mr. Raymond secured 
a smalistock of goods and openeda general 
store on a small scale at Norfolk, Lawrence 


——— 


County, N. ¥Y.; but his father dying a year 


later the maintenace of alarge family de- 
valved on him and he was forced to close 
otit his business and return to Rome, where 
he obtained a salaried position in the mer- 
cantile house of William Wright. After a 
year’s clerkship he became a partner in the 
house where he was employed. in 1lsl he 

formed a partnership with the Hon. S. N. 
Dexter, of Oneida County, and started for 
the West with the intention of locating in 
Michigan, but not finding a suitable opening 
he returned to New York State and located 
at Bloomfield, in the western partof the 
State, where for tour years he carried on a 
successful mercantile business. 

Ln 1856 he visited Chicago and after investing 
$10,000 in real estate determined to locate here 
+. rmanently which he didin June of that year, 

winging with hima large stock of general 
goods. On arriving. however, and finding 
the city crowded with stores of all descrip- 
tions, he concluded it would be bestto dl- 
vide his large stock, and accordingly opened 
branch stores at Geneva, Kane County, one 
at Desplaines, and anotherin Milwaukee. 

In 1839, in partnership with Mr. Dexter, he 
invested heavily in real-estate interests in 
Elgin, Lll., and established a store there. In 
connection with two other gentlemen he 
built the first alleged fire-prvof building in 
Chicago, located at Nos, 122 and 124 Lake 
street, but searcely had it been completed 
when the entire block was burned. 

‘In March, 1839, he was nominated for 
Mayor on the Whig ticket, and, although 
that party was greatly in the minort- 
ty, he was elected through the aid of 
his friends of both parties. In those days 
the Mayor’s salary was $1,000 per annum, 
and this, together with much more, he do- 
nated to the sufferers along the line of the 
canal, who came flocking into this city a 
pealing to the citizens for aid. About this 
time the only bridge connecting the North 
and South Sides was destroyed, and on the 
question of the construction of a new one on 
Clark street there was a tie in the City 
Council, but it was promptly decided by the 
Mayor and the bridge immediately built. 

‘The same year the sale of the old Fort 
Dearborn to the cig was consummated, and 
through Mr. Raymond’s efforts Dearborn 
Park and sixty feet along State street was 
dedicated by the Government to the city. 

In 1842 he was again elected Mayor, and at 
a time when the city was deeply in debt and 
real-estate oo sec Ma valueless. By a 
rigid course of economy he succeeded in re- 
ducing the city expenditures to about $9,800, 
and by the last past of the year city scrip 
was sold at par. 

When the old Galena Railroad was first 
projected Mr. Raymond became deeply in- 
terested in its welfare, and devoted his tinje 
and money to its progression, negotiating the 
sale of its bonds in Kastern cities. He was a 
member of the first Beard of Directors, and 
guaranteed almost the entire amount of the 
capital necessary to purchase the first rails 
that were laid. le then entered upon the 
work of constructing the Fox Valiey 

tailroad from Elgin to Geneva Lake, 
but sold his stock at a loss of $65,000. 
In 1843 he disposed of his Chicago store and 
invested the proceeds of the sale in Chicago 
real estate, among which was a sixty-foot 
front lot on Clark street, on which the Post- 
Office was then located, adjoinmy the Sher- 
man llouse. Shortly after he erected the 
first woolen mill in the State, at Elgin. 

Mr. Raymond was one of the originators 
and President of the Eigin National Watch 
Coupany. He was also one of the Directors 
of the ald Hydraulic Company—which was 
the first water-works the city ever had—and 
has been a Director of the Chicago Gas & 
Coke Company from its first organization. 
Besides these he has held other positions of 
trust in various institutions throughout the 
State, among which can be mentioned Beloit 
College, Rockford Female Seminary, Eigin 
Academy, Lake Forest University, the Old 
People’s Honie, ete. 

Ile'was a devout Christian, and at the time 
of his death was Kuling Eider in the Second 
Presbyterian Church in this city, a position 
he had held from the time that church was 
organized in 1842. He was likewise a minis- 
ter of the society, and a member of the 
Building Committee when their first house 
of worship was erected. He was a man of 
quick discernment, always ready to assist 
the poor and needy who applied to him for 
aid, and had only to be convinced that the 
course in question was right and honorable 
to lend his hearty codperation. He touk an 
active interest in numberless benevolent and 
educanhional enterprises so far as his means 
ald influence would permit, and, previous to 
the great fire of 1571, it Was always said of: 
him that he was ever ready to lend a helping 
hand to all who appealed tobim. Previous 
to the tre his account books record upwards

Confidence Operations of a Person 
under This Name in San Francisco— 
Is He a Young Lawyer Once Weil 
Known in Chicago? 

SAN Francisco, CaL, April 5.-+[Special. | 
—Orrin Skinner, a Quiney (LI1.) confidence 
operator, somewhat known in Chicago, has 
left ’Frisco after a brief but successful 
career. He arrived the latter part of Feb- 
ruary: and put up at Baldwin’s Hotel. He 
was the personification of respectability, at- 
tired in clerical garb, announced himself as 
a son-in-law of O. H. Browning, formerly 
Senater and member of the Cabivet, brought 
letters of introduction from prominent men 
in the East, among others from Justice Feld, 
to leading men in this city. First his ac- 
qguaintances were Gen. W. H. L. Barnes, 
ex-Goy. * Perkins, John Rosenfeld, and 
other prominent men, after  whrich 
he experienced no difficulty in extend- 
ing his cirele of acquaintances when 
it became Known his object here was 
to promote the scheme of a railroad uere 


to connect with the Chicago, ‘Burlington g@ 


Quincey system. 

Skinner had a'good deal of telegraphing to 
do, and ingratiated himself with a young 
lady operator at the hotel, and managed to 
obtain from her several telegraph blanks 
used exclusively for transcribing messages 
received over the wires. 

FORGERIES. 

Skinner immediately began operations, his 
first attack being made on the Pacific Bank, 
presenting a sight draft tore$2,000 on the 
First National of Chicago, asking on the 
strength of it $1,000 from the bank. Ex- 
Mayor A. J. Bryant was induced to indorse 
Skinner’s check, but, becoming -sus- 
picious shortly after, learned at the 
telegraph office that no such dis- 
patch as Skinner claimed had _ been 
received from Chicago, and Skinner was 
mace to disgorge in small installments, bor- 
rowing money from others to settle up. The 
bogus dispatch was worked suecessfully on 
the agency of the Standard Oil Company, 
where he raised $350, but in due time the 
check came back from Chicago indorsed ** No 
assets.” The oil men hunted Skinner up 
and forced him to settle, 

Among the guests at Baldwin’s was the 
Madison Square company, knowu here as 
the Sunday-school theatrical company, and 
Skinner took a lively interestin the leading 
lady, foreing presents upon her, which are 
still unpaid for. : 

Frank .G. Newlands, a_ leading lawyer, is 
out $65, and several banks, although silent 
on the subject, are believed to have been vic- 
timized. 

SKIPS OUT. 

The latter part of last week Skinner left 
the Baldwin Hotei ostensibly for San José 
and Los Angeles to negotiate securities, but 
instead he went direct to Chicago, whither 
he wishes bis baggage sent to the Tremont 
House. Skinner played a similaf game in 
Denver last October, where he raised $7,500 
and disappeared. He was arrested Nov. 4 
and compromised matters. Skinner then 
threatened the Associated Press with a libel 
suit for exposing his transactions, but the 
complaint was never filed. 


if the man referred to in the above dispatch 
is not an impostor, he is a person once well 
known in this city. Orrin Skinner is a fa- 
niiliar name to the lawyers of this city, as he 
was at one time a resident and practitioner in 
the various courts in Chicago, He came to 
this city in 1875, and entered into a partner- 
ship Wath Obadiah Jackson in the law busi- 
ness, their office being at Noe 132 La Salle 
street. Shortly afterward he married a 
daughter of the late O. H. Browning, Seere- 
tary of the interior, and bukeoanentiytite. 
tired from the firm of Jackson & Skinner 
and became a member of the firm of Goudy, 
Chandler & Skiuner. In 1879 he becaine in- 
terested in mining speculations und concluded 
to drop the practice of law in order to devote 
his entire time to mining. Since then 
but little has been heard of him 
anong his former associates here, 
beyond an oceasional visit, and 
a brief paragraph in the papers soine months 
ago. Those whe know him best state that 
he was always inclined to extravagance and 
usually lived far in excess of his income. As 
as result, has -‘was almost continually at his 
wits’ end, and forced to resort to all sorts of 
plans te borrow money.

DEPARTURE OF HIS PARTY FOR FLORIDA. 

WasnineTon, D. C., April 5.—[Special.]— 
The President started on his Southern fish- 
ing trip this morning, dressed in his conven- 
tional black, with a bouquet at his button- 
hole. He was accompanied by Secretary 
Chandler, Mr. Miller of New York, and Pri- 
yate Secretary Phillips. There were boxes 
and bundies enough for something more 
than a fishing trip. One bag, travel-stained 
and weak in the lock, broke open, revealing 
books enough to while away the tedium 
of the Presidential angler. while wait- 
ing for bites. Certain square and round 
boxes .were said to contain improved 
fishing-tackle. Persons just returned 
from Florida smiled as they looked 
upon this Presidential fishing outfit, 
and said that the fish which are mostly 
caughtin Florida now are catfish, which 
sleeping negroes catch with a toad tied to a 
tow-string, and that there is greater need of 
mosquito-bars for comfort than for fishing- 
tackle. However, the Presidential party has 
gone for pleasure, and if it cannot be found 
in Floriaa it may be upon the high seas. The 
United States steamer Tallapoosa is cruising 
ja Florida waters, and will be within reach 
of the Secretary of the Navy. 

“We shall be gone,” said Secretary Chan- 
dier, “one week, two weeks, or three weeks, 
and we do not propose to have our pleasure 

’ marred by making an iron-bound schedule.” 
EN ROUTE. 

PererssurG, Va., April 5.—[Special.]— 
The President at the station at Washington 
certainly did not have the careworn appear- 
ance that fora month past has been made 
the pretext for a journey intoaless asthmatic 
climate.

He was a 
disciplinarian, and had ahigh apyreciation 
of the dignity due the rank of general 
officers. He was generally called in con- 
sultation in all cases of high officials who 
were ill, but of late years, on account 
vf his hgalth, has declined general practice.

15, 1840; was promoted Sur n, with the rank of 
Major, Aug. 29, 1856; Medical mx a with 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, Feb. 9, 1863; 
Medical Inspector-Generai, with the rank of 
Colonel, Aug. 10, 1863; and Surgeon-General, 
with the rank of Brigadieg-General, Aug. 24, 
1864. He was retired from #@tive service by the 
operation of the law June 30, 188%. He served 
with distinction in the Fiorida war against the 
Seminole Indians, in the war with Mexico, and 
in the wamwitb the States in the Hebeilion. 

For faithful, meritorious, and distinguished 
services in the late War the brevets ot Briga- 
dier-General and Major-General United States 
army were conferred upon bim. 

He was eminent, skillful, and successful in his 
profession as a surgeon and pbysician, and dis- 
‘tinguished for great udministrative ability as 
the bead of the medical department. He inau- 
gurated the medical history of the War; he 
founded the Medical Museum: and he brought 
the medicait department to the highest state 
of eftiiciency. During the trovubious’ times 
or the late War he earned the un- 
bounded . confidence of the Secretary of 
War, Mr. Stanton, and held it unsnaken 
to the last. At the time of the assassination 
of President Lincoin and theattempted assassi- 
nation of Secretary Seward, he attended at the 
deathbed of one and ministered with untiring 
energy and skil) to the successful restoration of 
the other. So during the long iliness of Presi- 
dent Garfield he was one of the distinguished 
surgeous of the land who, for days and nights, 
served with devoted Guty in the sick chamber 
of the dying President. During these long pro- 
tracted® bourses of anxiety and care his own 
heaith gave way, and from that moment to the 
time of bis death he was aniaovalid. His career 
was One of honor to himself and of great service 
to his country.

GOLD CERTIFICATES. 
CAUSES OF THE DISSATISFACTION. 

WasuineorTon, D. C., April 5.—[Special. ]|— 
Inquiry at the Treasury today shows that 
there is no dispoSition to reconsider the de- 
cision which was reached with regard to the 
issue of distinctive gold certificates at Chi- 
cago, although Treasury officers say that 
there is nothing to prevent the Chicago 
bankers from obtaining small gold certili- 
cates of the denominations of $20, $50, and 
$100 and multiples if they so desired. A 
Treasury official said to-day that the great 
trouble with the Chicago bankers was at the 
start; that they misjudge their own neces- 
sities, and instead of taking out $20 certifi- 
cates, as they readily could have done, they 
took out the large denominations, which 
Were not available as currency—the purpose 
for which they have recently been wanted. 
The ‘Treasury officials, however, have con- 
cealed part of the truth. The fact, is that the 
Chicago bankers took the large certificates 
because at the time they could get no others, 
and they were not able to get any on account 
of the extraordinary manner in which the 
Treasury chose at first to issue those certifi- 
cates. It was the vanity of the Sub-Treas- 
urer at New York, Mr. Acton, to 
place his sign manual upo n all 
the gold certificates. Although the 
United States considers that its bonds and 
all the legal-tender and National-bank notes 
and the@ilvyer certificates are amply protect- 
ed from counterfeiting by the ordinary 
processes of engraving without going back 
to the old system of country banks. Mr. 
Acton insisted upon having his view grati- 
fied, and Judge Folger permitted him to 
do so. 

THE SECRETARY’S OBSTINACY. 

The consequence was that Secretary Folger 
directed, in the first instance, that the certiti- 
cates should all beissued.from the New York 
Sub-Treasury, and should be signed by Acton 
himself. ‘The first series of certificates have 
engraved upon them a clause indicating that 
the certificates are not valid without the 
counter-sigpature of Sub-Treasurer Acton, 
and Acton, @ man approaching 60 years of 
age, commenced with*his own hand to sign 
what might be the ay ow | of the country. 
Treasury officials who h charge of all the 
Government currency ridiculed the idea, and 
informed Secretary Folger that the plan was 
impracticable. ‘The latter, however, was 
new to his office, distrusted all about him, 
and was unwilling to receive or act upon the 
advice of the experienced and capable subor- 
dinates. Among them was Mr. James Gilfil- 
lan, then Treasurer of the United States, who 
pointed out in detail how absurd the plan 
was, but Mr. Acton’s vanity had to be grati- 
fied, no matter to what inconvenience the 
people were put. Meanwhile the banks were 
clamoring for the certificates. 
urer Acton, after a few days of signing, dis- 
covered that the Treasury experience, based 
on years of practical work, was correct, that 
no man could make on an average over 1,500 
or 2,000 signatures a day, apd that it would 
not go far towards supplying the demand for 
$20 certificates. He accordingly commenced 
signing large certificates—$00, $1,000, $10,- 
000 denominations—and the footings of 
which, when reported to Secretary Folger, 
made avery considerable aggregate; but it 
was discovered after some weeks that the 
banks could not get any smal! certificates, 
which were the ones they mainly wanted, 
and the Treasury series was ordered to be 
issued. This series is prepared as ary other 
certificate of the Government is, and is com- 
plete when it leaves the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing abd Printing. The very fact that the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has issued two series 
—one the New York series and the other the 
Washington series—shows that the implica- 
tion of the argument ot the Treasury officials 
that the law authorizes but one issue is ab- 
surd, as the law has already been violated by 
two issues under any such construction. The 
basis of all the trouble as to the gold certifi- 
eates is, as stated, the refusal of the Treas- 
ury in the first instance to resort to the 
methods approved by experience for placing 
certificates in circulation. 
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LIFE-BOATS. 
. §EEKING TO EVADE THE LAW. 

Wasnincron, D. C., April 5.—[Special.]— 
The increase in the number of passengers 
traveling ou Western rivers, and a corre- 
sponding increase in the size of vessels, is 
likely to cause a demand for a modification 
of the rule governing the equipment of 
steamers with life-boats. This rule provides 
that in'addition to a good substantial boat 
each passenger steamer shall carry a life- 
boat for every sixty passengers, allowed, in- 
cluding the crew. A vessel at Pittsburg re- 
cently constructed, was required by this rule 
to carry five boats, and this took up so 
much room that the carrying capacity of 
the boat was diminished. A proposition 
was made to Supervising-Inspector Fehren- 
betch that only two should be .car-

rid, and a large metallic boat of the capacity 
of the other three be ordered. As Supervis- 
ing-Inspectors can exempt a vessel from 
carrying a metallic beat, it was suggested 
that Mr. Fenrenbetch could exempt this ex- 
tra large one and thus get around the rules, 
leaving but two life-boats to cumber the ves- 
sel. The ingenious plan was referred to the 
Supervising Inspector-General, but that_of- 
ficer could not give it Ws spproys. and the 
Pittsburg steamer will have'to carry the re- 
quired number oflife-boats until the rules 
are changéd to ¢orrespohd with those in 
foree on Eastern rivers the lakes, where 
the number ef boats is'estimated In’ propor- 
tion to the tonnage. ’ 


THE JEANNETTE. 

A FULL INVESTIGATION DECIDED UPON, 

Wasuineton. D. C., April 5.—[Special. ]— 
Dr. Collins, of Minneapolis, is at last to have 
his wish gratified, the Jeannette Board of 
Inquiry having decided to ask the witnesses 
the questions which he desires. It will now 
be in order for Mr. Collins to prove by these 
witnesses, if he can, that the officers of the 
Jeannette expedition were guilty of the 
brutality which he claims. 

STRANGE STORIFS TOLD BY SURVIVORS. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 4—[Globe- 
Democrat.|—There are some new things 
told by the Jeannette survivors which will 
not be beought out by the investigation, if it 
continues to be carried on with the same 
scrupulous avoidance of anything that might 
reflect upon a naval o‘licer which has so far 
characterized the inquiry. When Ninder- 
man was examined at the previous session 
he isyeported to have left dissatisfied, and 
said he wanted to talk but could not get the 
opportunity. Everything said by a dead 
man was ruled out, because the man was 
dead, and everything said by a living man 
was ruled out because the statement of the 
person himself would be the best evidence 
as to the matter. The men consider that 
the board in its recent report slighted 
them, and they are incensed that they re- 
ceived no commendation for theic search for 
two years for Chipp’s party and the labor of 
bringing the dead out offthe snow-covéred 
desert of the Lena Delta. They say that, 
furthermore, they expectea Mr. Bennett to 
do something for the wives and families of 
their comrades who lost their lives, and that 
nothing has been done for any except for 
Mrs, De Long. 

BENNETT’S PROMISES. 

It appears that the Captain called the 
hands on deek eg as they steamed out of 
St. Lawrence Bay and read a letter from 
James Gordon Bennett, in which he bound 
himself to provide for all those dependent 
upon any one of the party. should they not 
return. Lee left a wife, Dunbar a daughter, 
and other relatives dependent upon them 
solely, and the survivors declare they have 
not been remembered even with .a pittance, 
while Mrs. De Long was given the interest 
on $50,000. It is stated by the men that the 
Captain was self-willed and showed no con- 
sideration tor them, and that in addition to 
placing Collins under arrest he also degrad- 
ed Seaman Star, one of the ablest men of the 
party, for a trifling offense, and for two 
months he was put off duty and obliged to 
walk in the rear of the sledge party during 
the retreat. This was a deep humiliation for 
an able-bodied man, and is pronounced a 
foolish piece of business when every availa- 
ble force was needed in the extremity to

AN ALLEGED DESECRATION.

They are very 
indignant at the desecration of the 
grave, and Larson confessed that he 
and Jackson had done it when ac 
cused of the act. The tomb was made 
in the shape of a long pyramid of bowlders, 
within which astout wooden box was placed 
containing all the bodies of De Long’s party. 
Jackson and Larson tore down the boulders 
in one end and sawed open the box. 
rhey then pulled out the bodies of Capt. 
De Long, Mr. Collins, and Dr. Ambler, for 
Larson to make a sketch of them. They 
then put back the bedies in the rough coffin, 
but did not replace the stones of the tumu- 
lus. Some time afterward) the search party 
discovered that the tomb had been tampered 
with, and they repaired the damage, as far 
as possible, by restoring the stones. It 
seems that they did not dare publish the 
sketches after they had them, al- 
though Larson had all his work 
made up into a bundle at Yakutsk 
to dispatch to London, when Jackson 
forbade his sending the package, and told 
him he would send what was to go, remind- 
ing him that he (Larson) was under orders. 
The men think Mr. Jackson has these 
sketches yet, or else they were sent to the 
Herald. Although the unfortunate De Long 
and his companions had been dead several 
months at the time the sketches were made, 
they were frozen solid: and looked perfectly 
natural. Mr. Bartlett says he knew Mr. Col- 
lins the moment he saw him, as he had not 
changed in anyeeranes except being some- 
what emaciated. ‘They had been dead when 
found about five months. ‘The others were 
also recognized at once. Last fall, however, 
when they were taken from the tomb for their 
journey home he could not recognize one 
from the other by their looks. 


STAR ROUTES. 
SWEARING THEMSELVES THROUGH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 5.—[Speciali.]— 
The star-route defendants, having been un- 
able to get any one else to testify as to their 
character, are swearing to it themselves. Mr. 
Vaile, on the stand today, earnestly pro- 
tested his own innocence, and repeated the 
story that he was engaged simply in a phil- 
anthropic effort to save Miner and those con- 
nected with him. It is very evident that 
some one is swearing falsely. Even Dorsey, 
shrewd as he was, tripped more than once. 
After denying, for instance, that he kept any 
books, he forgot himself and charged Rer- 
deil with having stolen one, a blunder from 
which he did not succeed in escaping. 

THE PROCEEDINGS. 

Wasnineton, D. C., April 5.—Vaile’s 
cross-examination was renewed in the star- 
route trial. He testified that S. W. Dorsey 
advanced money On various routes. Witness 
had no knowledge ot the number of men and 
animals used on the Tongue River route, 
nor the aggregate expense of the equipment 
of the route. He kept the running expenses 
in his head, and had no books showing the 
receipts ana expenditures. Witness admitted 
having made affidavit upon the Vermilion, 
Sioux Fails route without having any posi- 
tive knowledge of the number of men and 
stock required. 

Bliss referred to the fact brought out in 
Rerdell’s cross-examination, that Rerdeli had 
borrowed money from Vaile. Witness said 
it was entirely a business transaction between 
Rerdell and himself. Rerdell had informed 
him that he contemplated going over to the 
Governinent before the witness loaned him 
the money. Witness asked Rerdell what he 
knew. At first he said he did not know 
anything, but atterwards he said: *1 aw 
full; 1 am full.” 

Witness asked him how he could go on the 
stand afyer making so many conflicting state- 
ments. He said the Government did not 
wanthim to go upon the stand; they only 
wanted him to give them pointers. 

John W. Dorsey was called and said his 
brother had endeavored to dissuade him 
from embarking in the star-route business. 
He denied having ever conspired with any 
one to defraud the Government. He had 
spoken to Brady but oncein his life. Wit- 
ness consulted a memorandum and promptly 
informed his counsel where he might fina a 
disputed point in the evidence. 

Mr. Ingersoll smilingly remarked that the 
witness seemed to know more about it than 
the ** whole outfit.” 

The court said he seemed to know what 
questions would be asked him. 

Witness remembered no conversation such 
as detailed by McLellan, in which he (wit- 
ness) had said that a route would be in- 
creased through his brother’s influence.

NOTES, 
THE NEW POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

Wasarneaton, D. C., April 5.—(Special.]— 
Judge Gresham, of Indiana, has not yet 
taken the oath as Postinaster-General, and 
his friends are urging him as a Presidential 
candidate. They say that he possessesall the 
qualifications necessary in a candidate; that 
he has a brilliant record asa soldier, is an 
able Judge, an accomplished orator, and 
sotind on the political questions of the day, 
and comes from a good locality. Indiana 
men insist that Judge Gresham could carry 
that State, which will be an important con- 
sideration in 1884. Gresham’s friends are not 
less confident that he will be successful 
as an administrative officer, and they 
say that there never will be any doubt from 
the hour he enters upon his office who is 
Postmaster-General. A Cabinet officer said 
today that one reason which controlled the 
selection of Gresham was that he was a good 
lawyer and that it was considered important 
to have a good lawyer in that office, as the 
other ieading officials of the department are 
not lawyers. 

JUDGE HOOVER BOUNCED. 

The President did not care to wait for 
further investigation, but appointed the suc- 
cessor to Joshua Hoover, in Arizona.

JANE VERMEE 


Her Second Trial for Murder—She 
Ciaime Her Brother Is the Gailty 
One. . 

West Benp, Wis., April 5.—The case of 
the State of Wisconsin against Jane Ver- 
meer, of Fond Du Lac County, for murder, is 
now on trial for the second time. The State 
is represented by F. F. Duffy, District Attor- 
ney, and S. J. Morse, of Waupun. Eli and 
C. E. Hooker, of Waupun, and S. S. Barney 
of West Bend, are attorneys for defendant. 
According to facts alleged in the indictment 
upon which the case was brought to trial, 
Mrs. Vermeer, who lived in the town ot 
Waupun, asked her two brothers, who were 
joint owners of forty acres of land, to deed 
it over to her, as they were bachelors, and 
did not peed property as much as she did, 
but they refused-to grant her request. Ac- 
cordingly, on Nov. 20, 1881, some days after 
making the above request, she walked over 
to her  mother’s—Mrs. - Lockhart’s— 
residence, about a half mile away, 
taking with her « pail of soup 
arriving there some fifteen minutes after the 
family had finished the nvoonday meal. 
Greeting her mother with an inquiry as to 
her health, the old lady responded that she 
felt very well indeed. The daughter said: 
** Mother, I’ve brought vou some soup,” and 
put it on the stove to warm. Shethen handed 
some to her mother and brother Marius, both 
of whom partook of: it, her other brother, 
Ibert, refusing. Half an hour later her 
mother was taken violently ill with cramps, 
and was put to bed in great agony, and very 
soon after her brother Marius was taken 
down with similar 7m Thereupon Mrs. 
Vermeer took her pail, rinsed it out, and de- 
parted for home, leaving her victims. 

Ibert sent for her very soon after, and 
according to allegations made before she 
started to go back she was seen by a boy 
named Miller. who was in there playing, to, 
take a small vial out of the cupboard which 
contained, as the boy said, a white sub- 
stance like flour. When she returned to ker 
mother’s house she found her mother dead 
and her brother dying. He told her 
it was the soup thas did it, 
but she denied it, claiming 
that all at home had partaken of it. She re- 
mained at the house until after her brother 
died, being perfectly cool and self-possessed 
and not manifesting a sign of sorrow over 
What would otherwise have been considered 
a terrible bereavement. An analysis of the 
contents of the stomachs of the deceased 
people was made by Dr. Bode, of Milwau- 
waukee, who foundin that of, the old lady 
seven grains of arsenic and in that of Marius 
four grains and a fraction. All circum- 
stances pointed strongly to Mrs. Vermeer’s 
guilt, the more 9B as some few years 
ago her husband and his sister had died 
very suddenly, it being intimated then that 
she had been instrumental in removing them. 
When she offered to attend the funeral of 
her later vietiins her countrymen refused to 
permit it, insisting that she be arrested. As 
stated, this is her second trial. Last fall she 
was brought to Waupun, and after a three 
days’ hearing the jury disagreed and were 
discharged. he prisoner is 46 years old, a 
native of Holland, and though she has been 
in this country some fifteen years she has 
lived so closely ‘among her people that 
she now requires an interpreter in court. 
She is of dark complexion, has coal-black 
eyes, is smart-lookmg, is perfectly cool, and 
makes a splendid witness. Though on the 
stand for three hours she did not show a 
particle of excitement. She stoutly insists 
she is innocent, and claims in her defense 
that the reason Ibert did not eat the soup, is 
that he is probably the party who put poison 
init. itis held by the defense that his mo- 
tives would be much the same, he ownmg 
jointly with the brother that was killed.

WISCONSIN. 
WILL FOND DU LAC PAY FOR HER ELEC- 
TRIC LIGHT? 

Fonp pu Lac, Wis., April 5,—[Special.]— 
A temporary injunction was served on the 
city officers this evening to restrain the city 
trom paying the Elgin Tubular Iron Tower 
Company for the erection of the electric-light 
towers. The bill for the towers is $5,861, 
and the city is restrained from paying the 
same until April 13, when the case will come 
up before Judge Gilson. ‘The petition for 
the injunction sets forth the ground of com- 
plaint, which is based on Art. XL 
of the amendments to the Uonstitu- 
tion ratified at the general election Nov. 
3, 1874, which prohibits any city or 
town to incur indebtedness for any purpose 
whatever beyond 5 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of the previous year. The assessed 
valuation of this city last year was $2,755,562, 
of which 5 per cent, or the constitutional 
limit, is $137,778, and the bonded indebted- 
ness of the city in June, 1882, when the con- 
tract for the towers was made, was $153,500, 
or $15,000 more than the Constituuvon allows, 
During 1882 the city issued $30,000 worth of 
time orders, payable out of the next tax- 
levy, and on April 1, 1883, not more thau 
$55,000 remained in the City Treasury with 
which to defray the expenses of the ensuing 
year.

BengaAmin W. RAyMonp, one of the old- 
est settlers in Chicago, who was elected 
Mayor of this city in 1839 and reélected two 
years later, died yesterday. Mr. Raymond 
was born in 1801 in Rome, N. Y., and came 
to Chicago in 1836. He was amember of the 
Board of Directors of the Galena Railroad, 
the first road built west from Chicago, and 
in 1864 organized the Elgin Watch Company 
‘and became its first President. Mr. Ray- 
mond was aman of high character, and did 
as much as any one to build up the city 
which he lived to see grow from a frontier 
trading-post to the dimensions of a metropo- 
lis, A full sketch of his life is given else- 
~where-in this issue. 


The suggestions made by Mayor Harrison 
in his late annual message to the Council 
relative to a magiiificent seale of public im- 
provements, taken in connection with his re- 
election, renders it highly important that the 
5 per cent limitation on municipal indebted- 
ness and the 2 per cent limitation on muniti- 
pal taxatioN be carefully guarded. The 
former is not in danger, because it is pro- 
tected by constitutional provisions, and it is 
not at all likely that the people will vote to 
place themselves at the mercy of the tax- 
eaters. But the limit on taxation is threat- 
ened by the measure pending in the Legisla- 
ture which proposes to make an exception in 
favor of the City-Hall now in course of erec- 
tion in Chicago, and to authorize a special 
tax over and above the established limit for 
the completion of the same. There are sev- 
eral excellent reasons why this bill should be 
defeated. > 

1, It is extremely hazardous not only for 
Chicago, but for,every city and village in the 
State, to set a precedent for making special! 
exceptions to the tax limit, and thus surren- 
dering gradually but surely the protection 
which the 2 per cent limit is designed to 
guarantee. One exception will surely lead to 
another, and the practice of thus evading the 
law is vicious in principle and perilous to the 
taxpayer. 

2. There is reason to believe that the bill 
in question applies only'to the construction 
of the Chicago City-liall. lu that case it is 
clearly in the nature ot special legislation, 
which is strictly prohibited by the Constitu- 
tion. The Supreme Court has always been 
vigilant in protecting this constitutional pro- 
vision, and has set aside every effort which 
has been made to evade it. If, then, the 
pending bill shall prove to apply to the Cihi- 
cago City-Hall and no other public building, 
it will not hold good. But its passage will 
afford taxpayers an opportunity for contest- 
ing the tax-levy of which the special City- 
Hall tax sball be a,part, and it will throw the 
entire system of collection, which is now 
efficient, into confusion, and delay the pay- 
ment of all taxes. Resistance on the part of 
taxpayers, sustained by the courts, will 
inflict more injury upon the city than the 
ultimate collection of the special tax will 
justify or offset, even it it shall be held to be 
lawful. : 

8. The rapid completion of the City-Hall 
would be desirable if it could be accomplished 
lawfully and properly. But the special tax 
is by no means necessary. There will be 
$200,000 available for expenditure on the 
building during the present year, including 
the unexpended balance from last year and 
the recent appropriation. There remains 
$50,000 from the money appropriated for the 
Bridgeport pumping-works (now completed) 
which may be added to the former sum. 
During the last two years $240,000 were ap- 
propriated for the pumping-works, and, as 
that job is out of the way, a similar sum can 
be added during the next two years to the 
regular appropriation for work on the City- 
Hall. By these various means at least $600,- 
000 can be raised out of the getieral’ taxes for 
City-Hall work without cramping other pub- 
lic interests any more than they are now. 
and that is equal to the sum which it is pro- 
posed to raise by special taxation during the 
next two years. 

4. The passage by the Legislature of the 
uniform saloon-license bill, requiring a mini- 
mum fee of $500, or even fixing the limit for 
beer-saloons at half that amount, will yield 
Chicago $1,000,000 more revenue per annum 
than it now has. That sum would enable 
the City Government to complete the City- 
Hall in one year instead of two. and at the 
same time give it nearly half a million more 
for enlarging the police force, cleaning the 
streets, and providing for other necessary im- 
provements. If the Legislature be not will- 
ing to give Chicago the means for collecting 
$1,000,000 additional revenue per annum 
without disturbing the tax-limit or violating 
the Constitution, certainly it ought not to 
be willing to establish the - dangerous prece- 
dent involved in the Speciai-Tax bill. 

In addition to these direct arguments 
against the City-Hali bill it is proper that the 
Legislature should take into account the 
fact that the measure is urged chiefly by the 
Harrison City Government and the: Staats- 
Zeitung interests. Witnout inquiring into 
the motives which brought these two inter- 
ésts into an alliance in the late city election 
the Republican members of the Legisiature 
willbe justified in holding themselves free 
from a pressure which is brought to bear by 
Democratic tax-vaters and their quasi-Repub- 
lican allies.

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THE BOARD OF TRADE AND THE RAIL- 
ROADS, 

Nearly three months ago a controversy 
arose between a member of the Board of 
Trade of this city and the freight officials of 
one of the Eastern trunk-lines of railroad. 
The gentleman referred to claimed redress 
for loss sustained on property which the 
company transported for him to the sea- 
board. He invoked the disciplinary aythor- 
ity of the Board of Trade. ‘The Directors of 
that organization recommended that the inat- 
ter be arbitrated. The railroad men under- 
stood this te mean a reference to the Arbi- 
tration Committee of the board, and declined 
the invitation. Then the representative of 
the railroad was “suspended” from the 
privileges of the exchange till the original 
difficulty should be settled. The offi- 
cials of the other Eastern lines made 
common cause with their rival, and 
withdrew their representatives from attend- 
ance on the daily sessions of the Board of 
Trade. They followed up this step by cut- 
ting off certain relations which had previous- 
ly existed for the facilitation of commercial 
business. The breach thus formed has not 
since been closed, though some attempts 
have been made in that direction. itis now 
as wide as ever, and both parties are appar- 
enily decided to let it remain so. | 

The freight agents of the Eastern lines 
used to go on ’Change daily to obtain busi- 
ness Yor their respective roads. It was re- 
_garded as a mutual convenience to them and 
to shippers, The railroads made daily re- 
turns of their receipts and shipments, and 
the figures, being aggregated and classi- 
fied by the Board of Trade, were pub- 
lished for the information of the com- 
mercial world. That was a matter of 
great interest to many thousands of 
people outside of the Chicago Board of 
Trade. The latter organization has a weigh- 
master, appointed under power conferred by 
the State, who in person, or by deputy, used 
to attend to the weighing of grain, etc., 
transferred here on track, and his certificate 
of quantity was accepted as authoritative by 
both the Western shipper and the Eastern 
buyer, who employed members of the board 
to sell for the one and buy for the other. 
That was certainly a very great convenience 
to all parties concerned, especially as tne 
railroad officials would not be responsible 
for quantity, and have made many glaring 
mistakes since they ordered the Board of 
Trade weighmaster to keep away from their 
scales. 

Asa result of agitation of the subject the 
railroad officials have at last consented to 
allow the handlers of produce in this city to 
inspect the weighing by deputy under cer- 
tain conditions, which some parties regard 
as very unsatisfactory. In reference to the 
second point no movement has yet been 
made, so far as we are aware, to fill the void; 
and so the scores of thousands of people who 
are pecuniartly interested in knowing how 
much grain, and seeds, and pork product are 
being moved eastward from this city are 
kept in blissful ignorance for months to- 
gether. It may even be said to be worse 
than ignorance, as recent attempts to fill 
the bill give results that are misleading. The 
absence of the agents from ’Change has 
proved to be a matter of little conse- 
quence, but that is the only point in 
which members of the Board of Trade 
would be the only sufferers if it were aca- 
lamity atall. In regard to one of the other 
particulars there is no prospect of redress. 
For the remaining one the unsatisfactory 
features of the substitute will tell directly 
upon innocent parties residing hundreds of 
miles from this city, and very slightly on 
members of the Board of Trade. 

We heither have nor desire to express an 
opinion with regard to the merits of the 
question originally involved, but we are only 
voicing the sentiment of the commercial 
public in saying that the quarrel has become 
a public nuisance which cries aloud for sup- 
pression. It matters not which 
was in the wrong tw begin with or who 
may be the individual or individuals respon- 
sible for the misunderstanding. The latter 
ought, however, to have sense enough to see 


committed which should be gectified as soon 
as possible. Itisno longer a question of 
dignity, pride, or jurisdiction, but one of 
public interest, and the commercial world 
demands that both sides should drop the 
belligerent attitude and proffer the hand of 
friendship. Thereis not one sensible man 
in a hundred who would do otherwise if the 
case were submitted to him as an authority 
than to give the once famous order, “ As you 
were,”’ and be quick about it. 

The railroad companies and the Board of 
Trade are great business agents for others, 
and, having no good reason to exist exept 
as they serve the community, a variance be- 
tween them, especially when it. descends to 
| acts of petty spite, resulting in public incon- 
venience, is not only disgraceful—it is com- 
mercially criminal. It is as bad as a pitched 
battle between two regiments belonging to 
the same army; and any one who is know- 
ingly responsible for its continuance, whether 
as a matter of pride or otherwise, merits the 
contempt of all good men, 


LICENSE IN THE LEGISLATURE. 

The recess from which the Legisiature of 
this State has just returned to Springfield 
has given it an opportunity for reflection 
and for communion with the public opinion 
of its constituencies that we hope will bear 
fruit in the speedy passage of the Aigh- 
License bill. - Since the election of -Mayor 
Harrison by the saloon interest there are 
more reasons then ever why the Legislature 
should take up this question and settle it for 
good and all. 

The reasons to be urged for such action are 
broad and narrow, general and special. 

Tuesday’s result shows how little in the 
way of self-reformation can be expecigd from 
the voters of this city. Disagreeable as such 
a confession is, itis not to be blinked that 
the municipal control of Chicago is now in 
the hands of the bummers and sandbaggers 
and their Catiline. The most important city 
of the West must look, as the metropolis of 
the East has had to do, to the State Capital for 
reinforcements from the country constitu- 
encies with which to get the upper hand of 
the swarms of the slums. 

The misgovernment.of Chicago is not a 
concern local to itself. if so important a 
member of Illinois suffer the whole body 
will suffer. It is to Chicago that the people 
of the State look for a market for the most 
of what they have to sell, and it is here they 
make the largest part of their purchases. It 
is their resort for pleasure and business. If 
life is not safe here it is they ~who are 
threatened as much as we with sandbagging. 
If vice stalks about our streets with im- 
punity it is the youth of the country whom it 
marks for its especial prey. Good order and 
clean government in this city will be re- 
fiected in the administration of the lesser mu- 
nicipalities throughout the State. 

The population of the United States is hiv- 
ing into cities at such a rate that the propor- 
tiop of city people out of ‘the entire popula- 
tion has risen from 3 per cént in 1799 to 25 
per ceutin 1883. By a single enactment tne 
Legislature can provide for all the cities of 
litinois a regulation of the liquor traffic 


which will more than any other measure di- 
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minish the dangers which the overgrowth of 
cities threatens the country with. 


The regulation of the liquor business by 


license cannot be called an experiment. It 
has been tried in Nebraska, to say nothing 
of other communities, and with the best re- 
sults. Senator Manderson, of that State, de- 
clares the results to be most satisfactory. In 
Omaha the low groggeries have been totally 
abolished. While the number of places 
where liquor is sold have been very much 
reduced, the character of those that remain 


has greatly improved. In Nebraska the lIi-. 


cense is $1,000 in a large town and $500 in a 
small place. A man who puts up this 
amount of surety money does not wish to 
forfeit it for the pleasure of selling whisky 
to minors or to intoxicated men. 

The public urgency is so grievous, the 
happiness of so many homes, the safety of so 
many young souls, beckon us with such im- 
pressiveness to this reform that to dwell on 
the dollars and cents that will be saved to 
taxpayers and traders by better government, 
and the party advantage that will be gained 
by getting this issue out of the way, if it be 
put well out of the way, is like an appeal to 
low motives. ; 

The Democratic Legislature of Missouri 
has passed and the Governor has signed a law 
for a higher.license than that proposed in 
this State. The Republican Legislature of 
Itlinois cannot afford to do less than pass the 
Harper bill, which has already been ordered 
to its second reading in the House. 
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THE LIQUOR QUESTION IN OHIO. é 

After much travail the Ohio Legislature 
has agreed to submit a double-headed prop- 
osition to the people of that State for a con- 
stitutuonal amendment on the liquor ques- 
tion. The first proposition authorizes the 
Legislature to regulate the traffic in liquor 
so as to provide against evils resulting there- 
from; the second proposition prvuhibits the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicating liq- 
uors, and requires the Legislature to pass 


- laws for the enforcement of the provision. 


These two propositions are to be submitted 
at the same time, and the people are to be 
given the alternative of voting for either. If 
either proposition be approved by a majority 
of the electors voting at the general election 
next October it is to become a part of the 
Constitution. 

There seems to. be an impression in the 
Ohio Legislature that this double-header is 
an exceedingly ingenious way to reach a set- 
tlement of the liquor question. This may well 
be doubted. Itis much more probable that 
neither of the two propositions will secure a 
majority of all the votes cast at the election, 
for large numbers of voters will refuse to 
vote for either of them, and the aivision of 
those who shall vote on the question be- 
tween the two propositions will prevent 
either from receiving the requisit majority 
of all the votes cast. 

The Prohibitionists of the State will vote 
for the prohibition amendment, but there is 
no reason to think that they contro] a major- 
ity of the votes. Intelligent and conservative 
citizens will be inelined to vote for the prop- 
osition authorizing the Legislature to regu- 
late the liquor traffic as a sensible substitute 
for the present obsolete provision of the Ohio 
Constitution which prohibits the licensing of 
saloous. If provision were made for submit- 
ting that amendment alone. it would probably 
be carried, for it would then receive a large 
share of the prohibition vote. Most of those 
personally in favor of teetotalism would 
rather have the liquor traffic regulated and 
restrained by a prover license-system than to 
give it free rein; but so long as the teetotal- 
ers shall have the privilege of voting in 
favor of prohibition their fanaticism will 
lead them to do so. All the voters who 
ean be reached by the widespread liquor 
interests in the State will not vote for 
either proposition; because the distillers, 
brewers, and saloonkeepers much prefer 
that the present system shall be retained, 
since it imposes no tax and no restraint upon 
them. If the full vote in the State be 659,000, 
it is not improbable that the prohibition 
amendment will receive from 75,000 to 100,- 
000 and the regulation amendment perhaps 
200,000 or 300,000. The other voters will re- 
fuse to express any preference between the 
two propositions, and thus both will fail to 
receive a majority of all the votes cast for 
candidates, and ‘the State will be no nearer 
the solution of the liquor question than it is 
now. The regulaticn and license amendment 
should have been submitted separately and 
alone; in that shape it would probably carry, 
for it would receive the bulk of the prohibi- 
tion vote in addition to the conservative vote, 


and the liquer interests would not make so 


much of an effort to keep people from voting 
on the question as they will make now when 
they are threatened with prohibition. 


PETER COOPER. 

The life. of Peter Cooper was unique. 
Other men have founded educational and 
charitable institutions. Other men have de- 
voted their lives to humble ministrations 
tothe wants of their fellow-creatures, Other 
men have become the faithful almon- 
ers of the charitable gifts of the million. 
But the cases are exceedingly rare of men 
peculiarly adapted to the achievement of vast 
fortunes deliberately sacrificing the natural 
greed of wealth to a beneficent idea, This 
is exactly what Mr. Cooper did. Instead of 
turning his eyes inward to regard self, he 
looked abroad and regarded the wants of 
humanity. In hliis boyhood days he devel- 
oped a self-sacrificing, unselfish disposition. 
Ilis sense of duty \was.stronger than the fas- 
cinations of the pljay-ground; these he put 
away that he might contribute to the comforts 
of the home that sheltered him. Later the 
pittance gained by hard labor and designed 
to be used as a stake in the struggle of life 
was cheerfully sacrificed to succor his father 
in the hour of commercial disaster. What 
splendid foundation stones these. for the 
structure of commercial probity, public 
honor, and private virtue destined to be 
raised slowly but surely, step by step, in 
three quarters of a century! 

Deprived of the advantages of an early 
education, and feeling with especial keen- 
ness the want of scientific knowledge, to the 
reception of which his inventive mind was 
peculiarly adapted, Mr. Cooper resolved to 
confer that free boon upon thousands. The 
key to his nuble character is found in his 
speech at Cooper Institute at the annual 
meeting of the Trustees in 1864: 


Fecling as | always have my own want of 
education, and more especially my want of 
scientific knowledge as applicable to the various 
callings in which i had been engaged, it was this 
want of my own thatlI felt sokeenly that led 
me to feel a deep sympathy for those whom I 
knew would be subject to the same wants and 
inconvenience that I bad encountered—it was 
this feeling which ied me to provide aninstitution 
where a course of instruction wouid be opes and 
free to ail who felt a want of scientific knowl- 
edge as applicabie to any of the useful purposes 
of life. Having started in life with naked bands 
and an honest purpose, I persevered through 
long years of trial and etfort to obtain means to 
erect this building, whieh is now entirely devot- 
ed, with all its rents and revenue of every name 
and nature, to the advancement of science and 
art. Believing as 1 do that science is a rule or law 
of God, by which the movements of the material 
creation are rendered intelligible to man; that 
science itself is nothing more nor less than a 
knowledge of this rule or law actuaily demon- 
strated by the experience of mankind: believ- 
ing this, | have given#he labors of a long life to 
the udvaucémeut and diffusion of scientific 
knowledge, feeling assured tat when Christian- 
ity itself is feitin all its purity, power, and force, 
woen jt is relieved of all its creeds and systems 
of human device it will then be found to bea 
shir pie system—a #c:enuece or rule of hie to guide 
and regulate the acauons of mankind. 


Liow frankly the wan of wealth and higti 
social station confesses his humble origin 
and the ignorance and poverty of his youth! 
With what modesty the humanitarian refers 


to his deep sympathy for the privations of 
the poor! With what simplicity and clear- 
ness the philosopher states|his views of the 
relations of science to God on the one hand 
and to Christianity on the otner! With what 
ingenuousness the philanthropist telis the 
whole story of his life! 

‘The character and cNreer of Peter Cooper 
are unigue.. Not.inany.men; have, spryagied 
to win fortune from y 
the meridiail Gt life with the single purvose 
of devoting it to the grandest of all ends, the 
education of the poor. Not many men can 
| resist the corroding influence of wealth; the 
very act of its acquisition tends strongly to de- 
velop the miserly propensity, and if this be 
repressed the temptation to enjoy personally 
that which has cost such a struggle to ac- 
cumulate is almost irresistible. But Mr. 
Cooper found early the true theory of un- 
selfishness. He formed a high ideal, and 
struggled not to obtain wealth for itself, but 
to obtain it that through it he might do 
good, 

His monument — Cooper Institute — is.a 
grander feature of New York than the pyra- 
midis of old Egypt; the latter represents 
the tears, and groans, and dying age@nies of 
thousands of slaves; the former is the home 
of that never-ceasing struggle to penetrate 
and unravel the secrets of Nature which 
tends to bring man nearer to God. In its 
halls science and art are united. In its ecurri- 
culum the useful and the beautiful go hand 
in hand, and its portals are open to the poor- 
est of the poor. Already this monument of 
the great philanthropist bears marks of age. 
For years it ‘has echoed the footsteps of its 
founder as he mingled in the throng of his 
beneficiaries. ‘Thousands of young men and 
women have emerged from its halls equipped 
for the battle of life. Today their hearts are 
filled with grief for the death of their bene- 
factor. 

Of what man dead can it be said, He never 
exerted other than a beneficent influence? 
Such would, indeed, be an ideal character. 
Peter Cooper comes very near to this ideal. 
So far as the world knows his life was 
stainless, his heart pure, his ambition fault- 
less. His memory will not fadq for the in- 
stitution of learning he founded will keep it 
fresh forever.

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PROSPECTS AND PRINCIPLES. 

While the politicians are saying in their 
souls that the tariff question has been settled 
it is forcing its way into discussion in the 
councils of béth parties and in all sections of 
the country. Every reader of the newspa- 
per is acquainted with the tremulous debate 
about it now gotng on within the Democratic 
body, which must long for the secrecy of an 
executive session. The Republican party 
has on its side already begun the considera- 
tion of the matter, with this remarkable 
feature: The poiitieians almost unanimously 
exhibit a desire to shirk the subject, while 
the best representatives of its press and vot- 
ers avow their belief that it is an irrepressi- 
ble conflict. 

Ata recent conference of the editors and 
leaders of the Indiana Republicans to talk 
over the situation, Senator Harrison, who 
was the zealous defender in the last Congress 
of the highly protected glass manufacturer 
De Pauw, is reported to have been very em- 
phatic in his remarks upon the absolute 
necessity that the Republicans stand squarely 
and unflinchingly by the principle of protec- 
tion to American industry. This, he = 
was “a fundamental principle of the party.” 
The Chicago Evening Journal in like man- 
ner has lately defended the political expedi- 
ency and the industrial rectitude ofa “ high 
protective tariff.”’ 

Senator Harrison and the Chicago Evening 
Journal thus propose to put the Republican 
party ona platform from which it shall ap- 
peal to the people for the control of the Gov- 
ernment, with the avowal that it will use the 
taxing power as the special partner of 
favored manufacturing corporations. We 
do not propose that the party shall be led 
into any such cul-de-sac without most vigor- 
ous protest, and a full explanation to its citi- 
®ens of the exact significance of this false 
step, which is not authorized by any of its 
previous utterances in National conventions, 
and is, we believe, as inconsistent with the 
conscience of its members as with their in- 
terests. 

Let us examine this fetish of a “high pro- 
tective tariff’ which the Journal and Sena- 
tor Harrison intend shall be the youdoo 
charm of our next campaign. 

First—The purpose of it is toshield some of 
our manufacturers—not all of them, nor any 
of our laborers—from foreign competition. 
This was trankly avowed the other day by 
the New York Tribune, which admitted that 
what the American manufacturer wanted of 
a protective tariff was to be saved from com- 
petition from abroad. This competition is 
shut off by the exclusion of foreign goods 
from our markets, or, to put it better, by 
forbidding Americans under a heavy penalty 
from buying abroad. To that extent this 
policy forbids them to sell abroad. | 

Second—Having prevented them from sell- 
ing and buying abroad, as they would do if 
left to themselves, the high protective tariff 
forces the American to buy at an artificial 
price of the favored Pennsylvania or Rhode 
| Island manufacturer. it makes him pay 10, 
20, or perhaps 100 per cent more than he 
would in the open market. 

Third—Although the high protective tariff 
is a revenue law it is designed to restrict and 
in many cases to prevent revenue, Although 
enacted under the constiutional power of 
Congress to regulate commerce, it is de- 
signed to stifle commeree in detail and to 
lessen it in the aggregate. It is legislated 
into law to “ promote-the general welfare ” 
by making the American buy dear manufact- 
ures instead of cheap manufactures. The 
English manufacturer offers the American 
farmer certain articles which he must have 
for 100 bushels of wheat. ‘The Pennsylvanian 
wants 200 bushels for the same amount of 
vlow steel, and the high protective tariff 
says the farmer must trade with the Penn- 
sylvanian and not with the other man. 

Fourth—A tax, according to the Constitu- 
tion, can be levied only for “ general” and 
“common ” purposes, but the high protective 
tariff imposes fiundreds of taxes fpr special 
and private. purposes. Each of these is a 
violation, distinct and outrageous, of the 
spirit and letter of the Constitution. To 
make this good, the protective tariff attempts 
to make the swindle universal. The final 
folly of the protective tariff is its attempt to 
even up these wrongs by protecting every- 
body. To make good the injury done to one 
class by being thus taxed for the benefit of 
another, somebody else is found to be taxed 
for them. Thisis the political economy in 
which wealth is created by trading off one 
debt for another; in which truth is manu- 
factured by swapping lies. 

If these are the principies to be foisted on 
the Republican party by the Journal and 
Senator Llarrison, we confess we do not 
think much of its prospects. It will take a 
distinct enunciation of such Communistic 
and spoliatory doctrines by a National Re- 
publican Convention to convince us that the 
party has any such principles. The high 
protective tariff enslaves labor. The Repub 
liean voter is accustomed to be summoned to 
the polls to enfrar&hise labor. The Repub- 
lican party is the creator of the grand con- 
ception of one country, one destiny, one

Tue high-license movement has reached 
Boston, though in a somewhat moderate shape 
as compared with the movement in some other 
cities. A few days ago a large delegation of in- 
fluential citizens waited upon the Police Com- 
missioners and made an argument in favor of 
doubling the license fees, which are now $125. 
It was urged that it would increase the revetue 
of the city, woyld make licensed dealers more 
careful not to violate the conditions of their 
licenses, and would force the low and disrepu- 
table keepers out of the business. The Journal 
of that city intimates that same defective style 
of collecting licenses exista there that exists 
bere. Itsays: “Low as the prevailigg rates 
are, they are evaded by bundreds of dealers. A 
comparison of United States licenses with those 
granted by the Police Commissioners indicates 
that there are today in Boston nearly or_quite 
baif as many unlicensed places as li er 
The proportion is larger than in Chicago, how- 
ever. There are probably between six and seven 
hundred places here which escape payment of 
the city license, not counting houses of gambling 
and prostitution and other vile resorts where 
liquor is soid and no pretense of taking out a 
license is ever made, ‘

The scheme is to have New York present a 
solid front for Samuel etandall for Speaker, 
and Pennsylvaniais to be made a unit for 
Tilden at the National Convention, Mr.

BARNUM MINUS 89,000, 
THE ELEPHANT PILOT REFUSES TO BE PI- 
LOTED. 

New York, April 5.—{Special.]—The 
elephant “ Pilot,” belouging to Barnum’s 
show, was killed this morning. At the close 
of the circus Wednesday night the trainers, 
Artingstail and Newman, tried to subdue 
the huge beast, who, by his attack on Keeper 
Newinan.in the morning had shown itself 
unruly and dangerous, They’ placed 
“Gypsy ’”’ and the elephant clown “ Fritz ”’ 
on either side of * Pilot,”’ and then endeav- 
ored to get a noose made with a two-inch 
rope around his hind feet. They struggled 
two hours and a half before they sneceeded., 
By the use of pulley and tackle they finally 
vot the elephant down on his side. ‘They 
flogged him till halt-past 4 o’clock with hoop- 
poles. He knocked down a brick chimney 
in his struggles, and strack with his trunk 
at any one who came near him. 
Mr. Bailey sent word that he would rather 
have “Pilot”: killed than the lifeof any 
keeper or trainer in the show esdunaered. 
Ati o’clock Mr. Artingstall fired two shots 
from a navy revolver about two feet long 
into Pilot’s body just below the shoulder. 
These disabled the animal. ‘The keeper then 
walked up to the elephant and shot bim 
under the left eye. ‘The bullet entered the 
beast’s brain. He trumpeted to the other 
elephants once and expired im five minutes. 
The animal weighed 10,000 pounds, and was 
worth about $9,000. Two days azo 85,000 
was offered for him bya showman. The body 
was cul up tonight by Prof. Seotard and a 
number of studeuts of the veterinary college.

THE CONFIDENCE GAME. 
SOME WORTHY BRETHREN IMPOSED ON. 
New York, April 5.—[Spevial.|~—The 
members of the New York East Confer 
ence, now holding its sessions in East Sev- 
enty-sixth street, were astounded today by 
the announcement from the  vlatform- 
that confidence-men had attempted to 
practice their wiles on. one of their 
number. The contidence-men accosted sey- 
eral of the ministers in the street as old ac- 
quaintances, and succeeded finally in obtain- 
ing the name ot a Long Island pastor.

He had nothing with him but a 
check for $75, The sympathy of the clergyman 
was so general thet the brother-in-law was 
induced to ask him to eash the check or to 
advance him such money as convenient and 
retain the check as security. Ln the liberali- 
ty of his heart the minister readily assented 
to the proposal, pleased to render as- 
sistance to a friend in need. On 
second thought he asked the brother-in-law 
to accompany him to the church, where he 
was satisfied he could assist him in procur- 
ing the whole amount of the check, which 
Was a larger sum than the minister was 
in the habit of carrying with him. 
But before the chureh was reached 
the applicant formed an exeuse to 
step around a corner and the pastor waited 
in the rain for himto make his appearance. 
Further inquiry resulted in the discovery 
that the Presiding Elder in question had no 
brother answering to: the descriptioN given, 
and the unsuspecting minister then became 
aware of his narrow escape.

MORE EVIDENCE OF ROTTENNESS. 

Charlies H. Russell, Receiver of the Knick- 
erbocker Life-Insurance Company, has made 
a startling discovery in connection with the 
real-estate assets of that suspended cor - 
tien, The. last sworn statenient of the 
officers was made Jan. 1, 1882, in whielr 
they set forth the cost value of unincumbered 
real estate owned by company to be 
$2,598,563.34. A small portion of this real 
estate is in New Jersey, but the bulk 
of it is in Brooklyn, and comprises 
sixty-eight brown-stone houses, nineteen 
frame houses, and 152 vacant 
lots. Upon this property the Receiver has 
discovered that the arrears were not charged 
as liabilities in the company’s annual state- 
inents: nor was aby provisions made for the 
payinent of taxes, ith unpaid taxes, over- 
valuation of assets, and other evidences of 
concealed rottenness in different branches of 
the business, the Receiver has found the com- 
pany to be in avery much worse condition 
than he supposed when he took charge of its 
alfairs.

PUGILISTS MADE USEFUL. 


‘Ready for Emergencies itn New York 
Up-Town Kesorts When Order Must 
Be Maintained. 

[New York Sun.|—Delmonico, when he 
started his up-town restaurant in September, 
1876, was, it is now generally understood, 
the first proprietor of a place of that class to 
make especial selection of a man réady at 
any minute to be his peace ofticer. The man 
employed by him was James Cusick, the 
trainer of Heenan, Mace,Coburn, Goss, and 
other celebrated pugilists. He must not be 
contounded with “Cusick, the Man-Eater,”’ 
who is of another family and an entirely 
different person. He is a slender man of 
medium hight, with quiet voice and reserved 


manner. Few persons would at sightimagine 
him to be more than 46 or 48 years of age, 
but he is nearly 60. Age, however, makes 
no difference to him, when his physical 
prowess is in demand, Not long ago, itis 
sakd, the unpleasant duty devolved upon him 
of whipping three stout young fellows, who, 
when somewhat inebriated, undertook to 
force their way into the café, He did it with- 
out ruffling his cutfs or his temper. 

“The rule here,” he said, “is that an 
ounce of prevention is better than several 
pounds of cure. Care is taken never to ad- 
mit a person who is intoxicated. Sometimes 
gentlemen may drink enough inside to make 
them somewhat lively, but a quieting whis- 
pered word of advice is all that is needed to 
repress them. You see the customers here 
are gentlemen who cannot afford to risk 
their social standing by the disgrace of a 
row, and they never become sufiiciently full 
to forget that. Strangers and casuals who 
come to the door with a load on it is my duty 
to. prevent entering. ‘That is why you 
will always find me here near the door at 
hight. Asa general thing, a quiet word or 
two answers, often serves to call their atten- 
tion to their condition when they have not 
previously been aware of it, and they go 
away. Really, however, the principai part 
of my duty here is to Keep out ropers-in, 
buuko-steerers, and confidence-men. I have 
been all over the country, been mixed upa 
good deal in sporting affairs where such 
characters were to be seen, and know pretty 
muchall of them by sight, so when they 
try tu come in here to play their games I just 
meet thern at the door and tell them it won’t 
do, and they Know it won’t, so they go away 
quietly. Thereisno bouncing or knocking 
out required.” 

In the Hoffman House barroom a neat. 
dapper little man, with a prominent nose 
and keen eyes, has been pointed out by nen 
about town to their friends as Billy Ed- 
wards, the light-weight champion. He is 
no longer a prize-lighter, buta peace officer. 
* Please don’t refer to me as a bouncer,” he 
said, smiling, “I am an anti-bouncer. My 
duty is to keep other people from bouncing. 
This is a very largely frequented place, 
where necessarily everybody of decent ex- 
terior is supposed to have the right to 
enter, and with all the care that can be 
exerted men will sometimes show that 
they have more liquor stowed. away 
in their holds than they can\ sail 
with in safety to themselves or with comfort 
to the surrounding community. The impera- 
tive rule is that no drink shall be giventoa 
an who shows intoxication: but liquor af- 
fects people sumetimes with strange sudden- 
ness. A man may look as sober as a deacon, 
and three minutes later be fighting drunk. 
‘Then of course the barkeeper shuts down on 
him, and the chancesare that he swears to 
have another drink or die. I believe most 
nen Want to fight when they get drunk. 
Well, when a man issues that sort of a proc- 
laination ltry to discourage him. I talk to 
him kindly, respectfully, but firmly, of 
course, and get him to leave. Every possi- 
ble effort is made to prevent an encounter, 
A fight here would be a, very serious 
thing. Not only might the throwing of a 
sinzle glass do thousands of dollars’ worth 
of—yes, I might almost say irreparabie— 
damage to some of the many costly pictures 
about the walis, but it would shock, digust, 
and drive away gentlemen. I have never 
had but one fight here in all the time I have

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THE DUDE. 


What Me Is, and the Object of Mis Ex- 
istence. 

[New Rork Evening Post.|—When a for- 

eign term is suddenly naturalized we may 
be sure that there is something in the atmos- 
phere of the place of adoption which makes 
it convenient and useful. Dude is said to be 
originally a London music-hall term, but it 
has been transplanted here, and its constant 
use shows that it is for some reason well 
fiited to take a permanent place in the vo- 
cabulary of fashion. 
* Many of our readers may not know whata 
dude is, and some of them, perhaps, do not 
even suspect his existence. The allusions to 
him in the press areof that sort whicn seem 
to imply contempt—as in the case of a story, 
bearing evident marks of reportorial inven- 
tion, of a dude pursued up Fifth avenue by a 
cat—and yet are, at the same time, obscure. 
We shall, therefore, to guard against all mis- 
conception and suspicion of unfairness, de- 
scribe what we understand a dude to be. 

A dude, then, is a young man, not over 25, 
who may be seen on Fifth avenue between 
the hours of 3 and 6, and may be recognized 
by the following distinguishing marks and 
signs: He is dressed in clothes which are 
net ealculated to attract much attention, be- 
cause they are fashionable without being os- 
tentatious. It is, in fact, only to the close 
observer that the completeness and care of 
the costume of the dude reveals itself. His 
trousers are very tight; his shirt collar, 
which must be clerical in cut, encircles his 
neck so as to suggest that a sudden motion of 


the head in any direction’ will 
cause - pain; he wears a tall black 
hat, pointed shoes, and a cane 


(nota “slick’’) which should, we believe, 
properly bave a silver handie, is carried by 
him under his right arm, projecting forward 
at an acute angle, somewhat in the manner 
that a sword is carried by a General at a re- 
view, but with a civilian mildness that never 
suggests a wilitary origin for the custom. 
When the dude takes off his hat, or when he 
is seen in the evening at the theatre, it ap- 
pears that he parts his hair in the middle and 
“bangs it. There is believed to be a differ- 
ence of opinion among dudes as to whether 
they ought to wear white gaiters. For rea- 
sons. we shall presently give, the better 
opinion is that it is wiser and safer not to do 
80. \ 

The dude must not be confounded with the 
Anglomaniac, fomthough a dude may be an 
Auglomaniac, an Anglomapiae is not neces- 
sarilyadude. It must be admitted, how- 
ever, that there is in any adolescent Angiec- 
maniac the germ of a dude. 

A dude cannot be recognized by his con- 
versation, for he has none; and in society, 
as at present organized, his negative mark is 
not distinguishing, because the number of 
people of any kind who have any is admitted 
to be small and steadily decreasing. 

The dude is evidently the social successor 
of the swell, the fop, and the dandy, but the 
type is a very different one, and it is in this 
fact that the social interest in him mainly 
centres. The fashionable types which preg- 
ceded him—the fops and dandies of ofir 
fathers’ and grandfathers’ time, and the 
swells of our own—were evolved in an “en- 
vironment’? which does not any longer 
exist. They devoted themselves to fashion, 
but it wasin a different spirit from that 
shown by the dude. They regarded exag- 
geration and extravagance as a legitimate 
fashionable aim; they brought buoyant ani- 
mal spirits to the task. Any one who 
looks at: a picture of a fop or dandy of 
fifty years ago, will see that overdoing the 
fashions was his ambition. If clothes were 
important, the more display they made, the 
brighter the colors, the more numerous the 
jewels, the more picturesque the whole, the 
better. Their suecessor, the swell, at any 
rate down to ashort period since, inherited 
these traditions, though he did not improve 
upon them. He siruegled against his fate, 
Peetop trousers helped him fora time, and 
so did the fashion of wearing clothes of 
many colors, and that of swinging a huge 
biudgeon in walking, while they lasted. But 
his tale, too, is toldjand he has been sue- 


all this. 

The dude’a object is not to exaggerate 
fashions, but to make them jess and less no- 
ticeabie. Tle acts as if his desire was not to 
attract attention to himself by -_ of the pe- 
eculinrities we have described. lis grave, 
tight costume, hjs clerical collar, and his 
general demeanor produce almost the in- 
pression of a protest against fashionable 
folly. He never laughs aloud, or looks gay, 
as his predecessors used to do. A-~ high- 
spirited, hilarious dude would be a contra- 
diction in terms. The old race of fops, 
dandies. and swells enjoyed life, though per- 
haps in a misdirected way. ‘There is no evi- 
dence that the dude enjoys life at all.

DEATHS. — 


Some Statistics of the Last United 
States Census, 

[New York Sun.]—According to the last 
census 756,893 persons died in the United 
States during 1880. The death-rate for the 
whole Union was therefore 15.1 to the thou- 
sand. That is a low rate, and yet it was 
much higher than that givenin 1870, which 
.was only 12.8 per 1,000, while the death-rate 
according to the census of 1860 was 12.5, 

But the apparent increase in 1880 was due 
entirely to more complete returns of deaths, 
and even the figures of that year cannot be 
regarded as accurage. Except in a,compar- 
atively sinail number of communities vital 
statistics are not thered in the United 
States after a scientific system. The actual 
mortality of the Union is probably some- 
where between 18 and 19 per thousand, in- 
stead of a little over 15. But that is a low 
rate as compared with European, countries, 
the death-rate for the whole of England hav- 
ing been 20.5 per thoffsand in 1880, and for 
Scotiand 213 in 187s, 

Of the 750,508 deaths reeorded in the census 
returns, 640,191 were of whites, out of a total 
white popuiation of 43,402,970, and 116,702 of 
negroes, out of a total colored population of 
6,752,815. The apparent death-rate, there- 
fore, Was 14.74 among the whites and 17.28 
umong the negroes. A greater relative mor- 
tality among colored infauts in the Southern 
States largely explains the higher negro 
death-rate, whuch must be accepted as proved, 
we suppose, since, deficient as the mortality 
statistics anong the whites’ may be, there is 
good reason for regarding the returns of ne- 
gro mortality as still more incomplete. 

Of the deaths reported 391,960 were of 
wales and 364,983 of females, the total living 
population having been 25,515,820 males and 
24,636,963 females. For every 1,000 deaths of 
feimaies theré were 1,074 of males. 

‘The proportion of males dying in infancy 
was also greater than that of females. Of 
the 390,044 males who died 165,880 were under 
5 rent ot age, while of the 363,874 females 
who died 138,926 were under 5 years; that is, 
the proportion of dtaths under 5 years of age 
to all deaths recorded was 419.51 per 1,000 
among a while among females it was 
only 381.85. Nearly haif the male mortality 
was among vefy young childrer. 

‘The causes of death were reported in only 
733,840 cases, and the following table gives 
the numper of deaths from each of the ten 
principal causes:

Consumption was, as always, the great 
scourge, and it carried off a considerably 
Jarger proportion of females than of males, 
the deaths from that cause being 40,619 males 
to 50,982 females. It is very instructive to 
observe that the mortality from consump- 
tion in the North Atlantic and Lake regions 
was highest in the small towns and agricul- 
tural districts, while on the Gulf Coast it 
was greatestin the City of New Orleans, 
with its wretched sewerage and drainage 
system. 

Enteric or typhoid fever is also more es- 
pecially a disease of the country rather 
than the city. ‘he better drainage which 
ordinarily prevails in the large towns makes 
them less liable to that fever than 
smaller communities and scattered settle- 
ments, where necessary precautions against 
the pollution of the water supply are not 
generally taken, and accumulations of filth 
in vaults and cesspools are common. Ma- 
laria fevers likewise were more prevalent and 
more fatal proportionately in the smaller 
communities than in the great cities. The 
saine was the case with re ays aed 

The great city, especially since the increase 
of sanitary knowledge, has many advan- 
tages over the country with respect to 
health ithasa ergwded population, itis 
true, but its comparatively confined air may 
be less injurious to the inhabitants than that 
which sweeps over an open country, where 
it may waft poison from swamps and 
marshes, and where a scientific system of 
sewerage and drainage is hardly practicable.

The Court held, after discussing the 
law points involved, that the testimony of 
the prosecution had been unsupported, and 
that it was therefore “impeached, and to a 
great extent rendered uuworthy of belief.” 
This was the end of the case. 


SLAUGHTERING ANIMALS. 


How It Can Be Done Mercifually. 

[London News.]—A paragraph in one or two 
newspapers recently announced that Mr. 8t. 
George Lane-Fox, the well-known electrical 
engineer, had devised an electrical app .ratus 
for slaughtering animals. This has apparently 
given rise to some misconception. Ithas been 
generally supposed to apply to the slaughter ing 
of animais for food. This, unfortunately, is 
not the fact. The appliance referred to is in- 
tended only for the killing of horses, dogs, cats, 
and other animals not inteaded for food supply. 
The same elecirical discharge which would 
kill ahorse will, of course, kill a cow, but 
there is the difficulty that was experienced when 
some ten or fifteen years ago Dr. Richardson 
experimented with the great induction coil at 
the Polytechnic upon the lives of sheep and 
other animais before a large party of veterinary 
surgeons and others interested in the subject. 
This formidavie coil, it may be remembered, was 
Said to be cupabie of giving a shock twenty-nine 
orthirty inches long, and though a bullock 
was nevesg subjected to its power it was believed 
to be capabie of killingone. Sheep, under fa- 
vorabie circumstances, it did kill easily, Dur the 
carcasses were’of no use for food. The biood, it 
was found, could not be extracted: and for the 
same reason animais killed by a ligntning flash, 
even though not charred or otherwise struct- 
urally injured, canoot be used for food, but 
ordinarily bave to be buried. 

The invention, then, of Mr. Lane-Fox has no 
applicalion whatever to the work of butchers. 
It affords, however, a completely satisfactory 
raethod of according the b&ppy dispatch to all 
worn-out or injured horses, ownerless dugs and 
cais, Or any other aniMals that it may be re- 
quired to kill without auy peterence to the con- 
dition of the dead body. The simpiest way of 
impressing upon ali persons of humane disposi- 
tion the vaiue of sucb an invention would no 
doubt be to draw aside the curtain behind which 
these wreicbed creatures are done to death. 
There are plenty of people whose sensibilities 
are far too delicate to porate of their putting 
their own animals to geath or of seeing for 
themseives that the buWinessis properly per- 
formed, but not too delicate to permit of their 
handing them over @ any one who will under- 
take to get ria of them, even though tne deputy 
may have neither knowledge nor skill @nd may 
rather enjoy a littie ingenious and protracted 
torture. That dogs and cats are often brutally 
iil-used in careless or clumsy attewpts to de- 
stroy them, most persons probably have witbin 
their own knowledge facts sufficient to prove, 
and it would be a very easy matter to depict 
scenes of daily occurrence in ** kpackers’”’ yards 
which could not fail to harrow the feelings of 
the most callous. The public generally, how- 
ever, Know even less about the circumstances 
under which used-up horses are slauehtered 
than they do of the killing of sheep and cattle. 
Thousands of miserable creatures are every 
year in London led away to their death at the 
bands of men and youths whose ordinery vo- 
cauion inevitably readers them more or less in- 
capable of pity and who do their work under 
no sort of a surveillance. The animais are 
Killed in private yards, and though as aruie 
perbaps the operation is performed as swiftiy 
and painlesiy as it may be, yet itisafact which 
very little inquiry will be sufficient to estabiish 
that sickening cruelties are often wantonly per- 
petrated, and the most bid s results of bung- 
ling and incompetency bring to a close the lives 
of many a useful servant of the public. 

it cannot be too clearly empbasized that 
science has put into our hands a cheap and 
simple method of sweeping away ali such ghastly 
and revolting possibilities, and that ali that goes 
on in this way henceforth is due to public upathby 
and indifference, and not to any necessity. By 
the method devised by Mr. Lane-Fox, a worn- 
out horse to be killed would first have the top 
of ite bead and its feet ana its legs wetted with 
salt water. It would then be led into a stall anda 
made to stand upon an irom piate connected 
with the negative puie of a condenser of a ca- 
pacity of about 100 microfarads. All that would 
now have to be done would be to touch the an- 
imai’s bead with  aidie es pole, and it wouid 


falidead. There w@hid be scarcely a possibility 
of failure or mistake, and scientific men seem ail! 
agreed that the ejectric discharge which causes 
death is incapable of inflicting any sensacion. 
The reason of its O¢casioning no pain bas been 
explained—with what correctness we do not 
pretend to pronounce—by the alleged paralyza- 
tion of the nerves before they have time to con- 
vey any sensation to the brain. Pbysioloyists 
profess to have demonstrated that a nervous 
vibration cannot be communicated to the brain 
in less than a tenth of a second, and that another 
tenth of asecond must elapse before a sensa- 
tion can result from the vibration thus com- 
municated. One fifth of a second must there- 
fore necessarily intervene between the actual 
infliction of an injury and the experience of 
pain from it. But the flash from such an ap- 
piratus as has been described would paralyze 
every tragment of a nerve in man or beast in 
something like a hundred-thousandth part of a 
second. Such a death, we are told, must nec- 
essarily be painless, because the whole mechan- 
ism by which alone pain could be produced 
would be virtually destroyed long before it 
could operate. However this may be, the dif- 
ference between this swift and certain death 
and the horrible practice of the knacker’s yard 
is sufliciently apparent to incline every humane 
person to ferventiy wish that this scientific 
mode of slaughtering may be adopted. The idea, 
of course, is not new; indeed, as we have sbown, 
the thing was practically doue years agro, but 
electrical matters bave moved rapidly of late. 
The application of the condenser to this busi- 
ness renders the process more certain and man- 
ageable than it was a few years ago. Weare in- 
formed tnat for £500 su an electrical ap- 
paratus as is here alluded to may be fitted up 
in any stable or outhouse, that it wil! kill as 
rapidly as animals can be placed in position and 
taken away again, and that the cost uf main- 
tenance is trifling. Why should not we imme- 
diately have some central establishment fitted 
up for the painless dispatch of the worn-out, 
—— ured, and the useless of our brute dcpend- 
en .

Equally Positive Testimony that the 
Brenton Letter Does and Does 
Not Resemble MacLean’s 
Handwriting. 


Derrrort, Mich., April 5.—[Special.]—The 
eighth day of the MacLean-Scripps trial for 
alleged libel brought’ the case perceptibly 
hearer a@ verdict, although about as much 
tine was spent by the attorneys in wrangling 
as usual, and a good deal of ill-nature was 
shown on both sides. 

EXPERT TESTIMONY AGAINST MACLEAN. 

Aines, the New York expert, resumed tne 
Stand when court convened in the morning. 
and cross-examination was continued. The 
Witness imitated MacLean’s handwriting 
quite skilifwdly on a blackboard, whereupon 
the followmg colloquy occurred between him 
and Mr. Kirchner of plaintiff’s counsel: 

Q.—Didn’t you write that letter yourself ? 

A.—I don’t know why you ask me this. 

Q.—Y ou have demonstrated your capacity 
to imitate the writing, and now I ask you if 
you didn’t write it ? 

A. (indignantly)—No, sir. 

Col. Atkinson—I can tell you who wrote 
it if you want to know, Mr. Kirchner.” 

Mr. Kirchner—I would like to go on the 
Stand and swear tomy opinion as to who 
wrote it. 

tedirect: At the time I first examined the 
photographs of these letters in New Y ork, 
and exvressod the opinion that they were the 
same, I did not know who the parties wete 
nor how they were to be affected by my 
opinion. Though I could imitate one name 
or several names, or make a bank-note, which 
is simply a work of art, to successfully imi- 
tate two pages of handwriting of a strongly 
personal character would be impossible. The 
letters would have to be redrawn and shaded 
if drawn by ag@ artist. 1 have carefully ex- 
amined both the ink and paper of the Brenton 
and the Wardle letters, and I believe them to 
be the same. 

Recross: I judge the paper to be the same 
from the fact that they are the same fibre, as 
shown through microscopical examination. 
‘The inks I think are the same from the fact 
that they have the same color, same flow, and 
that both area species of copying ink, as 
shown by the fact that wherever the finger 
touched or two parts of the letter have come 
together there has been a partial tracing left. 

CONFIRMATION, 

Frederick J.Stevens, book keeper and former 
teacher of penmanship: Frederick Woolfen- 
den, Assistant-Postmaster of the Detroit of- 
fice: John S. Schmittdiel, Paying Teller 
of the Wayne County  Savings-Bank;

Redirect: My opinion is that this [the 
Brenton letter] is not Dr. Maclean’s band- 
writing. My reasons therefor are that 
Dr. MacLean’s writing is a serawling, flow- 
ing, running hand, and thisis not. [ do not: 
think Dr. MacLean can write as well as 
this. Itis very blind—some of it you can't 
make out at all. There is one word, 
“evening,” in the Brenton letter which it 1s 
hard for me to make out. It is also too 
upright for Dr. MacLean’s, and it does not 
agree with certain characteristics of the 
Doctor’s writing. 

Recross—Cannot tel whether the second 
page ot the Brenton letter is any more up and 
down than the Babcock letter. Can’t see any 
difference. This letter [to Mrs. Wardle! is 
written pretty well for MacLean |[laughter}, 
ste it is not as good writing as the Brenton 

etter. 

George McDonald, a canadian lawyer: Dr.

‘LATE RAILROAD NEWS. 


A Much-Needed Bridge to Be Built 
Across Arkansas Hiver in Indian Ter- 
ritory—Hapid Tractklaying. 

St. Louis, Mo, April 5.—John E. Thomas. 
Chief Engineer of the Central Division of 
the Atlantic & Pacific Railroad, was in the 
city today consulting with General-Man- 
ager Rogers regarding the construction of a 
bridge acruss the Arkansas River at Tulsa, 
Indian Territory, and the establishment of 
stock-yards four miles beyond. A. tem- 
porary bridge 1,500 feet long will be erected, 
to be completed May 15, but an iron bridge 
will be built for permanent use. This bridge 
will shorten the Texas cattle-drive about 200 
miles, as heretofore stock had to be driven 
up to the Kansas border befvure it could 
reach a railroad; and it will also give the 
stockmen of the Indian Territory west of 
the Arkansas River shipping facilities never 
before possessed. The St. Louis & San 
Francisco Koad expect to bring at least 1,500 
car-loads of stock to St. Louis from Tulsa 
the coming season, and by the coniple- 
tion of the road to that point wiil 
be able to transport freight to the 
Osage, Pawnee, and Sac and Fox Indian 
Agencies, and to Okmulgee aud other pvints 
in the Creek Nation. t is expected the 
road will ‘be extended to Fort Reno, 150 
miles west of Tulsa, thissummer. Informa- 
tion direct from division headquarters: of the 
Atlantic & Pacific Road at Williams, . Ari., - 
is to the effect that the track is now laid 
seven miles west of Kingman and only thir- 
ty-eight miles east of Colorado River, where 
connection will be made with the Southern 
Pacific. Tracklaying is progressing at the 
rate of {wo miles per day, and will reach 
Colorado River by the 1st of May.

They show him to have been 
strangely oblivious to her sufferings when 
ill; to have neglected herto an unaccounta- 
ble degree in those small attentions on 
which so much of a woman’s happi- 
ness depends, and to have exacted 
from her an amount of attention and 
forbearance toward himself which only the 
most careful and clear insight alike into his 
pleasant nature and peculiar temperament 
and her early training and delicate organiza- 
tion can reconcile with Carlyle’s former rep- 
utation for greatness of mind and soul. It is 
an extremely painful—we may say a truly 
tragic—story that discloses itself in these 
volumes. Weare aware of nothing like it 
in all literary history. it fortunately has, 
along with the dark side, a side that is 
bright. Carlyle, it is clearly enough shown, 
did love his wife, was never wanting in ten- 
derest regard for her, and when the truth of 
his own blindness came home to him in her 
death his remorse was unspeakably great 
and past all consolation. If there ever was a 
genuine tragedy in the private life of any 
man and woman in this world there was one 


in the life of the Carlyles. 
For years Mrs. Carlyle’s existence was one 


long showing ot fortitude and womanly de- 


votion, and here is what she wrote of her ex- 
perience ty an intimate friend more than 
forty years ago, so early had the judgment 
been tormed: 

Let no woman who values peace of soul ever 
dream of marrying an autgor! That is to say, 
if he is an honest one, who makes a conscience 
of doing the thing he pretendstodv. But this I 
observe to you in confidence: shouid I state 
such a sentiment openly I might happen to get 
myself torn to pieces by the host of my bus- 
bard's lady admirers, who already, I suspect, 
think me too happy in not knowing my happi- 
ness. You cannot fancy what way he is making 
witb the fair intellects bere! There is Harriet 
Murtineau presents him with her ear-trumpet 
with a pretty, Diusting air of coquetry, wbich 
would almost convince fhe out of belief in her 
identity.

What could such a young 
lady bave got tosay about “Sartor,” can you 
imagine? tio short, my deur friend, the-singular 
author of “Sartor” appears to me at this mo- 
nent to be ina perilous position, inasmuch as 
(with the innocence of a sucking dove to out- 
ward appearance) he is leading bonorable wom- 
en, not a few, entirely off their feet. And who 
can say that be wili keep his own? 

But the jealousy here indicated is small 
matter compared with a greater feeling which 
Carlyle caused by his frequent visits to Lord 
and Lady Ashburton. ' 

Some notes from Mrs. Carlyle’s diary of 
1855 show to what extent her feelings in the 
matter had then gone: » 

I was cut short in my introduction last night 
by Mr. C.’s return from Bath House. That eter- 
nai Bath House. I wonder bow many thousand 
miles Mr. C. has walked between there and here, 
putting {t all together: setting up always an- 
other milestone and another betwixt himself 
and me. Oh, good gracious! when I first noticed 
that heavy yellow bouse without knowing or 
caring to know who it belonged to, how far I 
was from dreaming that through years and years 
I should carry every stone's Weight of it in my 
beart. Aboust feelings already. 

Mended Mr. C.’s dressing-gown. “Much move- 
ment under the free sky is needful for me to 
keep my beart from tbrobbing up into my head 
and muddening it. They must be comfortabie 
people wbo bave leisure to think about going to 
Heaven! My most constant and pressing anxi- 
ety is to keep out of Bediam! that’s ail. 

ear, dear! What a sick day tbis has been 
with me. O my mother! nobodv sees when I 
am suffering now; and I have learned to suffer 
“all to myself.”” From * oaly childiess”’ to that 
is a far and a rough road to travel. 
O little did my mother think, 
The day she cragied me, 
The lands I was to travel in, 
‘The death | was to dee. 

Itis not always, however, that unjust treat- 
ment, harshness, and disdain in her husband 
drives a woman jusqu’au desordre, but it drives 
her to something, and something not to his ad- 
Vantage any more than to hers. 


This is most painful, and what is strangest 
about it is that Mr. Carlyle selected from this 
diary for publication seme of the extracts 
that give the pain. Mr. Froude has added 
othe:s in order to explain the origin of the 
wife’s discomfort. .** There ought to be no 
mystery about Carlyle,” he says, “ and there 
is no occasion for mystery.” He continues: 

The acquaintance which was 80 agreeable to 
himself was less pleasant to Mrs. Curlyle. She 
was intensely praud. of her iiusband and wisbed 
to be the first with him. She had married him 
against the advice of ber friends, tobe the com- 
panion of a person Whom she, and she alone, at 
that time believed to be destined for sumething 
extraordinary. Sbe had worked for him likea 
Servant; sbe had borne poverty and suf- 
fering. Wnoen he was absorbed in 
work she saw but littie of him. 
The work was a suflicient explanation as 
long as others were no better off than she was. 
but when she found that he had leisure for 
Bath’ House, though none for her, she became 
jealous and irritable. She was berseif of course 
invited there: but the wives of men of genius, 
like the wives of Bishops. do not take the social 
rank of their busbands. Women understand 
how to make one ano.iwer uncumiortale in Lt- 
tie ways invisible to others, and Mrs. Cariyle 
soon perceived that she was admitted into those 
‘higo regions for her busband’s sake ana not for 
berown. She bad a fiery temper and a strong 
Scoteh republican spirit, and she would have 
preferred to sev Carlyle reigning alone in his 
own Kingdom. Her apger was wrong in itseif, 
and exuggerated in the form which it assumed. 
But Oertyle, too, was to blame. He ought to 
bave managed his friendships better. 

Carlyle’s notes to his wife’s letters indicate 
with painful repetition the intensity of his 
remorse. Here is one of them, but they 
appear in all parts of the volumes. He often 
refers to himself as ‘fool! fool!” 

Ihave elsewhere alluded to all that, and to 
my little Jennie’s conduct of it; heroic, lovely, 
pathetic. mourotuily beautiful, as in the light 
of eternity, that little scene of time now looks 
to me. From birth upward she had lived in 
opuience, and now, for my sake, bad become 

»or—s0 nobly poor. Truly, her Be little 

rag (in this letter) was well founded. No such 
house for beautiful thrift, quiet, spontaneous, 
nay, as it were, unconscivous— minimum of 
money reconciled to buman comfort and human 
dignity—have l anywhere looked upon where I 
have been. 

Of Mrs. Carlyle’s trials in housekeeping a 
few notes will sufficiently. disclose the ex- 
tent and endlesness: 

Carlyle returned trom his travels [this from 
Mrs. Carlyle to a relative] very bilious, and con- 
tinues very bilious up to this hour. The amount 
of bile that he does bring home to me in these 
cases is something “awiuliy grand!” Even 
through that deteriorating medium he could 
not but be struck witha “certain admiration ”’ 
at the immensity of needlework 1 had ac- 
complished in bis absence in the shape of chair- 
covers, sufa-covers, window-curtains, etc., and 
ail the other manifest improvementa into 
which 1 had put my whole genius and industry, 
and so little money as was hardly to be cou- 
ceived. For three days.his satisfaction over the 
rebabilitated bouse lasted; ou the fourth the 
young lady oext door took a *tit- of 
practicing on her accursed  piano-forte, 
which he had quite. forgotten seemingiy, 
ang he started up disenchanted in bis 
new library and informed Heaven and earth ina 
peremptory manoer that “there he could neither 
think wor live,’ that the carpenter must be 
brought back and “steps taken to make bim a 
quiet place somewhere—perhaps best of all on 
the roof of the house.” Then followed inter- 
minable consultation with the bead carpenter, 
yieiding, for some days, only plans (wild ones) 
and estimates. Up went ali the carpets which 
my own hands had nailed down, in rushed the 


whitewashers, ete., whose noise, and dirt. 
dawdiing had so lately driven me to despair. 
Down went a partition in one room, up went a 
chimney in another. Helen, instead of exerti 

herself to save the torrent of confusion, seem 

to be struck (no wonder) with temporary idiot- 
cy.ana my husband bimseif, at the sight of the 
uproar he had raised, was all but wringing his 
haucs and tearing his hair, lixe the German 
wizard servant, who has learned magic enough 
to make the broomstick carry water for bim, 
but bad not the couater-speil to stop it.

There is a curious light thrown on Carlyle’s 
general indifference, as want of attention in 
small things, in certain references to birth- 
day presents. She writes to a friend in 1842: 

Only think of my husband, too, baving given 
me a little present! he who never attends to 
such nonsenses as Dirthdays, and who dislikes 
nothing in the world so much as going intoa 
shop to buy anything, even bis own trousers 
and coats: so to the consternation ot Cock- 
ney tailors, I am obliged to about them, 
Well, he actually risked himself in a jeweier’s 
sbop and bought me a very nice smel 20 - 
tle! I cannot tell you how wae his tittle gift 
made me, as well as giad; it was the tirst thing 
of the kind he ever gave to me in his life. In 
prone matters he is always kind and considerate; 

ut these little attentions, which we women at- 
tach 80 much importance be was never in 
the habit of rendering toany®ne; bis upbring- 
ing, and the severe turn of mind he bas from 
nature, bad alike indisposed him towards them. 
And now the desire to replace to me the irre- 
placeabie makes him as good in little things as 
he used tobe in great. 

Mr. Froude adds in a foot-note that Carlyle 
never forgot her birthday afterward. Keg- 
ularly, as July came round, he finds traces 
of some remembrance—some special letter 
with some inelosed present. And to these 
remembrances we have many pl t allu- 
sions in Mrs. Carlyle’s letters, showing, 
above all things, that it was the thoughtful- 
ness on his part rather than the present 
she valued. Late in life Mrs. Carlyle became 
alarmingly ill. She suffered torments from 
the malady, and some of her letters to Car- 
lyle at that time show not only the affection 
with which sbe clung to him, but also, as 
Mr. Froude says, “ Carlyle’s anxiety, at 
last awake, h convinced her that his 
strange humors had not risen from real in- 
difference.”” Two years before she died he 
playfully remarked to her, when some ad- 
mirer of his works had thim a present: 
“1 think itis the only bit’ of real good my 
ce.eblity ever brought you!” No doubt he 
had a serious thought in that jest. That he 
in some way realized the great wrong he had 
done to this noble woman would at any rate 
be most comforting to know, and there is 
some evidence—though it is slight—that it 
was dawning on him in those last days.

Banking circles experienced another sur- 
se yesterday when the Sub-Treasury de- 
clined to interehange gold certificates, It 
will be remembered that in a recent letter to 
the Chies go Clearing-llouse Acting Secreta- 
ry of the ‘Yreasury French made the state- 
ment that “if” the bankers here desired an 
interchange of small certificates for large 
ynes, and would so inform him, an arrange- 
ett would be made for their accommeda- 
tion. The impression seems to have become 
current that the signification of what might 
be done on ageneral request meant an actual 
arrangement for interchange. When, there- 
fores the National Bayk of America present- 
ed a humber of ten-thousand-dollar gold cer- 
tificates at the Sub-‘Treasury and was refused 
emailer certificates in exchange, the fact was 
extensively published among bankers, who 
concluded that another discrimination had 
been mnade against this city, and manifested 
no little inclination to boil over.

Mr. 1. G. Lombard, Cashier of thetbank in 
question, was interrogated as to the facts.

“The Merchants’ National were about to 
do so when I met Mr. Blair accidentally and 
informed him of my adventure a few mo- 
ments previously. He subsided. Beyond 
that am not aware of any other bankers 
making the experiment.”’ 

AT THE SUB-TREASURY. 

At the Sub-Treasury it was learned that in- 
terchange of every description is forbidden. 
‘The Sub-Treasury is not even authorized to 
change an ordinary bill by way of accommo- 
dation. The reason for this is given in the 
fact that all money received over the counter 
must be accounted for piece by piece, sg that 
by the end of the day the history of afl the 
taken in, its denomination, value, when, money 
how, and where issued, is stated in the clas- 
sification. Itis to avoid the delay that inter- 
change would occasasion, if permitted, that 
the rule by-the United States Treasurer is 
imperative. This rule applies to gold cer- 
tificates the same as other money, and by law 
certificates canconly be given for gold, and 


redeemable gold for redeemable cer-. 
tificates. This ruling was made by 
ex-Treasurer Gilfillan Feb. 17, the pith of 


which is that permission to pay out gold cer- 
tificates, received for public dues, to be used 
in the current obligatégns of the Sub-Treas- 
ury is revoked: that stich certificates will be 
reissued for gold coin only. 

SECRETARY FRENCH’S LETTER. 

Reverting to the recent letters of Acting- 
Secretary French published in these columns, 
it is observed that he only promised to in- 
terchange gold certificates on condition that 
the Clearing-House of Chicago made request 
of himto do so. The Clearing-House did 
not take the trouble to formulate such re- 
quest. The average banker believes that 
no interchange can be had until 
a line of red tape extends from the 
Clearmg-Honse to the ‘Treasury of 
the United States and its shade of red has 
been verilied by the ** Army Commission for 
the investigation of the Causes, Effects, and 
Remedies of Color Blindness.” 

It was learned yesterday that there are no 
small gold certificates in the Sub-Treasury 
here for redemption. The Sub-Treasurer did 
not say to Mr. mbard that there were no 
sinall certificates here, but that those lere 
had been received over the counter in the 
natural course of business in the payment of 
Treasury dues. In order to interchange 


xold certificates here it will be necessary not | 


only to get the permission of the Treasury 
Department, but for that department to fur- 
hish certiticates of the denominations asked 
for in the prospective interchange. 

THE BANKERS WERE TOO GREEDY. 

Some further interesting local information 
was gleaned yesterday on this vexed ques- 
tion of gold certificates. When the bankers 
of Chicago made up their minds to experi- 
ment im that direction, it is sdid, Assistant 
_ Sub-Treasurer Bradley visited each National 

k in person and asked as to the extent 
and denomination of the certificates re- 
quired. His inquiry developed the fact that 
no denominations were then wanted of Jess 
than $5, or greater than $10,000. He 

the amounts each bank required, and 

was surprised to find that the aggregate was 
$15,000,000, - He informed the bankers 

this amount of certificates seemed excessive, 

as it required one-fifth of all the cer- 

issued by the Government. 

They then concluded that 000,000 

h of certificates might do, but on 
co tion the Sub-Treasurer sent for 
only $3,000,000 worth. It now transpires that 
out of this latter suin about $2,000,000 worth 
were paid out for gold deposited, an amount 
one-seventh as large as the bankers first 
thought they could use. No one can assign 
& reason for the excessive demand and small 
exchange. Itcannet be referred to the de 
fault of the Sub-‘l'reasurer in the redemp- 
hon of geld depusited with him, since that 
default did not exist uwiftil the limit of the 
issuance of gold certificates had been 
Teached. Itis therefore said to be the nat- 
tral magnifying power of the banker eye of 
everything new, just as the child’s craving 
for sweetineats is larger than its hbdominal 
Capacity.

‘One more point; let me show on the con- 
trary how popular the present system of sil- 
ver certificates is. Let it be noted first that 
these two metals, silver and gold, are as 
equal in cireulation as they are neighborly in 
the earth and production. They were born 
together, grow together, and must continue 
to exist fogetner in all tuture monetary af- 
fairs. The last report shows that there were 
just as many silver certificates issued as ot 
gold up to Apri! 2, with a differenee of only 
$31,470. But, whilé gold certificates are be- 
ing redeemed at an enormous rate, owing to 
the wretched system silver certificates are 
being redeemed at the rate of $2,000,000 per 
month, and thatsum is probably redeposit- 
ed. That the country is satistied with silver 
certificates, and not with gold, is evident by 
the vast redempuon of gold as against the 
searcely perceptible redemption of silver.

“That table shows clearly that silver cer- 
tificates are being issued twice as fast and 
redeemed three times as slow as gold certifi- 
cates; that while itis popular to deposit the 
silver under a respectable certificate system 
now nine fears old, people are taking back 
their gold rather than send clear to New 
York and redeem it at extra expense and 
delay.” _ 

CHICAGO HISTORY. 

An tuteresting Letter from Gen, Cram, 
the First Engineer Officer on Duty in 
This City. 

Gen. T. J. Cram has written the following, 
in response to inquiries made by A. J. Hub- 
bard, Esq.: 

“Previous to the Black Hawk Indian war 
of 1882, Fort Dearborn was a military post of 
very considerable importance, memorable 
for its destruction and massacre of its garri- 
son by the Indians in 1812 (it was rebuilt in 
1816); also memorable as a base of opera- 
tions in the Black Hawk war, and for the 
devastation by cholera in the same year; also 
for the Indian treaty held there in 1853 with 
six to eight thousand Pottowattomie Indians. 
Soon after the close of that war, especially 
after the treaty, the fort.ceased to bé of much 
importance in military affairs. LB ut the place 
Chicago (signifying * wild onion,’ and pro- 
nounced She-caw-go by the Indians) imme- 
diately sprung into a commercial town 
ot® astonishingly - growing importance; 
but no garrison of Fort Jearborn 
was kept there after, I think, the year 1837. 
I can recall that Lieut. L. F. Jennison, Fifth 
Infantry, was there on commissary duty in 
1829-30, and afterward as Captain ot the same 
regiment, from 1838 to 1857, and 1 believe he 
hee the last in command of troops at the 

ort. 


OLD-TIMERS. 

“T. can also recall that Lieuts. I. M. Ber- 
rien, A. J. Center, of the infantry, and R. P. 
T. Allen, and, if 1 mistake not, Lieut. Edwin 
Rose, of the artillery, were on duty there in 
1832 to 1886. I do not think. howevér, they 
were directly connected with the duties of 
the troops at Fort Dearborn: their duties 
were in connection with surveys of the har- 
bor, and Allen, | think, started the harbor 
improvements under the first appropriation 
for the. work, the duties of these ofiicers 
being topographical engineering services—- 
under the control of the Chief Topographical 
Engineer, Col, L L. Abert, at Washington. 
But neither of them belonged to the To- 
pographical or to the Military Engineer 
Corps. 

“In those times-it was customary to detail 
officers from the artillery and infantry to per- 
form topographical duties of surveys and 
construction, until 1838, when the corps of 

opographical Engineers was greatly in- 
creased. 

AFTER THE. TROOPS HAD LEFT. 

“From April, 1839, to June, 1843, as Cap- 
tain of Topographical Engineers [| was 
(being in charge of all improvements on 
Lake Michigan, ete.) more or less on duty in 
Chicago. ‘There were no troops then in Fort 
Dearborn. Our engimeer office was in one 
of the fort buildings, and my local assistant, 
Jesse H. Leavenworth, a resigned army 
Lieutenant, had temporary charge of the old 
fort, and his fauiily lived in it. Lam of the 
opinion I was the first engineer officer on 
duty at ‘Shecawzo,’ and that was in connec- 
tion with the harbor, and for contemplated 
plans and estimates for the enlargements 
thereof to meet the future wants of com- 
merce at that place. 
~* When | made ~ report in 1839 there 
were less than 5,000 inhabitants, and all craft 
of whatsoever kind, steamboats and sail- 
boats, coming to or departing from Chicago 
amounted to twenty-six in number, includ- 
ing the smallest sailboat. The first steain 
craft, the Sneldon Thompson, that was ever 
seen in Chicago was in 1852, and she was full 
of troops, with cholera to a frightful degree 
among them. 

“Capt. John McClelland, Corps of Topo- 
graphicai Eugineers, succeeded me in charge 
of the harbor in 18483,and Chicago was his 
station until 1846. Afterward came Lieut. 1. 
D. Webster, Corps of Topographical -En- 

ineers, and then came Lieut.-Col. J. D. Gra- 

ain, of the same corps, whose station was 
there until April, 1864. 

**In April, 1868, both corps of engineers, 
topographical and military, were consoli- 
an act of Congress into one corps, 
which is the presenti corps of engineers. 

THE RECORD OF TWENTY YEARS.

FORSYTHE’S LAND. 


Continuation of the Suit Which Is to 
Decide How Much Shall Be 
Paid for Its Sale.

The case of Doolittle & McKey agoinst

ISAAC N. HARDIN. |

JAMES BR. DOOLITTLE JR. 

James R. Doolittle Jr., testified that he 
came to Chicago in 1870, and had practiced 
law since 1866, being now a member of the 
firm of Doolittle & MeKey. James R. Doo- 
little, MceKey, and himself composed the firm. 
Hie knew the Forsythes. He met Jacob first 
in the latter part of December, 1880,.

He 
produced a letter written by Mrs. Forsythe 
to Mr. Lee, the represeatative of the 
London parties, In which she said - that 
her husband alone represented her interests 
as wellas hisown. ‘The title to the land was 
in Mrs. Forsythe’s naihe. Healso brought out 
a power of mempie | to John Pethrick,of Lon- 
don. Witness told him, after examining the 
papers, that the owner ofthe fee had not 
given Pethrick power to bind the land; that 
while Mrs. Forsyth’s letter to Lee read as 
though it were intended to confirm whatever 
Mr. Forsythe did or might do, yet it was not 
such a contract that Pethrick could take ad- 
vantage of. Forsythe asked him if he was 
sure that the matter was of very great im- 
portance to him. Afterward, on Dearborn 
street, he said he was going to quit the En- 
giishmen, and that he would put his affairs 


into his (Doolittie’s) hands. Subsequently 
Forsythe told witness he was 
trying to sell the land, mentioning 


several schemes—Weston’s Belt Road and 
Duniap’s Belt Road. Witness told hit that 
he had just got out of one scrape by the skin 
of his teeth, and not to sign any paper unless 
he (witness) sawit. Forsythe said he would 
not. Witness then gave the details of the 
foreclosure suit and the services rendered 
Forsythe, who fought the trust-deed on the 
ground of usury. ‘The loan was for $100,000, 
but Forsyth received only $92,500, in dribleéts, 
John Pearson getting $5,000 commission, and 
the Continental Insurance Company charging 
him $2,500 as discount which they had been 
subjected to in converting other securities 
into money in order to make the loas. 
The notes were for $163,000, They were 
dated Oct. 1 1875, but were to draw 
no interest until after maturity—Oct. 1, 1580. 
Witness said to Forsythe that it was a re- 
markable loan, and Forsythe replied that he 
had to do it—that the land didn’t yield suffi- 
cient to pay the interest, and he thought. that 
in five years he would be able to make a sale 
and pay the principal and interest and geta 
profit. The $63,000 he said represented 10 
per eent interest on $100,000, compounded 
annually for the entire period. Witness 
asked Forsythe about money. lle 
said he hadn’t any—that he couldn’t pay 
anything then—that he was determined to 
sell the land—inust sell it that year, and if 
he could get a contract and raise a 
little money that way he would . pay 
something: that if thev could make the sale 
and close it up he would pay him (witness) 
to his entire satisfaction—would pay him 
“big.” Another peculiar feature of this 
loan was that after a good deal of the money 
had been paid Forsythe Pearson came to 
him and said he wanted anew set of notes 
for $163,000, which upon their face should 
draw interest from date. They were exe- 
cuted and delivered. Forsythe surmised 
that Pearson wanted them for the purpose 
of making a favorable statement to the in- 
surance authorities of Connecticut. The 
loan attracted attention there, and was in- 
vestigated by a committee of the Lezgisia- 
ture. These notes were returned to For- 
sy the. 
THE LAWYERS WRANGLE. 

Mr. Fuller asked witness as to the negotia- 
tions with reference to the sale of the land. 

Mr. King objected, because the plaintiffs 
didn’t allege that they were negotiators, and 
besides, the Supreme Court of Lliinois had 
decided that lawyers could not receive fees 
for legal services and also as negotiators or 
agents. 

Judge Blodgett said he didn’t care what 
their occupation was; they might be shoe- 
makers; but if they were employed to negu- 
tiate the sale they were entitled to compen- 
sation. 

MR. DOOLITTLE RESUMES. 


At the afternoon session Mr. Doolittle took 
the stand again, and testified to what his 
firm did toward selling the land. Forsythe 
said he wanted $1,000,000 for it, but if he 
couldn’t get that he would take $700,000, 
Weston wanted some writing to take to New 
York, and witness made some suggestions 
which would enable Forsythe to back out 
any time, and which would not affect the 
title. The suggestions were embodied in a 
contract. Some time elapsed, and Forsythe 
became anxious at Weston’s delay. One day 
he came into witness’ office and said: 
** Weston is back, and has $10,000, which he 
will pay on the execution of this paper.’’ 
lie handed witness a econtract, but after 
looking it over witness told him not 
to sign it, and explained to him 
the reasons why. He went to see Weston 
with Forsythe, and Weston said, “ Everything 
is understood,” and that Forsythe should sign 
the paper. Horne was there andsaid, * Sign 
it—these Set feo are always technical.” 
Witness asked what Horne had to do with 
it, and Forsythe said he intended to pay him 
a commission if the sale went through. A 
new contract was prepared, Ord being one 
of the parties to it. Witness theh learned 
that under a contract Horne was to get 
$50,000 for services. Forsythe nudged him 
and said Horne was not to get all of it—that 
Weston was to have half: When the Ord 
contract was delivered Forsythe got the 
$10,000 and came back to witness’ ofiice. He 
was elated, and put down some cash and said, 
‘There, take that to begin with.” Mrs. 
Forsythe came in, and said to Jacob: 
you get the money?” He said, ** Yes.” She 
said, “{ wantsome.” “ Yes,” he said, “you 
shall have it, mother.” She said, “Jacob, 
what de we owe Mr. Doolittle? We must 
pay him up right off,”” **Oh,” said Mr. For- 
sythe, “you don’t understand that. Mr. 
Doolittle and I have hadatalk about the 
matter of compensation.” Under the Ord 
contract the issue of bonds was limited to 
two-thirds of a million—just enough to 
secure Mrs. Forsythe, who was to get 
$335,353 in cash. Mason and Ord objected to 
this, saying that it would kill the East Chica- 
zo enterprise, as the company desired to is- 
sue all the bonds it wanted to. So Mason 
drew up @ supplemental agreement permit- 
ting the issue of unlimited bonds, one-half 
of them to be deposited with a trust com- 
pany in New York to secure the balance due 
Mrs. Forsythe. 

At this point the court adjourned until 
half-past 9 this morning. 


A HOMICIDE THIRTY YEARS AGO.’ 

A Presbyterian clergyman of Pittsburg, on the 
day the news of the acquittal of Dukes was re 
ceived, recalled, in conversation with a reporter 
of the Dirpatch, the case of Wiliam C. Huey, of 
Little Washington, Pa., who about thirty years

“ This

madé, and Hucy was treated with scorn, and 
shunned always. Soon a little tombstone was 
erected to immerman in the Methodist 
graveyard. Upon it were his name and 
age and tbis inscription: * Killed by a Biow.’ 
The morning after it bad been put in place 
the statement of the inscription was found to 
bare been continued by some one with a pencil, 
so that it read: ‘Killed by a Blowby W.C. 
Huev.’ This was cleaned off: but it appeared 
again next day, and su again day after day as 
fast as removed. One day it appeared applied 
with a paint brush. Since then it has deen fre- 
quently erased, and as often has appeared in 
just the same form the next day. The person 
responsible has never been discovered. Mean- 
time, without business, without acquaintance, 
branded by opinion, especially for the pardon 
ready made, Huey was soon forced to turn his 
back on Washington forever and embark in 
life’s cares elsewhere. I believe he is dead now, 
and you will likely tind bisname on Zimmer- 
man’s tombstone if you go to the jaiter’s grave 
tomorrow.” 


MARK H. DUNNELL. 


His Opinion of Judge Gresham’s Ap- 
pointment—The Tariff Question and 


the Political Outlook. 

Ex-Congressman Mark H. Dunnell, of Min- 
nesota, accompanied by his wife and daugh- 
ter, arrived at the Palmer House yesterday 
morning from Washington and left last even- 
ing for home. During the day a Tribune 
reporter had a brief talk with Mr. Dunnell. 
The first question the interviewer asked was 
in reward to the appointment of Judge 
Gresham, of Indiana, to be Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and what Mr. Dunnell thought of the 


selection. 

“The appointment,” said Mr. Dunnell, 
“was quite unexpected. Judge Gresham’s 
name was not mentioned in Washington or 
elsewhere for the place, until the President 
announced his appointment. He is not really 
the choice of a large number of leading Ke- 
publicans of Indiana, and his selection seems 
to be hostile to Jonn C. New’s aspirations.”’ 

‘Do you think that John C. New will take 
this as a blow ?” 

“| think he will. Neither he nor his 
friends could have favored Judge Gresham’s 
appointment. It was generally supposed in 
Washington that John C. New would like 
the place of Secretary Folger in the Treas- 
ury Department when that gentieman re- 
sign, as- many there believe that he will 
have to on account. of, his continued poor 
health.” 

“Who do you think were back of Gresh- 
am’s appointment ?” 

“TI think that John W. Foster, of Indiana, 
was the moving spirit. It looks that way to 
me.”’ 

“ Which means that Judge Gresham’s ap- 
pointment was a satisfactory one to the Stal- 
wart element in Indiana ?”’ 

“*ldon’t know about that, I know, how- 
ever, that I never heard Judge Greshlam’s 
name mentioned until | saw his appoint- 
mentin the paper. LIsee that he is going to 
accept. ILthink Judge Gresham is a foolish 
inap to leave the bench. Here he is, a man 
50 years old, with a position for life at $4,000 
a year, with no particular cares. When he 
is 70 years old he can fetire and draw his 
pay. Twenty-three months soon roll around, 
and that is all the time he will be in his new 
oftice. it will’ pay $38,000 a year during that 
time. But it is a life full of cares, 
and vexations, and a& most grave re 
sponsibility. Still, Judge Gresham may 
believe that it will provide the stepping- 
stone to greater honors. But here is David 
Davis, how great are his political prospects ? 
You needen’t say this in the paper, but | 
think that Judge Gresham has not acted 
wisely.” 

* Don’t you think that Frank Hatton ex- 
pected the piace ?”’ 

*T supposed that Mr. Hatton was being 
pressed four the office by his friends, but a 
day or two before the nomination was made 
l understood Mr. Hatton was satistied with 
his present piace, and that he was not urging 
himself uponthe President. 1 had regarded 
Judze Howe, of Wisconsin, as the strongest 
eandidate, with a good prospect of success, 
and Lreaily expected ta see the announce- 
mentin the papers this morning of his hav- 
ing received the appointment.”’ 

THE NEXT CONGRESS AND THE TARIFF. 

* Will the tariff question engage the Demo- 
cratie Congress ?”’ 

* Yes, sir; I think that the next House will 
attempt a further revision of the tariff.”’ 

* Upon what do you base your opinion ?” 

* Well, in many things the new tarilf is 
crude, and on many articles of general con- 
sumption the proper reductions have not 
been made, and the amount ot money from 
customs duties which will be placed in the 
National Treasury under the new law will 
not be much less than under the old one. 
The apparent reductions will prove to ve

much less because of the new classifications : 


in the new ‘lariff bill. The revision of this 
winter will make the work of rerevision by 
the next Congress very much easier, as a 
much smaller number of items will come 
under review.” 

LAPSED LAND GRANTS. 

“Why did Congress not legislate upon the 
lapsed land grants?” | 

“ Well, 1 think that it was more from the 
want of time than from anything else. Of 
course, | don’t know how mucli the action of 
the Judiciary Committee had to do with put- 
ting off legislation, as I was not a member of 
that nor the Lana Committee. I think the in- 
ability of the House to reach the matter had 
a zood deal to do with it.”’ 

“Do you think that these lapsed grants 
of land ought to revert to the Government 
and be opened to settlement ?”’ 

“No, not when the States, or roads to 
which they were made, were doing their best 
to earn them. Take,the Northern Pacific, 
for instance, it is going on in good 
faith constructing its railroad. Where no 
attempt is being made to earn the lands do- 
nated I think they ought to revert back to 
the National Government and give the peo- 
ple a chance to settle upon them. 

POLITICAL. 


: BR A do you think of the political out- 
OOK ?” 

“I think that at the present time there are 
not very many encouraging or assuring signs 
for either of the great parties. It is pretty 
difficult to see just now how either party is 
going to win iv the next Presidential contest. 
The next session of Congress will have very 
much to do with shaping the campaign of 
i884, Especially is this the ease with the 
House of Representatives, which is the body 
for mischief or good—makes and defeats 
the parties—much more than the Senate 
is. A wise organization by the Vemocrats of 
the next House will give the lead to the 
Democratic party. The dissensions within 
the Republican ranks are not incurable, but 
if the next Congress does not give the Re- 
publican party material to go into the cam- 
paign with it will labor under an immense 
disadvantage.’’ 

“Won’t the tariff issue Jargely divide the 
parties ?”’ 

“How much it will act towards a disin- 
tegration of the parties it is hard now to tell. 
Thee political ground now is exceedingly 
shaky. ‘The actionof Congress next winter 
will have much to do with making party sail- 
ing smooth. In Minnesota the personal fights 
in the Republican party are over, and today 
the party is as substantial as it was in the 
past.” :'

Arrest of a Man for Murdering a St. 
Louis Policeman in 1879. 

The Wanderings of Four Years—The 
Circamstances of the Crime.

Arrested On Suspicion, He Attompls Escape, 
and Is Slightly Winged. 


By a lucky “scratch” the Chicago police 
yesterday captured a murderer who has 
been hunted for nearly four years, whose 
picture adorns every rogues’ gallery: in the 
country, and for whose arrest a large’ reward 
was at one time offerel by the Governor of 
Missouri and the City of St. Louis. ‘The 
much-wanted and now-captured individual 
is the notorious Charles Sanders... The coun-» 
try was flooded with his pictures in October, 
L879, just after he had murdered Police Offi- 
cer Charles Printz with the latter’s own re- 
volver, Sanders escaping arrest at the time. 

EXCITING, SUSPICION, 

Shortly before 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
mz Detectives Halloran and Eagan. were 
standing at the northeast corner of Randolph 
and Franklin streets, when a short, thick- 
set young nan, having about him the gen- 
eral air of a “tough” approached them 
from the direction of Lake street. When he 
caught sight of the officers the fellow gave 
a sudden start, stopped, and tarned as if to 
retrace his course. Then he changed his 
mind, pulled his hat well down over his 
face, and once more apprvached the officers. 

Halloran had gone to that particular cor- 
ner to watch fora man who is wanted for a 
robbery conunitted several days ago on the 
kKush-street bridge, and naturally serutinized 
ail suspicious-looking characters who came 
any where near him. He noticed the peculiar 
conduct of the chunky stranger, and, al- 
though the latter was not the man he want- 
ed, concluded to stop him and ask him a few 
questions. lLlalloran and Egan were both in 
citizen’s attire at the time. 

* Hold on there, my friend,” said Halloran 
as the young man was about to pass by. 

“Whatdo you want,” was the answer as 
the fellow stopped. 

*What’s your name?” 

“Silas Wrighit.’’ 

*llow long have you been in town ?” 

“I came in from Springfield about a week 
azo. 

“ Where do-you work at ?” 

“Vma tugman.” 

ne Where have you been stopping in the 
city » 

“In a West Side lodging-house.” 

Iie would not tell the officers {ust where 
he had been stopping, nor would he tell why 
he had recognized them as officers or why he 
had tried to elude them. Halloran decided, 
to ‘run him in on general principles,” and 
accordingly turned him over to Egan, who 
is a new nan, with instructions to take the 
prisoner to the Central Station, while he 
(Halloran) remained behind to watch for 
his other man. ‘The prisoner went along 
quietly with the officer until the corner of 
Fifth avenue and Monroe street had been 
reached, and then he made a sudden dash for 
freedom. Springing from the officer’s side 
he leaped over a fence into a vacayt, lot and 
started on a run toward Monroe street. 
Egan followed in hot pursuit, firing two 
harmless shots at the fugitive. On Adams 
street the latter tumbled over a barrel and 
was then grappled with by acitizen, who held 
him until "Egan came up. ‘The prisoner 
complained of having injured his hip by the 
fall, and when the march to the station was 
resumed he limped considerably and made 
no further effort to escape. 

THE IDENTIFICATION, 

Wright, as he called himself, was taken 
into the detectives’ room and subjected to a 
close inspection by the different “fly cops,” 
All agreed, of course, that ** they had scen 
that wug somewhere, but could not exactly 
say where.” Presently Lieut. John Shea 
caine in, and the moment he saw the pris- 
oner exclaimed: ** Why, that’s the man who 
wurdered the police officer in St. Louis!” 

* You’ve called the turn,” the prisoner 
answered. “ Now you’ve got me what more 
do you want?” 

* We want you to tell us all about that af- 
fair in St. Louis.’ 

* | won’t tell anything about it.” 

Sanders refused repeatedly to rehearse the 
story of the murder, bus did not deny the 
Killing. 

A WANDERING LIFE. 

* Where did you gu after the shooting took 
piace ?”’ was asked of him. 

*] went to the river and was rowed across 
bo the Lilinois shore. Then 1 waiked to 
Aiton, and rode from there to Chicago on a 
freight-train. I was here inside of forty- 
eight hours after the row. I shipped on a 
propeller as fireman and went to Colluig- 
wood. From there I went to Buffalo, and 
have been running on the lakes ever since, 
working suinmers and loafing winters.” 

**What names have you gone under since 
the shooting ?”’ 

* About half a dozen different ones.”’ 

** Has this affair ever worried you any?” 

“Not a bit. Printz was a mean officer. 
He used to club all the boys on his beat, and 
broke manyg nose and head. He was over 
six feet tall. Hle hit me on the head that 
night.””’ Sanders here pushed the hair back 
from his forehead and exposed an ugly sear. 

‘*iiave you ever been under arrest before 
since you left St. Louis ?”’ 

WOMAN’S PERFIDY. 

** No, and I would not be under arrest now 
if that woman had not given me away.” 

The woman Sanders referred to isa Nellie 
Campbell. Atthe time of the murder she 
kept a disreputable house on Main street 
near Poplar, in St. Louis, where Sanders has 
a “girl.” From this girl theSt. Louis police 
obtained the only picture of the murderer in 
existence. About a week ago, as Sanders 
states, he met Nellié Campbell in Chicagoand 
has seen her several time since. He insisted 
yesterday that she had “put the police onto 
him,”’ but the officers have never seen the 
women. 

Chief-of-Polige Campbell, of St. Louis, was 
notified’ of Sanders’ capture and replied by 
telegraph that an oflicer would be sent to 
Chicago at once for the prisoner. 

THE MURDER. 

The story of the murder, in brief, is this: 

One Sunday evening in October, 1877, San- 
ders, who was known as one of the worst 
hoodluins in St. Louis, went to the house of 
his sister, Mrs. Martin, at the corner of Ca- 
rondelet avenue and Marion street, and be- 
gan quarreling with his sister’s husband. 
Sanders had been on a debauch all day at 


the Main street den, and Martin, know- 
ing him, to be very quarrelsome, had 
refused 0 let him inthe house. Finally 


Officer Printz was sent for. He tried to ar- 
rest the whisky-soaked hoodium, but met 
with a determined resistance. Printz brought 
his club into play, but Sanders got it away 
from him. Then the officer drew his pistol, 
Sanders got that away from him, too, and 
shot the officer, kiiling him instantly. ‘The 
murderer tled through back-yards and over 
fences, followed by a number of people who 
had witnessed the deadly struggle, but es- 
capea capture. ; 

The murder created not a little excitement 
in St. Louis—even more than did that of Of- 
ficer Race in Chicago. A .Jarge reward was 
offered for Sanders’ arrest, and on one occa- 
sion a St. Louis patrolman who knew San- 
ders well went all the way to Arizona to take 
in custody a man who had been arrested as 
the murderer, but who proved to be the 
wrong man. 

Lieut. Shea carried the murderer’s picture 
in his pocket for weeks, becoming familiar 
with every feature of it, and recognized 
Sanders at once yesterday, notwithstanding 
tne changes time had made in his personal 
appearance. Sanders was only 22 years old 
then and very siender, Now he is nearly 26 
years old and weighs 180 pounds. Had he 
grown a beard instead of keeping his face 
smooth he would doubtless have escaped 
recognition.

BIG GOLD NUGGETS. 

[Sierra County (Cal.) Tribune.]—On the 8th of 
August, 1860, a large piece of gold was taken 
from the Monumental Quartz Mine, Sierra 
Buttes. which weigbed 1,596 ounces troy, the 
value of which was estimated at from $21,000 to 
$30,000. The nugget was sold to H. B. Wood- 
ward, of San Francisco, for $21,396.52. A fine 
specimen was taken from the Rainbow Quartz 
Mine, Chipp’s Fiat, in 1581.

Later it was shipped to Lon- 
p ml and worked there. It yielded $22,000. In

PUBLIC EDUCATION. 


The Co-operation of the Schoo! Inspect- 


ores and the Library Board. 


A conference was held at the Public Library 
last evening between the Boards of Educa- 
tion and of the Public Library to devise sume 
scheme by which the benefits of the library 
could be more generally extended among 
the schools. There were about twenty pres- 
ent. 

Mr. Poole, the Librarian, presented the 
subject in a speech, in which he spoke of the 
comm@n schools and the library as both edu- 
cators supported by the public taxes, the 
library supplementing the schools.

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THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 


An Informa! Opening—Crowds of Men 
and Boys Evading the Watchmen. 

[New York Times, April 2.]—1t was a very ' 
motley crowd of men-and boys which yester- 
day afternoon unofficially opened the Brook- 
lyn bridge to the public. Had there been an 
organized plan in New York and Brooklyn 
to throw open the approaches to the bridge 
{it could hardly have been attended with the 
success that originated with a few boys. 
The approach to the bridge in Sands 
street, Brooklyn, and in Chatham square, 
New York, on Sunday, is guarded 
by a single watchman, and the picket-fence 
is not much of an obstacle to the boys, From 
ali accounts it would seem that the assault 
on the bridge started in Brooklyn. When 
the attention of the watchman was called in 
another direction a number of boys scaled 
the fence and were yguickly out of his reach. 
Others followed in the same manner, and 
goon there was quite a knot of boys gathered 
upon the bridge. This broughta crowd to 
the entrance, which extends over quite a 
r on the street, and it was impossible for 

watchman to cover its full extent. 
While he was on the one side stopping a 
rush there, many gained entrance at 
the other extreme. ‘his lasted for 
suine time, when a section of the tence was 
thrown ih, and the single watchman was 
then unable to stop the mob. It was said 
that fully 3,000 men and boys came over from 
the Brooklyn side witbin an hour or two be- 
fore dark. With the arrival of the Brooklyn . 
visitors in this city the New York boys were 
not long in finding out the manner in which 
they had Ruined entrance, and were notslow 
iu making a similar assault upon this side. 
Here they had better opportunity, as the 
bridge rail on the north side ot tne Printing- 
house-square entrance has no fence-guard. 
The crowd going and coming paid little at- 
tention to the watchman’s remonstrances, 
‘and foran hour or more a continuous stream 
of men and boys passed over this rail. About 
é6o’clock a roundsman of the Fourth Pre- 
cinct reported at the station that boys were 
throwing stones, cakes of ice, and other mis- 
siles at those in the streets below, and that 
there liad been several narrow escapes from 
serious injury. it was reported by a ferry- 
man on the Superior, of the Roosevelt Ferry 
Line, that as the boat entered the slip a 
heavy iron bolt was thrown down, striking 
the bow of the boat just as she entered the 
slip, Asa large number of passengers were 
gathered there at the time, it seemed almost 
a tniracie that no one was killed. The bolt 
made a heavy dent in the deck, and bounded 
into the river. Others of. the ferry-boats 
landing at the loosevelt slip on this 
side, and those landing at Fulton 
street, Brooklyn, were treated to showers 
of snow-balls ~e ice, but no particular harm 
was done. About6:30 the roundsman who 
reported the matter at the Fourth Prectnct 
was ordered with a detail of men to drive 
the intruders from the bridge and to make 
ally arrests that they saw fit. It was long 
after dark, however, befure they were able 
to drive them away, and many of the gamins 
were at last left with a river between them 
and home. and befure reaching it had occa- 
sion to regret their carelesness. One young 
boy, toward dark, to show his daring, climbed 
neatly half-way up one of the big cables, 
supporting himself by the line attached to it. 
It is a question who was the most relieved 
when he returned.to the bridge-way, the 

spectatorsor the boy himself. 

One of the incidents was the uproar raised 
in the Italian quarter, in Mercein street, 
Brooklyn. Some of the ruffians who crowd- 
ed upon the bridge amused theniselves by 
firing stones. Whenever a passer-by pre- 
sented a good target they availed themselves 
of their opportunity. ‘ihe Italians did not 
submit quietly to the outrage, but threw 
stones at their assailants, and the battle was 
conducted with vigor on both sides, when 
Officer Horan, of the Second Precinct, ar- 
rived, and, running to the bridge, he suc- 
ceeded in driv ing the rowdies away.

ARTIFICIAL PRECIOUS STONES.

A close inspection showed that the lower haif of 
the stone was cased in a tiny metaicup. ** Now, 
no ope but an expert can suy whether that is a 
genuine brilliant or not. Asa matter of fact, it 
is folled paste. and worth in trade less than $1. 
The foil is placed between the lower part of the 
Stone and the cap or cove ing, but when the 
work is well executed it takes un expert to de- 
tect its presence. There is even a more artful 
and effective way of simulating the diamond, 
bot lam pleased to say for the credit of the 
trade that the counterfeit is rarely made up in 
this country. 

“The doublet, as it is calied, is made by fixing 
asplice of thin diamond, a worthiess cutting 
from a large stone, on the table of a brilliant 
With invisible cement. A picce of giass is then 
affixed to the bottom of the false stone, which is 
cut flat, not to a point. This gives a real diamond 
Surface to the top of the stone so that the file- 
test will not touch it. These faise stones are al- 
most exciusivety used tor the purpose of de- 
frauding people, and you will rarely come across 
One eyen in the trade. Emerald, ruby. and 
Sapphire doubiets are used freely, and it is al- 
Most impossible for the unpracticed eye to 
detect them. Do not misunderstand me, 
they are not sold as genuine, but 
as imitations, and very beautiful they 
are. A garnet is used as the top layer, and blue 
or green winss is affixed to the bottom of the 
sione, according to the natural coior of the sim- 
Ulated stone. Here is a magnificent specimen of 
& scarce gem,” said the lapidist, taking an oval- 

tgreeu stone witha rich russet tinge in it 

rom a drawer in bis private cabinet. The stone 
weighed perbaps six carats, and possessed much 
brilliancy. “itis called an Alexandrite,’ said 
he,“andis found in Siberia. This gem is re- 
markubie and valuable, because, while by day- 
light it is green, as you see it now, by gaslight 
it is a full rich-purpie in color. Here is a re- 
Markable gem,.”’ and the lapidist took up a beau- 
tifully cut stone that was yellow on the face and 
pure white underneath. “That is a specimen 
Of the two-culored sapphire, and is very rare."’

The Local Money Market Active 
and Firm—Exchange 
| Stronger. 


An Improving Tone in Stocks, Part- 
ly Due to the Decline in 
Breadstuffs. 


Another Day of Heaviness in Produce, with Rather 
Less Doing—Prices Declined under Large 
Offerings. 

Longs Selling Out Their Holdings of Grain and 
Provisions—Fine Growtng Weather Too 
Much for Strength in Cereals. 


FINANCIAL. 


Tite Chicago money market was active yester- 
day and strong. The movement of currency 
continuesin favorof the city. The locai de- 
mand tor money was brisk at 7 per cent as the 
usual rate, the borrowers being chiefly those 
who are carrying grain and provisions. 

The locai bank clearings were $9,800,000, being 
$6,900,000 less than on Wednesday. 

Eastern exchange was firmer at 60@75c pre- 
mium per $1,000, the latter being the latest price. 
The offerfhus were small. 

Foreign exchange was firmer, except conti- 
nental, which was unchanged. Sterling bills were 
in light supply, with a good demand, which ac- 
counts for the advance. Posted rates on sterling 
were 453 and 4454, with actual at 4824 and 485. 
English documentary, 480@480%. French dovu- 
mentary quoted at 5264 and German do at 93% 
@93%. Bankers’ marks at %' and 9%5\, and 
bankers’ francs at 52245 and 515. 

The bullion in the Bank of England decreased 
£378,000 last week and that in the Bank of France 
2,350,000f% Totai equal to about $3,350,000. 

The New York stock market was moderately 
active yesterday and averaged hicher, but in an 
irregular way. The strongest features were 
Central Pacific and the Vanderbilt lines. The 
decline in grain was expected to increase the 
freight movement, giving bigger railroad earn- 
ings. Some purchases were made yesterduy on 
foreign orders. Some of these were for Erie on 
“pointers” that the control of the stock has 
passed into the bands of parties who will help it 
bigher. 

A strong and active bull pool in St. Paul, com- 
posed of officers and Directors of the road, is one 
of the things talked avout in Wall street. 

Yesterday's election of Wabash officers is re- 
garded as indicating a closer alliance with Mis- 
souri Pacific, as the same gentlemen are now 
Vice-President and Treasurer for both com- 
panies. 

The recent weakness in Central Pacific is said 
to have occurred under rather heavy sbort seli- 
ing, which will involve an equal amount of buy- 
ing some time. Part of these shorts are under- 
stood to have been filied yesterday. 

It ig semi-officially announced that the forthb- 
coming annual statement of Denver will show a 
decided increase in business. 

The March earnings of Reading were at the 
rate of fully 6 per cent on the stock and deferred 
ponds, and earnmgs are expected to increase 
with the opening of the Pine Creek Road next 
month. 

The March earnings of Rock @sland show an 
increase. 

The following increase in earnings of the Mis- 
souri Pacific system is reported forthe fourth 
week in March: Missouri Pacific, $69,044; Inter-, 
national & Great Northern, $17,691; lron Mount- 
ain,$1,047; Kansas & Texas,$58,454; Texas Pacitic, 
$52,632; Central branch, $18,499. Total, $217,387. 

Canada Pacific officials say there is no founda- 
tion for the report that the road will consoli- 
date or pool with the Grand Trunk, but that a 
traffic arrangement with that road is not im- 
probable. 

The Hannibal & St. Joe Directors say the com- 
pany is determined to build the Quincy exten- 
sion. 

One of the reasons given for the break in pe- 
troleum yesterday was the report that the Welsh 
wellat Balltown, Pa., bas proved to be a good 
one. 

It is now stated that{the Lackawanna Com- 
pany bas no intention of issuing a quarterly 
Statement, aS was stated last week, but the tg- 
ures presented at the board meeting are said to 
have shown earnings amounting to over 3'4 per 
cent on the stock. The Buffalo extension is also 
said to be earning something over its tixed 
charges. There does not appear to bave been 
any foundation for the ruqors that the com- 
pany could or would pay extra dividends. 

The American Mining Exchange in New York, 
and not the New York Mining Excbance. is 
about to give up the ghost. The latter is about 
to form ua connection with the National Petro- 
leum Exchange. The two will undertuke to mix 
waterand oil. Under such promising circum- 
stunces the experiment ought to be successful. 

The antbracite coal companies are pow work- 
ing the last three days of this week. 

The Stockholder has the following about tbe 
proposed Haonibal & Chicago extension: “ As 
we uuderstand the proposition forthe building 
of the Hannibal & St. Joe Chicagu extension, the 
privilege of subscription would carry with it a 
larwe profit to the Hannibal & St. Joe stock- 
holders at about present prices. The scheme 
has. in contem pia on the building of a road 
from Quincy to Chicago, the outside cost of 
which (thoroughly equipped) will not be over 

5,000,000, or about $22,000 per mile, the distance 
being about 225 miles. Bonds will be issued on 
this road up to $5,000,000 in amount, each bond 
to carry with it ten shares of the stock. There 
being $14,000,000 of Hannibal & St. Joe, 
each bolder of 1,000 shares of stock wiil be en- 
titled, by paying about $35,000, to 835,000 in first- 
mortwage bonds and $55,000 in the stock of the 
new road. Hannibal & St. Joe hands are auoted 
on the excbunwe at about 104, andif the new 
bonds would sell at par, which it is thought they 
would readily do, the profit would be simply the 
value of the 350 shares of stock. This, it is cal- 
culated, would not sell below 50, which would be 
$17,500. Deducting this from the present vrice 
of tho stock of the main lipe—say 42—woulild leave 
the actual cost about $25 pershare. Insiders 
declare that with the new ruad completed Han- 
nibal & St. Joe would not sell below 70c, as the 
earnings would easily amount to 6 per cent on 


the capital.

It is a dreadtul thing to confess, 
and the Young Men's Ceristian 
association would probably not accept the fact 
at any price; but it is one, nveertheless, the 
barroom receipts within the Stock Enchange 
precincts afford the very best indications of the 
temper ot the stock market. When business is 
dull and profitiess they fall off; when it is 
lively and remunerative they increase. From 
babitués of these resorts it is learned that these 
sinks of iniquity. are doing a driving trade, 
which is equivalent to saying that the day's 
stock market was exceptionally cheer- 
ful,, and almost upon tbe edge of 
being buoyant. From a condition of free 
lunch anc lager the new builish feeling has 
brougbt up the stock market nearly to the level 
of champagne and oysters, so inspirited have 
the bulis become through the strong prices and 
the very evident improvement which 
characterized today’s transactions. It is 
not to be denied that the tone 
of this morning’s market was more bullish than 
has been the case for months past. The very 
facts advanced in this column weeks ago as 
offering a good basis for a rise (but which were 
then sneered at) are today accepted as 
law and gospel, and are quoted as most 
excellent reasons for an important advance in 
stock values. So far there has been no advance 
which cun be called “important,” but there can 
be no doubt that eurface indications point 
decidediy toward higber prices. We say 
“surface indications’’ advisediy, becouse 
great doubts exist as to whetber the 
rise wil) be sustained, and there is much fear 
that it will petar out suddenly and unexpected- 
ly, as bas so often been the case before. With 
this doubt existing, it is no wonder that the 
“good day’ passed between one broker 
and another is invariably accompanied by 
the query: “Will the improvement hold or 
not?’’ The stock market this morning was en- 
livened by more items of interest than usual. 
The exceptional activity insome of the ordivari- 
ly obscure stocks attracted attention. Roches- 
ter & Pittsburg was freely traded in, but the 
price did not move much either one way or the 
other from yesterday's figures. 

East Tennessee ‘especially the preferred 
sbures) was prominent in the day’s dealings. 
The cause for its activity has naturally occa- 
sioned considerabie inquiry. So far as we cao 
learn it is attributable to a scheme on foot, of 
which Mr. Gould is said to be the father, 
having for its object the connection of the 
great Southern system of railways with the 
Southern Atlantic ports. The Virginia, Tenn- 
essee & Georgia Railroad, which debouches upon 
the seacoast. indirectly connects with Gould's 
Memphis & Little Rock Road, which is part of 
the [ron Mountain Line, and consequently of 
the Missouri Pacitic system. It is well 
known that the George I. Seney syndicate con- 
trols the Virginia, Tennessee & Georgia Road, 
and any pilav whicb contemplates consolidation 
ot this property with Mr. Gould's 
Southwesterns is accepted as sure * to 
benefit not only the railroads themselves, but 
the whole Southern country. In as few words 
as possible it may be said that Mr. Gould is ex- 
treinely desirous of getting a seaboard terminus 
for bis Southwestera lines, and that by controll- 
ine the East Tennessee Road and its connections 
he will unquestionably secure an entrance into 
sucb valuable harbors as New Orieans, Bruns- 
wick, Savannah, and Norfolk 

R. 8. Hayes was elected today First Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Wabash Road; this is supposed to 
intimate that Wabash will oe worked in close 
connection with Gould’s Southwestern rvads. 
It is authentically announced that more than 
half the Georgia Pacitic Kailway first-mortgage 
ponds are subscribed for, and that orders are 
now flowing in daily, thus proving that there is 
a large demand for first-mortgage railroad 
bonds at reasonable prices.

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The leading produce-markets were rather less 
active yesterday, and again weak. The falling 
of spring showers, with a higher temperature, 
was regarded as very favorable to vegetation, 
and the decline of the previous day had reduced 
& good many bolders to rather thin margins, 
which made them anxious to sell. The weak- 
ness was precipitated by an unfounded rumor 
that a well-known firm had failed. It 
round at the opening of business and depressed 
prices, only to be exploded later by the statement 
that one of the members of the firm was not at 
bis desk when called on at an early hour. A 
great deal of long stuff was unloaded, and more 
would have been sold had there been buyers for 
it, but the desire to sell was more marked in 
.€rain than in hog products. 

Provisions were sluggishly weak. They 
dragged badly during the greater part of the 
session. Pork declined 1744@20c, reacted 10c., 
and closed 124@lic below the latest prices of 
Wednesday, at $18.12'4 for May and $18.30 for 
June. Lard declined lic and closed at a disad- 
vantage of 10c, at $11.30 for May and $11.35 tor 
June, the difference between the two months 
widening some yesterday. Short ribs closed 7c 
lower, at $9.85 bid for May and $9.97% bid for 
June. Liverpool reported a decline of 3d in lard 
and long clears, and the local hog market was 
depressed by the fact of larger receipts, while 
there was no apparent shipping demand for 
produ ct here. There was a good deal of long 
stuff on sale, especially May lard, and not much 
short selling. The stocks of lard being larger 
than many had expected, that article weighed 
more heavily than other product: meats were 
relatively firm. On the afternoon cail pork im- 
proved 5c, and lard was firm. 

Flour was a little less dull, there being a few 
sales of round lots of low grades, while the bet- 
ter brands were neglected. The market was 
weak and probably lower. SBran and other 
coarse milistuffs were easier. 2 

W heat was moderately active and again weak. 
It declined 1%jc, reacted %c, and closed on 
‘Change Xc below the latest prices of Wednes- 
day, at $1.02% for April and §1.07% bid for May. 
London reported adeciline of 6d per quarter, 
and private cables stated that no busi- 
ness could be done on the reduced 
basis, the market being very much de- 
pressed. The posted figures indicated 
a decrease of about 1,000,000 buin the quantity 
on passage to*the United Kingdom, but this had 
little influence when weighed against weak 
cables and genial rains in the West. Local op- 
erators, for ouce, were not true to their colors. 
They came on the floor as bears, but did most of 
the buying, a big line of local shorts being 
filled out of offerings mostly made on tele- 
grapbic orders. A free calling of margins by 
the shorts helped to aggravate the weakness, 
which, however, was mostiy shown during tne 
first hour, the later market being comparatively 
steady. The current offerings of car-lors sold 
1@1\c lower than the reduced prices of W ednes- 
day. On the afterpoon cail the market was 
firmer, May closing at $1.07 % bid. 

Corn was fairly active and again weak. It de- 
clined l'¢c and closed lc below the latest prices 
of Wednesday, at 4914c for April and 54\c for 
May. Liverpool and London reported a decline 
of 3d per qr, and “very dull,” while our receipts 
were rather large, and contained 50% per cent 
of contract corn. There was little shipping de- 
mand bere on the market for any grade, and the 
car-lot offerings sold about lc lower, but some 
outside purchases were made late on Wednesday 
for shipment, and there may have been some 
on the quiet yesterday. In the speculative mar- 
ket the premium on the summer futures widened 
about \c, as they were the favorits with buyers, 
while sellers’ offerings were chiefly for May. 
The latter unloaded a good deal of 
long stuff, which was taken by shorts, 
and it was remarked that the shorts were the 
salvation of the market yesterday, as it would 
have gone all to pieces but for them. The re- 
ceipts of corn in the Weaet are large enough to 
be asurprise to the trade. It was generally 
thought they would be light. On the afternoon 
call the market was firmer, May closing at 54%c. 

Oats were dull and weak early, selling down 
%o from the ciosing prices of Wednesday. The 
market subsequently strengthened somewhat, 
May delivery entirely recovermg the decline, 
and the other futures closing ‘4c below the 
latest figures of the day previous. No. 2 giit- 
edged sold at 42c, and the year was hardly men- 
tioned. Saraples were readily disposed of at 
about Wednesday’s prices. 

Rye was quiet for spot, No. 2 gilt-adged sgell- 
ing %c lower, at 56%c, and being quotable nom- 
inally at 48c. Seller the month was guotable at 
544%4c, May sold freely at 59@59}4e, closing at 59c, 
and June solid at 60@c. Samples relatively 
lower. 

Barley was about the only firm market on the 
floor, spot No. 3 selling 2c higher, at 54c closing 
at 56c asked. Samples were higher all around, 
most of the offerings being below the No.3 grade, 

The movement in staple and funcy dry goods 
coutinues active. Millinery goods also are meet- 
ing with an active demand, and the movement 
in clothing, boots and shoes, and cognate linesfis 
now of generous proportions. Groceries re- 
main quiet, with prices showing few fluctua- 
tions. Dried fruits, canned goods, and fish are 
still lacking in activity. The demand for dairy 
products was light. Oils, bagging, leather, coal, 
and pig iron were quoted as before. 

Green fruits are moving steadily at un- 
changed prices. Egas were a shade easier at 

74@l8e per doz. Wholesale dealers in furs re- 
port fair receipts ana a heaity condition _of the 
trade generally. Hides, rrease, ana tallow quiet, 
with liberal stecks and moderate receipts. in 
metats and tinners’ ware there isan active de- 
manda for ail kinds, prices holding firm. Pota- 
toes fairly active and steady. The trade in 
wool is moderate at the prices given elsewhere, 
with stocks rather lighter than at this season 
last year. Timothy seed was firmer, with ligbt 
offerings, prime selling at $1.62. Clover-seed 
was steady at $8.10@8.15 for prime and $8.40@ 
8.50 for chvice. Flaxseed sold at $1.44 for No. 1 
on track, and closed weak at that price. Hay was 
held more firmly, owing to the light receipts, 
but the demand was only moderate. 

The depression in wheat may be understood 
from the tact that April sold at one time yester-, 
day at only jc above the year. It would not be 
surprising to see deliverics made this month oo 
year contracts. 

A telegram from Cairo yesterdey- said that the 
warmer weather is developing the fact that a 
good deal of the wheat in that section is winter 
killed. It werea pity it the bulls bad not a 
single grain of comfort in times that try men’s 
pocketbooks as well as their souls. 

Parties in the trade say emphatically that 
there has been no change in the standard of 
corn inspection in this city recently. They say 
it isa mistake to suppose that the increase 
in percentage of corn passed into the con- 
tract grades is due to any change ino 
rules or in their interpretation. The great bulk 
of our receipts recently have come from Kan- 
sas, where the corn matured and dried early last 
year, much ot it being tit to grade No. 2 in Sep- 


ground for the insinuations which some parties 
bave vented in regard to the keeping qualities 
of the corn nowin store here. Those who have 
examined it say the No. 2 corn is in excelient 
shape, fully equal to its condition at this date in 
any former year. 

There was an apparent want of confidence in 
the oats crowd yesterday, and this want was 
more noticeable among speculative sellers than 
buyers. The gituation as affected by the atti- 
tude or intentions of the. Peoria clique was va- 
riously viewed, though a majority Of the prom- 
inent operators were of opinion that there was 
still enough influence residing iu the folks “ down 
the river” and attaching to their possess- 
jons to give a Styog to the market in the 
closing days of May. A circular emanating

They are oblieed to commence 
at 8 in the morning and work long into the night 
during the busy season, with a promise, if busi- 
ness slackens up, of a vacation of a.week dur- 
ing the year. I! any one will take the trouble 
to notice the tired, thin, and overworked louk 
nine-tenths of the clerks have he will be con- 
vinced. The average pay of the’ bank-cierk is 
from $50 to $100 per month. His duties are ex- 
ceptionally arduous and wearing, as the busi- 
nese is of such a nature that it must be ali 
closed up and balanced each day. The time al- 
lowed for dinner is twenty minutes, some banks 
allowing the munificent sum of twenty-five 
cents for dinner. There is no class of business- 
men who ought to‘pay more liberal salaries than 
the bankers of Chicago, many of whom declare 
25 tu 0 per cent dividends, and some even dou- 
bie their capital euch year.

CANNIBAL BR'GAND. 

[Naples Correspondence London Times.]—The 
death is reported in. the Genoa papers of a man 
who once struck terrortothis neighborhood, 
Giona La Gala and his brother, Cipriano La Gaia, 
twoof the most inhuman brigands who deso- 
lated this province, took refuge on boarda 
French vessel, and rather awarm diplomatic 
correspondence was the consequence, At lengtb, 
however, they were given up tothe Italiaa 
authorities on condition that they were not to 
be executed. The reason of this tenderness was, 
perhaps, that they were regarded as political 
offenders, and they were by no means unfair 
specimens of the masses who defended the 
cause of the fallen dynasty.

Having a curiosity to see these 
monsters [ procured a special permission to 
Visit. them in i64. Twoguards were sent with 
ine into the ceil where the condemned men in 
chains were taking their dinner. With great 
yooiness they apologized fur baving begun be- 
fore ty arrival. After some preliminary con- 
versation I asked if it were true that they bad 
eaten buman flesh. “No ’tis false,” was the 
uuswer, “ we only grabbed at the ear ofa pricst " 
—a man whom they bad mutilated or murdered: 
‘and, suiting the sction to the word, one of therm 
put bis handkerchief between his teeth and 

‘grabbed’ it. In the corner of the ceil [ per- 
ceived, some manuscripts lying, which I asked 
and received permission to look at ang carry 
ot. A portion now ties before me, another por- 
tion I gave to the corres wondent of the Patrie, 
who accompanied me. The manuscript was a 
trangiation from a French love story which 
they bud “amused themselves by writing out.’ 
it is neediess to say that both che brothers were 
very devout, and devoted especially to the Ma- 
donna, each of them wearing an “ abitino,” a 
little ‘bag near the bosom, with a picture of 
Pius IX. Giona La Gala died far from the 
scenes of his atrocities, which was in this south- 


ern province. “He confessed,” says the jour- 
nals of Genoa. “oncea fortnight, always en- 
fertaining bopes of liberty.’’ He died as he had 
lived, without any change in bis sauvage in- 
stincts. His last words were: *\ Human desh 
is the best; I preferit to ali.” His body was 
dissected, and the Government has been re- 
quested to give permission to preserve bis cra- 
-Lium in the Anatomical Museum of Acquasola.

Grain Freights Unchanged—Cheboygan Harbor 
Ciear ot ice—Launch of a New 
Tup—Loew Notes. 


The Saugatock Ship- Yards. 

SAUGUTUCK, Mich., April 5. —[Special.]—Sau- 
gutuck has two well-established ship- yards and a 
third that has some work. The largest and 
busiest is Capt. J. B. Mariel’s. During the last 
year Capt. Martel has constructed the following 
hulle—viz. : 

The tug Boss, owned by Lafflin & Co., Chica- 
go, with the following dimensions: Length of 
keel, 50 feet; breadth of poam, 14 feet; depth of 
hold, 7% feet.

Buffalo Harbor—The Insurance Mud- 


die. 

BurraLto, N. Y., April 6.—[Special.}—The 
principal features of the plans adopted some 
time ago forthe improvement of Buffalo har- 
bor were the construction of a north and south 
pier at the mouth of Buffalo Creek, a masonry 
sea-Wwall ruoning south from the south pier, and 
a breakwater a little less than half a mile dis- 
tant from the lighthouse, running parallel with 
the gene ral shore-line—nearly southwest and 
southeast. The piers and sea-wall were finished 
long agu, but the work upon the breakwater is 
progressing slowly ander the handicapping in- 
fluence of official red-tape and party warfare. 
In view of the growing importance of Buffalo 
asa commercial centre, the speedy compietion 
of the breakwater isa matter of vital impor- 
tance. The total length of this work, as pro- 
jected by the United States Board of Engi neers, 
is 11,700 feet, of which it has taken fifteen years 
to build 5,700 feet. There yet remains in round 
numbers 6,000 feet to be constructed. So that, 
under favorable circumstances, the completion 
of the breakwater may be looked for about the 
beginning of the next century if no better time 
is made than in the past. 

Marine insurance for the coming season is all 
in a muddie. There is no concerted action on 
the part of the representatives of the com panies 
doing lake business, and consequently rates are 
runuing wild. A meeting of the members of 
last year’s hull pool was held here yesterday tu 
consider the advisability of making rates for 
this season. After much, discussion it was de- 
cided to make no tariff rates, but aliow each 
ecompany to take risks at whatever figure it 
pleases. This action was deemed necessary be- 
cause certain agents outside the pool bad writ- 
ten A risks as low as 3 per cent, 2 per cent under 
last season’s rates. The pool companies will 
conquently make as iow tigures as any one. This 
war between the companies will necessarily re- 
sultin benefiting vessel-owners, but the chances 
are the resultof the season's business wiil be 
apything but profitable to the underwriters. 


Kingston Vesseimen Growling. 

KInaston, Ont., April 5.—[Special.]—The ma- 
rine men are growling about the injustice done 
to their business by the one-sided legislation, as 
they call it, in favor of the railways. One says: 
“They give the railroads bonuses of $12,000 a 
mile and don’t ask them to report cars brought 
from the American side.. On the other hand, 
mariners must build their own vessels, pay 


taxes on them, pay 20 cents a ton canal toils,’ 


and $200 per year to the custom- house.” 

Private information from Chicago and Detroit 
has made glad the hearts of vessel-owners in 
this locality.

IDLE BOYS. 


A Suggestion by a Chicago Business- 
Man as to Their Education. : 

CHICAGO, April 3.—fEditor of The Tribune.] 
—Some time ago our humane City Fathers passed 
an ordinance forbidding the employment of 
boys under 15 years of age more than eight 
hours per day. I am a manufacturer and em- 
ploy anumber of boys on ligbt work, two or 
three of whom are under 15 years of age. As a 
law-abiding citizen I dismissed these boys at the 
expiration of the eighth hour. 

The rear of my factory adjoins the tracks of 
the Coicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad. 

A few days ago the Superintendent of my 
works discovered one of these boys stealing 
coai from a car near by. Superintendent—* See 
here, boy, what business havé you to take off 
that coal? Why don’t you go home?” Boy— 
- Hain’ t got nothing to do at bome, and you 
won't let me work in the shop.” 

I cite this little incident, big with future s- 
sibilities, sofar as that boy is concerned, to 
raise the question as to the wisdom of said or- 
dinance in its present form. 

Have we not aiready a sufficient number of 
young loafers on the streets, forced there by the 
arbitrary actions of trades unions, training for 
mischief and the penitentiary? 

If these City Fathers desire to benefit the com- 
munity at large, and the boys in particular, let 
them /abor for the enactment of laws making 
the education of our yeuth compulsory, keeping 
them in school until the age of 14. Let them 
devise ways and means to train ali boys and 
girls who desire it in useful occupations 
suited to the bend of their genius, 
Such institutions, instead of being a public 
burden, would, I believe, prove to bea measure 
of economy, as it would in a very great measure 
lessen crime. 

Every industrious citizen adds to the public 
weal. Compute, if you can, the burdens imposed 
upon the public by the mass of criminals in our 
midst in their multiform depredations, and es- 
timate also the amount of useful labor .tthey 
might perform. I believe itto be tho duty of 
the Government, and sound public policy, to 
provide ample means for the prevention of 
crime. What means would be better adapted to 
accomplish this than the plan of proper traina- 
ing of the too-much-neglected vouth as above 
indicated? I have beard men argue that forcing 
children to attend school against their own or 
their parents’ will would be an infraction of 
personal liberty. If Government can claim 


‘ right to takeindividual property for the public 


good, why may it not with equal propriety en- 
torce the education and training in useful occu- 
pations of the hands and brains of the neglect- 
ed, which would as assuredly redound to the 
public good as weil as individuals 80 trained?

HIGH BUILDINGS, 

[New York Tribune.]—The erection of several 
apartinent houses in this city of unprecedented 
hight bas provoked the inquiry whether it would 
be judicious to set any limit to the dimensions 
of such structures. The subject bas been de- 
bated by some of the officers connected with the 
Board of Health. They allewe that wrere 
buildings are carried so high that the sun 
never penetrates to the street below, 
a powerful element in the laws of bygiene 
is withdrawn. In this country we have never 
adopted the law of easements as it is understood 
in Engiand. There it is beid that the use 
and enjoyment of a house with windows 
overlooking a neiirhbor’s lot entities the owner, 
after a certain period, to a right to the light and 
air over the adjacent ground, and the law will 
not allow buildings to be erected to a hight 
which wiil intersect an angle of 45 degrees from 
the lowest of such windows. In the U:ity of Lon- 
don this principle has been relaxed recently by 
some Judges, and especially by the late Sir 
George Jessel, Master of the Koils and one of 
the Judges of the Court of Appeals. Still the 
oid common-law maxim bolds good: *So to use 
your own as not to injure apotber’s,”’ and it 
way be doubted’ whether the extent to 
which apartment honses have been carried 
is not an infringement of the neighbors’ rights 
and a substantiai injury to property. Not only. 
is there a damage to owners, but society suffers 
by the withdrawal of conditions which permit 
proper ventilation, free currents of air, and the 
action of sunlight, which is in itself a most pow- 
erful sanitary agent, At present the epee 
regulations require that a certain area of ea 
block only shall be covered by the building, ond 
it may be reasonably argued that where buiid- 
ings are carried to double the hight of an ordi- 
nary house this space reserved should be pro- 
portionately incre

An Alleged Attempt to Ruin the Dressed 
Eeef Business by Advancing the 
Rates. 

The Managers and General Freight Agents of 
the roads running east from this eity will meet 
this morning at Commissioner Moore's office for 
the purpose of considering the proposition of 
advancing the rates on dressed Leef, which 
was referred to them by a late meeting 
ofthe Joint Executive Committee in New 
York. At present the dressed becf rate 
is J per cent above the cattle rates, which is 
about as much as the business can stand. The 
roads, however, which are doing but little of the 
dressed-beef business seem to be jealous of the 
large business being done by some of their com- 
petitors, and therefore want the dreased- beef 
rate made so bigh as to vitualiy drive 
that kind of business out of the 
market. The movement is largely 
interest of those roads and managers 
interested in stock-yards, as the dressed-beef 
business is rapidly assuming large proportions 
and commences to scriously diminisaes the live- 
stock business. It is not believed that the move- 
ment which is being made to increase the rates 
on dressed beef to prohibitive figures will be 
successful. The roads now dome the bulk of 
that business will strenuously oppose it, and 
threaten to leave the east-bound pool if it is 
carried out. They say they could not possibly 
stand an advance in dressed- beef rates, as they 
have made contracts at the present rates that 
cannot be abrogated, and which will requ.re 
them several mouths to carry out.

THE BOLD BURGLAR 


Revisits Three Neighboring Houses on 
West Adams Street Tuesday Night—A 
Neat Bit of Work Which the Police 
Have Soucht to Keep Quiet, 

A bold and suceessful burglary of three 
houses on West Adams street was effected 
by one enterprising burglar atan early hour 
‘Tuesday morning. He first visited the house 
of Mr. Jacob Rothschild, at No. 586 West 
Adams street, about 2:50 a. m., and got in 
through the servants’ room by forcing off the 
catch otan outside shutter of the window 
and quietly raising the window. Two serv- 
ant girls were asleep in the room at the 
time, but did not hear him when he entered 
or when he went out. The fellow madea 
tour of all the halls in the house, but finding 
all of the doors securely locked he ve. up 
his intended job in disgust and quietly re- 
tired, and in departing considerately closed 
the window after him, lest the girls, who 
were soundly sleeping, in the room should 
take a sevefe cold. 

EXPLORING MR. WEISS’ PREMISES. 

Hie then walked a few steps east on the 
same side of the street and concluded to try 
his luck in the residence of Mr. E. E. Weiss, 
No. 582. Lle went to the rear of the house 
and gotin through one of the laundry win- 
dows, which was at a_ sufficiently 
convenient distance from the ground to 
enable him to work his “ jimmy,’ the 
laundry being in the rear of the basement. 
lie was in “ great luck.” as none of the doors 
leading to the upper halls were locked. He 
went up-stairs to the front parlor, and, flash- 
ing his dark lantern about, he was doubtless 
ainazed to discover $10 neatly folded lying 
on a cushioned arm-chair. He pocketed 
that, the $10, not the chair, and as he nat- 
urally concluded that people who could drop 
$10 bills around so lavishly must have lots of 
stuff above, he quietly ascended the stairs, 
and trying the first door he met at the head 
of the stairs he was gratified at finding it 


open. Heentered, and after taking a sur- 
vey of the place saw a young 
lady in bed sound asleep. He 


wentover toa dressing case, and after making 
a hurried search of the drawers he was 
about to leave without plunder, when his 
eye caught a glimpse of a sparkling breast- 
pin sticking in a pincushion on top of the 
dressing-case. He took this, but evidently 
thought that it was not of sufficient value to 
pay him for histrouble. Ile went over to the 
bed where the young lady was sleeving for 
the purpose of chloroforming herin order 
that he might make a more thorough search 
of the room. He had the chloroformed 
sponge to her nose, but she suddenly awoke 
and gave the alarm when the fellow made 
for the door, rushed down-stairs, and made 
his escape by the same way he entered the 
house. 
DR. BROWER’S HOUSE. 

After this little piece of work one would 
think that he would have rested from his la- 
bors for the time being, at least in. that lo- 
ecality, but he wasn’t vune of the resting or 
traveling kind of burglars. He quietly 
walked across the street to the residence of 
Dr. D. R. Brower, No. 571 West Adams 
street, and not finding a desirable place of 
entrance at the rear of the house he came 
back to the front, and after trying the win- 
dows otf the dining-room, which is in the 
front part of the basement, he cut outa pane 
of glass with a diamond, and inthis way was 
enabled to push the spring on the inside of 
the window-frame and push up the window. 
liere he struck a “picnic” sure enough; 
every door yielded to a gentle push, and the 
coast was clear to the upper. floor. Le 
ransacked the parlor and library in his 
search for plunder, but took nothing. Then 
he went up-stairs, and after making a fruit- 
less search ot several bedrooms he finally en- 
tered the front room on the second floor, 
which was occupied by Dr. and Mrs. Brower, 
both of the occupants being asleep at the 
time. He ransacked a dressing-case anda 
little side stand, and was in the act of taking 
a gold watch and chain trom a bureau drawer 
when Mrs. Brower awoke and screamed. The 
thief bolted out and ran quickly down-stairs 
and — the basement front door, which he 
had taken the precaution to open before go- 
ing upstairs. On gaining the street he 
quickly disappeared, running west on Adams 
street, 

THE PLUNDER SECURED. 

Dr. Brower discovered that the thief had 
gotten away with 380 in cash, which was in 
a pocketbook on a table in his private office, 
Mrs. Brower’s elegant gold watch, valued at 
S$1LOV, and two costly breastpins, the property 
of Mrs. Brower. Besides the S8Sv in bills in 
the pocketbouk there were several checks for 
Various sums and a silver halt-dollar. The 
chec.s were thrown upon the floor, but the 
fellow left the halft-dollar in the pocketbook, 
possibly as a memento of his visit. Dr. 
Brower called up the Desplaines street pa- 
trol, and in a few minutes the patrol-wagon, 
containing haif a dozen sleepy policemen, 
drove up to the door, but of course they were 
unable to be of any service, as the burgiar had 
made good his eseape. It was half-past 4 
o’clock when the thief rushed out of Dr. 
LGrower’s house, and if he entered the house 
iinmediately after leaving Mr. Weiss’ house, 
he must have been **working’’ Dr. Brower’s 
place for considerably more than an hour. 
Both Mrs. Brower and the young lady whom 
the fellew attempted to chloroform think 
they could recugnize him if they saw him 
again. 

THE BURGLARS’ DESCRIPTION. 

Both ladies gave the same description of 
him toa TRIBUNE reporter. They describe 
lim as a short, slight-built voung” man, with 
a smooth face, dressed in dark clothes, and 
wearing a slouch hat. The $10 and breastpin 
taken from the residence of Mr. Weiss were 
the property of the young lady w hom the fel- 
low attempted to*chloroform. She is from 
Canada, and is a visitor in the family. She 
SAYS that she had taken the bill trom her 
purse with the intention of sending down- 
town to make a purchase, but something 
called her momentarily from the room, when 
she carelesly left the money on the chair 
upon which she was Sitting. She: never 
thought of the money again until the burglar 
had escaped. 

Day after day, and night after.night, the 
policemen whose beats are in the most dis- 
reputadle quarters of the city come in con- 
tact with scores of well-dressed, intelligent- 
looking young men who hang about the 
dago-shops, low concert-saloons, and ail- 
night restaurants, and are never known to 
do a day’s work. 

This is particularly the case on State street, 
between Van Buren and ‘Twelfth. There 
are at least thirty-five deus of thieves in this 
locality, but they are dignified by the name 
of restaurants and hotels. The police know 
these young men by name, and know that 
they are thieves, but because they cannot 
make a case of theft against them 
the oflicers are powerless to molest them. 
rhe police cannot arrest them for vagrancy, 
at ha the oflicers say so, for the reason 
that by the recent decision of Judge Rogers, 
and instruetions received from Justice Wal- 
lace, acity oflicer cannot servea vagrancy 
warrant. The worst feature of the case is, 
that each of these crooks, has a ** woman,’ 
and these women, it is claimed, by their + 
fluence” with certain members of the police 
force obtain “ pointers” when a raid upon 


the thieves is anticipated, and the 
consequence is that the crooks § dis- 
appoar from their accustomed haunts 
fora week or so. It is a well-known fact 
that these men never do a ‘“‘job” in the 
vicinity of weir headquarters, but always 


select some place in a distant part of the city, 
and ii this way they manage to work their 
little game and keep the intelligent detectives 
wif the scent. The police authorities take 
very good care not to let the news of an ex- 
tensive or “slick” burglary fall into the 
hands of press reporters if they can possibly 
avoia it when the burglar is not caught, be- 
cause it would be an acknowledgment of 
detective stupidity and inefficiency. That is 
the reason why the burglary wasn’t chron- 
icled in yesterday’s paper.

THE FOREIGN MAILS. 


How the French Embassador at St. 
Petersburg Has Blundered. 


Victor Hugo and Prinee Krupotkine— 


Easter Gifts of Royalty. 


Why Bismarck Discharged Von Stosch—Social- 
ism and Anarchism in Switzerland. 


An Embassador’s Mistake. 

[St. Petersburg correspondence London 
Times, March 24.}—The Czar and Czarina 
have very cordially accepted all acceptable 
invitations, and have only made a kind of 
exception in the case of the French Embas- 
sador, not, I hasten to add, on account of the 
country, for the Emperor, as well as the Em- 
press, has always had a great affection for 
France, nor even if one might say so, 
on account of the Embassador personally— 
but on account of certain little absences of 


tact which have been talked about at St. Pe- 
tersburg, and which show the mistake of 
supposing that the men _. best fitted 
to discuss diplomatic questions can 
violate the traditions of ordinary in- 
tercourse with the high personages 
with whom they are brought into constant com- 
munication. Thus, for instance, Admiral 
Jaurés, since he has been in St. Petersburg, bas 
evoked the ironical vein in Russian society by a 
certain want of social tact, which, in a private 
individual, would be of no consequence, but 
which, in one occupying the delicate position of 
an Embassador, often has momentous effects. 
He haa the infelicitous idea of giving his only 
bali just at the time when the bill for the exile 
of the Princes was before the French Parliament, 
and, the Orleans Princes being allied to the Im- 

rial family, of course the Emperor, the 
(impress, ane che leading members of the Im- 
perial family were not present. This produced 
a rather bad impression at St. Petersburg, 
and gave rise to the unfounded rumor 
that a coolness had occurred between 
France and Russia. Moreovern the Embassador 
faiied, through inadvertence, toinvite the danc- 
ing portion of the officers of the garrison, there- 
by depriving his entertainment of allgayety and 
animation. So that whereas formerly the 
French Embassy ball was awaited with impa- 
tience, and was oneof the attractions of the 
season, this time it was the least guy of all Em- 
bassy balls at the Russian Capital. One must 
have a notion of the store St. Petersburg socie- 
ty sets by these festivities to form an idea of 
the effect produced by an unsuccessful ball. 
Many other mistakes of the french Embassador 
are cited at St. Petersburg, which show how 
necessary it is for a Goverament to be very cir- 
cumspect in the choice of its representatives 
abroaa. I will only cite one mvore of tnese slips, 
=— in certain circles made a positive sensa- 

on. 

As everybody knows, the Imperial family 
sought at Gatchina safety from the attacks of 
the Nihilists. Hence, through all this winter, 
during all this quiet time, in which the Empress 
bas been so full of life and gayety, care was 
taken never to utter anything that couid recall 
the sadness and preoccupations of the solitary 
days which she passed far from the capital. It 
was atacit watchword, Butthe French Embas- 
sador, the first tine he had the honor of dining 
at the Empress’ side, committed .bimself tn 
the most awkward manner. At the pbegtin- 
ning of the dinner, gracefully bending towards 
the Empress, be asked her, in the most 
amiable way, ** Voes your Majesty contemplate 
soon returning to Gatchina ?’ This speech rap- 
idly made the round of the clubs, and it is easy 
to imagine what comments were made on it. 
Twenty other mistakes are recorded of an Em- 
vassador for whom the court world is .partly a 
mystery. This is pot intended as anattack ona 
brave soldier, who jis an excellent, well- meaning 
man, but is only to show the necessity of eonfid- 
ing to experienced hands alone such delicate and 
grave posts, in discharging the oe of which 
mistakes, insignificant in themselV@s, may en- 
tail difficulties upon the directors of a nation's 


policy. 


Victor Hugo and Prince Krapotkine. 

|\Paris Corréspondence London News, 
March 23.]}|—Victor Lugo was presented ves- 
terday with a medal struck in remembrance 
of the demolition of the Tuilleries, on metal 
fused in the burning of that palace. It rep- 
resented on one side the Republic, with her 
hand resting on ** Les Chatiments”’ and ** Les 
Misérables.” 

In the evening the poet was asked to sign, 
with Mr. Swinburne, Mr. Frederic Harrison, 
Mr. John Morley, Mr. James Payn, and 
other eminent English writers § and 
scientific omen, a ‘petition praying 
for the liberation of Prince Krapot- 
kine. ‘The petition was engrossed in French 
and English on large sheets of parchment. On 
other pages the siguatures were copied, with a 
short statement of the profession ana literary 
or scientific achievements of each person sign- 
ing. M. Paul Meurice submitted to the poet this 
document, which was then taken round and 
shown Ww a numver of friends who had dropped 
in tospend the evening. Among them were M. 
Pailleron, of the Academy: M. Louis Leroy, of 
the Charivari; and M. Oppert, the Ecyptologist 
and decipherer of cuaviform inscriptions. It 
was ugreed that, a place not baving been left tor 
M. iIlugo’s name at the bead of the signatures, 
it was impossible for it to figure amoung them. 
An anecdote was related of how Louis Philipve, 
when a guest of the Queen at Windsor, was 
taken by her to see Kton. The visitors’ book 
was presented for signature. The King of the 
French did not think that gallantry sbould bave 
any influence in politics. He therefore took up 
the pen and wrote his name atthe topofa 
page. Her Majesty before she signed turned 
over a fresh ieaf. This was repeated to M. 
Hugo. He thus settled the difficulty. When 
his grandchild Jeanne came and ied bim into 
the dining-room. where M. Meurice had laid the 
parchment roll on a table, the poet wrote diag- 
onally on the margin at the top of the petition: 
* All questions of amnesty are of interest to 
me, and I take particularly to heart this peti- 
tion for Prince Krapotkine’s liberation.— Victor

The poet in writing wore no glasses. Although 
deafness has come upon him, his eyesight is atill 
unimpaired. The distinctness of his vision 
he attributes to not having for nearly haif a 
century ever worked by candle-light or smoked. 
His general heaith is excellent. Every morning 
he works standing ata desk and pacing up and 
down bis room from 7toll. He is clad during 
these hours in elastic white-woolen bose and an 
ample white-flannel dressing-gown. At half- 
past ll he takes a bath, and then breakfasts. 
Ine afternoon is spent in fine weather in riding 
on the top of au ownibus or walking in the Bois 
de Boulogne. He goes out unaccompanied every 
evening.

The Easter Gifts of Royalty. 

VIENNA, March 22.—According to old cus- 
tom the celebration of Holy Week and Easter 
began today at court with the washing, by 
his Majesty, of the feet of twelve poor old 
men, and by her Majesty of twelve old 
women. It is a lralf-public ceremony to 
which, besides the Court proper, the privi- 
leged are admitted by ticket. The oldest 
peopleare chosen for the honor, and great is 
the competition. As usual, the women were’ 
more aged, ranging between Wand 97, giving a 
total of 1,093 years; while the men ranged from 
87 to 3, g.vinga totaiof oniv 1,069. They were 
fetebed in Court carriages with their relations, 
and. dressed in old Gerwan costume, seated vua 
long table—the men on one side, the women on 
the other. Waoen ail Was ready their Majesties 
entered. The pussage in Scripture having been 
read, they were served by their Majesties at 
table. The immediate attendants handed the 
dishes to their Majesties; the Emperor placed 
the dishes before the men and the Empress be- 
fore the women. This ceremony having been 
performed, the dishes were tuken away to be 
packed up and taken home. Then, the men 
being seated on one side and the women on the 
other, one of their feet was bared, and a few 
drops from costly silver-gilt jugs poured over it 
by their Mujesties, who then handed to each 
person a purse, with the traditional thirty siiver 
pieces. Tneir Majesties, after having uddressed 
some of them, retired with their Court. 

LONDON, March 2%4.—The Court Circular says: 

‘The ancient royal charities designated the 
Royal Maundy were distributed yesterday in 
W nitehbali Chapel during divine service, with the 
useal formalities, to sixty-four aged men and 
sixty-four aged women, the number of each sex 
corresponding with thé age of her Most Gracious 
Majesty.

Socialism and “Anarchism at Geneva. 

[London Spectator,|—Though among the 
30,000 foreigners who have chosen Geneva as 
their temporary dwelling place there is a con- 
siderable proportion of Russian Nihilists, 
French Anarchists, and German Social Dem- 
ocrats, the authorities are neverin fear of 
dynamite, and the slendér police force keeps 
order without difficulty. This arises from 
the fact that, except for religious enthusiasts, 
the Genevan Government is one of the most 
tolerantin Europe. Revolutsonary refugees 


enjoy privileges there which they can com- 
mand nowhere else on the continent, and they 


are careful not to risk expulsion proceed- 
ings of a nature to imperil peace or 
embroil the confederation with fo Powers. 


Sometimes, as fo the case of Priace Krapotkine 
(who was expelled for publishing, under 
his signature, a too violent protestation against 
the execution of Sophia Petrowska, and parad- 
ing the town at the head . an Anarchist proces- 
sion), they overstep the line whien divides lib- 
erty from license; but as a rule, they take their 
measures 80 well, that the police have rarely to 
interfere. For instance, if the evolte. which 
preaches the gospei of dypamite and the duty of 
murder with a ferocity that is positively appall- 
ing, were openty conducted by foreigners, they 
would certainly be expelled, and the paper sup- 
pressed, a fate that, a few years ago, befell the 
Anarchist Avant Garde, of Chaux de Fonds; but 
the nominal editor and publisher being Swiss, 
they cannot be touched, albeit, as is well known 
the contributors are Russian refuge¢es and 
French Socialists. 

The avowed Anarchists at Geneva are proba- 
bly under a hundred. Even on 80 important an 
occasion as the recent manifestation in memory 
of the Paris Commune, > could not muster 
more than 150, of whom at least one-half were 
outsiders. Social Democrats who seek to reor- 
ganize society rather by a revolution of the 
State than its utter destruction are more numer- 
ous, and include in their ranks a score or two of 
Genevan artisans and a few workmen from Ger- 
mano Switzerland. On Sunday last they, too, cel- 
ebrated by a meeting the auniversary of the 
Commune. The meeting was held in the Tona- 
halle, the assembly-room of a cafe brassier, and 
except that the Chairman was armed with 
a bell, which he _ frequently. used, and 
the audience smoked hugely and consumed 
much beer, the proceedings dia not differ 
materially from those of an English meeting. 
Touching oratorical effect, however, the 
speeches were decidedly superior to the 
speeches generally delivered at politica! gather- 
ings in England. Dullnpess the audience would 
by no means tolerate. If an orator became a 
little tedious he was warned by cries ofr 
“A Teau!’ and “ Plus haut!’ either to speak 
better and louder, or sitdown. The former of 
these expressions ‘did not. as may be supposed, 
signify t at he wasin danger of being thrown 
into the lake, but that recourse to the decanter 
oi water that stood before him might perchance 
enliven his waning eloquence. On the other 
band, the speeches were tnarked by au entire ab- 
sence ofargument. The style of these wus that 
of ** Rollo’s Address to the Peruvians,’ dear to 
our children, and of Bruce’s address to his sol- 
diers before the battle of Bannockburn. They 
abounded in such phrases as *“‘Down with the 
aristocrats!" “Crush the bourgeoisie!’’ “* Re- 
store to the disinherited the fruits of cheir la- 
bor’; and weaith and tyranny, poverty and vir- 
tue, were treated as convertible terms. The 
Government’of Switzerland received no better 
measure than that of neighboring monarchies. 
One speaker, who described himself as a Swiss 
workman, adiuced as proof of the inefficiency 
of the present republican institutions that in 
Gepeva—reilatively to its size one of the richest 
of European cities—there are people who lack 
bread, and that multitudes of Swisa citizens are 
every year compelled to seek abroad the work 
they cannot find at home. 


LAFAYETTE’S CARRIAGE. 

When the venerable Marquis de Lafayette re- 
visited this country upon the invitation tendered 
to him by President Monroe at the request of 
Congress in 1824 a stately and cumbersome car- 
riage, after the fashion of those days, was built 
for bim at Baltimore, and this vehicle was 
used by the distinguished Frenchman during 
bis triumphant tour through the growing 


and prosperous States whose independ- 
ence he had belped to establish. After 
Latayette returned to bis native land bis 


carriage was soid, and thus it came into the pos- 
session of Judge Yates, of Chittenango, Madi- 
son County, New York, who esteemed the 
f@snous vehicle asa great treasure during the 
r@nainder of his life. Since the death of the 
Judge, a man of renown in his county, in J&36, 
the Lafayette carringe bas been rarely 
used. The Judge's widow married a Mr... 

Brinckerhoff, and during the next gener- 
ation the old Yates bomestead and the brvuad 
lands around it became known as the Brinker- 
hoff estate. This property was sold by public 
vendue the other day, and the antique treasures 
in the old house attracted crowds of city foiksto 
the town of Chittenango as wellas the farmers 
and their wives and families from the neighbor- 
hood. The old carriage was hauled out from a 
remote corner of one of the barns and dusted off 
and the crowd iooked at it curiously; its 
great hight and heavy make excited wonder, 
and the country-folk smiled at the postillion’s 
stand at the back. High prices were paid for 
tall clocks and old crockery, but in spite of the 
fact that the carriage appeared to be as strong 
and as serviceable as when it was used by a man 
who, as an old farmer present said, ** was once us 
well known in this country as Washington, and 
thougbt to be about as great a man,” it was 
tinaily knocked down for $9.’ The sale proves 
that the present craze for old things does not 
inuciude old carriages, and it is quite likely that 
the vehicie of the great Marquis may yet find 
its place in a side-show attached to a traveling 
circus.
